Since iho men of the north mtdt tbair InonrBios 
iato Iho emplitt of the Ronaiui, they have been an aggraft- 
live Aod GoloDisiog ncei pmhlng their dominion into die* 
tant cbanttiea ond dTefeoming their ooemiei. It ta the 
hieloij of an -Angto-Sazon Oolonj* pnihed fiir^ont into 
the Aiaerioan wildamfian^ that thia book rotates. It ian 
atoij, the aefiael of wUoh will bare to bo written by the 
pOD of aomo future sooalist. 

Long before Oolumbas diieovered Averioa thia aeetion 
was the homo of an Indian sovereignly over a wide> aroa : 
numberless generations of roil meo had planted corn to 
eoine extent oa the fertile ioterTajs below the fifteen 
uiile* falls, spoared fish in the clear wuters of the Coo- 
nocticut, hunted game through the luxoriant forests and 
peddled their li^ht birch canoes over tho silvery watera 
of the betiUtiful lakes and striiams. To thom this regioo 
wae Coos ; or as it was uiterwarda kaoirn Upper Cooa. 
In this hiatorte locality Uca the beaatiful town of Guild- 
hall| whioh wo will try, aa beat wo can, to give a Uatofy 
of} oDder difHeoltiee ftooa the hdk that in the eaee of 
Ottildhati, at well aa other towna in thoae early timeai the 
rvoorda vera not folly kept, and of eonrae moch that 
wonld be of intareat baa been loet« and only thoae tbinga 
that lelatad to tho pnblio acts and doings of tho early eot- 
tlofa ii there any reoord of, and aa the old people of the 
town at the present time are not to any great extent doe- 
coudente of the early Bottlers, much that vas knovn to 
thoir children and giand-ohildren that would be of inteieat 
h»e boon lost. 
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Among IIm objeelii tluit Attnuit the Atlontioo of p«op1o 
in alt ooairtri«B, m thoj Advance io oMlitttfoii, finr nro 
ooQght with inor« avidity than tlie fiicta o6noarnlag their 
estly liiatory. In the pag«« that follov we think w have 
mooed from oblivion many faots which the lever of his> 
tory will rejoice to Icnow. Tlie workf it ii true, h local, 
bnt in it are deecrlbed the character and dooda of people 
who wcr« p?onecrj$ in the mnroh of civiltration, pfitriota in 
the day of danger, osoful citizenn in the time of ppricc. 

Wo cannot hut indulge the hope tfnit not only those who 
Btill romiiin aTnonp; tho hilU am! vaUe>.>? of their nntivo 
land, but those also who hnve wandered from the good 
old town to find n home in difierent sections of the Union 
may receive uome grniidoaiioo from the periiaal of the his- 
tory of thoir Anoeatora. 

This woric hue been iu pnicen of ooroplctinn by the 
anth*)r linee 1878 and hawe sparod do paini to make 
tho book a thorongb one; alt UieitB oonoeming tlie history 
of the town have been aooght Ibr to the beet of onr ability 
and had we had the proper help from ill who kno v inter* 
eating inotdentn in relation to tiie tovn the book would be 
niidonbtcdly of more Talno. Wo are sorry to add that 
aome people who now are eompriaedamong the inhabitants 
of the town, through what aecms to na A enrioas indifTor- 
eaco, or otherwisCf neglected, and io some ioatanoee bj 
their actions refused to help place facts in our posseitsron 
from which to write this history ; othenj did not boo fit to 
till out blfinkfl Sent tbem by maila or reply to a polite letter 
whon in Home iriHtaticc's wt- inclosed a atainp to pay tho 
return postage, and it is no fault of ours that any one has 
been left out in tho sketches of family history in thii hno\^ 
as we have inserted all that we have been able to obtain.

Warm rays of a spring sun have caused the fierce 
clutches of a R ivage winter to y\ch\ its grasp, and beauti- 
ful Bprinp; enters upon the threshold leading to summer. 
Gentle breeaes are swaTing the leaves of a beautiful and 
nnbrokon forest; the watora of the loveliest river on earth 
are gently rippling along ila banks, merrily wendii^ their • 
wajr to — who then knew where? Suddenly the stream 
conies {n oontaet with roeka, and madly the walmi rash 
roaringly on, until the difficulty is past ; then resumiug 
their former peaceful course they move on, year after 
year, and century after century. 

Tired and worn by the cold winter, which had confined .. 
him more or less closely to his wigwam for long and 
ireaty months, how the Indian r^pices at the return 
of spring ; his heart is light and happy, as nimbly he steps 
into his canoe, and nndieturhed, paddles to his hearts 
content. 
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Fancy, one day, one of their number is scon forcing iiis 
canoe down the river at its greatest sped; every inu.-iclo is 
fitruined to its fult capacity; we eagerly watch him: ho 
PttHSos iha beud in the river, dii-onts his course to tUo flOt- 
demont above the faUs, end landing, we hear him convey 
.with joy the intelligenoe, that a higher order of beii^ have 
been aeen at the north. These beings were none the less 
then a band of daring and couragauus Pronohmen unto 
Onrtier, who early in the sixteenth century, directed their 
wny to explore the northern hitituiles of tlie Und, to which 
(Jolnmbus had led the way in \iQ2. 

On St. Iviwrcnco's day, Qutier dis covered a gruat 
gulf, to which the namo of St. Liwrence was given. 

The next year, he returned, eutere<l the Gulf, and leav- 
ing his ships at anehor near the lel&nd of Orleans, ascend- 
ed the river, in boats, ab^mt three hundred miles* At this 
place he found the large Indian town of Hocbelaga, where 
he arrived Oct. 2d, 1535. This pkuse ho called Moiitroal, 
whieh name it bears to lha present time. Ascending a 
neighboring hill, u civilized man first viewed the 1 )fty 
"Green Mountains" in the far distance, casting his eyes 
over the Ucautiful country, wliich ibr years was the hattlo 
field of many a hard and bloody fight, but now is peaceful, 
quiet, and Ave. 

Cartier was received by the Indians with joy, and was 
treatcii with great respect. Thin was not only true of tlie 
C^anadlan Indians, hut of evitry part of Aiiiurioa ; iiud 
ttai> Htirtpittioiui mnv not }nsnurally nroiiMiicK or hoBtilitio.^ 
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made, until tlic new cnmcra hn>\ manifoft**! thoir iiioau- 
nc88, by inoft cruel acts of iiijutiticc and violence. 

Cfirlit^r again visited Canada in 1540, and attempted to 
found a colonv, but was unBatxsaaful; and the Freodi made 
no furtlier progren in tbit part of the coniitrj tbr more 
than iftj yean- 
In 1608, Samuel do Champlatn sailed up the St. Law- 
rence, obtained what information be eonid from the Indi- 
ans reganlinjij tlic intnrinr of tlio countrj, and returned to 
Franco, to j t m nri ub in uics in establif^hi?)!/ a colony. 
In 1C08, the French Court was induced to tit out for him, 
a llijet for this purpose, an'i in July, ho arrived at a place 
called bj the nalivoe Qui'hcc. Hero ho spont the follow- 
ing; winter, in the eonno of whieh, hie little colony suffer- 
ed extremely ftt>m the severity of the climate. In the 
spring of 1609, Ohamplain loll Qoeboe, aecompanicd by a . 
party of natives Ibr the purp(»8e of exploring the interior 
of the country. He procce-lcd up the St. Lawrence, and 
Sorol Rivers, till ho arrivo-l at n lar^ro and beautiful lake, 
to wliich lie wave liifl own iirxmo: projcc ling still farther he 
reached another lake, smalU r than the first, which he 
named St. Sacrament ; but now it is called Lake George. 

On the shores of this lake, the party fell in with the 
Iroqaois: a skirminh immediately ensued, Imt some of the 
Ftoncb being arquebnsiers, it was soon decided in their 
favor. Tlio Iroquois were pat to flight, and fifty of thoir 
numbers were killed. This was the first time the 
Indians in these regions ever witn^sed the eifeot 
of firearms; and it is probable 
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the panic produced in the astonished natives, contributed 
not a little to a favorable and speedy torniiuation of the 
eotnbat 

Thii8| BO early was I^ke Ghftmplain, and the western 
borders of Vermont disooveredi and psrtiaUy explored s 
althongh after this time more than a century elapsed 

before this tract of the countr)' became inhabited. 

While the French were fuunding-thou' colonies in Canada 
the other European nations were not inactive. England, 
in 1007, made a pcrmaucnt scttlumout uu the JunicH liivur, 
iu Virginiftf and also, at ab)ut the simo ti.ne, started a 
colony in Maine. la the spring of 1609, Captain Henry 
Hndson, in the servioo of Holland, dijoorered and gave 
hie own name to the Hudson River. He sailed np the 
river exploring the oonntry as fur as Albany, N. Y. 

Possibly, at the same time that OhimpUin was near the 
head waters of tlie Hudson, th? uUn r Kurupeaii iiavi.5iitor 
was encamped but a i'ew uiiluM below, Strauj^e that two 
adventurers, in the service of diifercnt SoveroigUB, a id 
approaching from diiToront points of the compass, sliould 
so neariy meet in the vast wilds of Amerioa: each exploring 
country never before traversed by Knropeans. 

In 1614, the Dotch commenced a settlement where the 
city of New York now stands: 

December 2l8t. 1620, the Pilgrims landed at Plymouth, 
Uass., and commenced a colony. It is useless iiere to 
relicarso all the hard^iliipp titis colony suffered that winter; 
101 persons coaiprised the colony when it started, nud 
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When spritiK oponcrl their nambsrs were reduced to 60. 

As early as 1G23, RbttlcmcnU were made at Portamouth 
and Duvcr, N. H., and in 1633 thoy had penetrated the 
wll lernoes to the Connecticai Raver, Md established them- 
aolvei at Wimlsor, Oi. In 1685 a Beiilement was started 
at BpringleMt and soon ajfket at Deerfield, Mass. 

It was nearly a eentuTj beforo a settlement was eflTceteil 
within the present limits of Vermont, owing to the fiovco 
war wiii' li was wng'-Nl hetweeu the Eii;<lihih, and French 
anJIndiir a. This »h irt History will not permit us to 
desurib) thiR cruel and bloody War. 

In 1724 Fort Du nmer was erected by the English in 
. Brattleboro. In 173 1 the French came mp L-iko Champlain 
a*id cstnblislicd themselves in Ad-lison, ereeting a fort on 
the west sitle of the hifcSt and nearly opposite^ whieh they 
called St Fredortek; but aftirwards it took tho name of 
Chtiwn Point. 

As early as 174C, the English h.id nxteiidod up tlic 
C mnccticut River and crect^^d a forfross at Niunher Four, 
(Ohariestown, N. II.) also erecting r 'vc^ral smaller forts 
on the other ttdo of tho river, in the vicinity of Fort 
Diimmer. Amonf^ these were Bridgcman's and Startwell's 
fbrts in Vernon : Bridgeman's fort was attacked Jnne24ih 
1Y40, by Indians, who kilM 2, wounded 1, and took 
eevi?ral prisoners, bnt were finally repulaod. The next 
year, however, the fort was token, and destroyed. 

In the year 1747, the settlement at No. 4 was aband<Mio(l 
by the inhabitants ; the tort at that place was garrisoned 
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b;r thirty inon. April 4tb, a party coiifiisttiig of throo 
liundred Freneh and Indians snrronndcd the fort, and 
commenced an attaek by firing upon it on atl aides. This 
proving inefleetnal, tbejr next tried to bum (he fort by 
setting fire to the leneea and huts around it, and by dis- 
chargiug fiaming arrows upon it; not being snccossful 
iu tliis, they prepared a caniag;;, which was loaded with 
burning fagots; they p ishcvi tljisbofor* Vmni, endeavoring 
by it to set fire to the fort, in this way. while it protected 
them IVom the guns of the garrison. 

All these attempts failed, and at length an interview 
took plaee between (he commanders; Debeline, the French 
leader, boasted of hta superior nambera, expressod hia 
determination to stonn the fort, and deseribad in glowiu:^ 
colors the masncro which wonid cnsnc if the fort wait tif t 
surriiudci ed. Stevuiis the CO nnrinder of tlio garrison o^lly 
replied; "/cart a^ure yoa, that my men arc not nj'rmd to dif!** 
A iter this interview the attack was renewed for thrco Ja;s, 
after wliiqh, the French witlulrow. 

During die Culonisil and Indian wars Vermont iras the 
thorottgbifire tbrottgh whieb most expeditions proocediMlf 
being situated at an efjual d:stanoe from the French on the 
one liand, and the English on the other: it wah conFtantly 
expoHed to depredations of both. On this account the settle- 
ment of this Bcction hnd been rpgarded as ('.angerons, nor 
was it until the conquest of Cuuuda in I7ti(», that any 
c<uiBiderable settlements were made. 

Tins traet of country had previousty boon in the possess- 
ion of tlio Indians. The we<,tem part;} wore vlainied 
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l»y (ho lro4|uoi8; tlvc northnastcrn parts and Lake Mcm- 
phrcmagog (tnclurling GulMhall), by the Sfc. Franoia and 
other (^•anodian tribes ; and the aonthoastern parte on the 
Connecticut River were regarded as belonging to tbo na- 
tives in the neigbboihood of MassachuMtCs Bay. 

Althongh the region was in eomo parts monntainous and 
tinpnidnijtive, the foreeta were well stored with game, and 
the InkcA, rivorft and sinnller Ktrcams abounded in cxcelleut 
lish, wliicli liVi rded Hiil)si8tence to the snvafjc state. 

In the spring nf 17o2 it was proposed by tlic English to 
commence a «»t ttl. ment at **Cohos,"* and a party pro- 
ooeded up the river f<ir that purpoee : hut the St, Franeis 
Indians conipoltoil them to return. Thehr design was to 
cot a road from "No. 4'* to Coos, and to lay out town- 
ships in that locality. They were to erect stoekadeSf with 

lodgments for two hundred men, enclosing a space of fifteen 
acres, in the centre of which a mtadel was to be erected, 

containing tlio public buildings, kc, and large enough to 
receive nil tlio inhabitants and their movable ciTects in case 
of ncceeeity. It seems the project emhrarod two objects, 
civil, and mllttafy; as they intended not only to settle the 
country, but to oMahlish also a military post there. 

Rev. Grant Powers says in his ''Hlstoiy of the Goos 
Gouniry"; **It is extremely doubtftil whether thai partj 
ever reached their destination, if they ever left '*No. 4*'. 
There were no returns made of tliis tour, and they 
certainly did not !ny nut the townships.'* 

In the sprinp; of 1154 the General Court of New Ilamp- 

Hhirc dcU rniined send out a party to explore this 
•C<M»M wK.HM|icUu<l"C<>lioH" and "OowiUii" iuonrljr days. 
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*'liitlieito unknown region"; Aocordiagl/, Ool. Lovwell, 
Mnj. Tolford, and Capt. Page were sent ont at the head 

of a conij iuiy, and John Stark (al'terwjin} Gen!. Stark) 
Wft8 the r guidtj. They started from Concord, N. 11,, 
Mnrcli 10th, 1754, striking the Oonnceticnt River at 
Fiermont» N. H. after about seven days marching; they 
hovrerer spent bat one night in this re^on. mHkin<^ , 
a retreati afrd arriving at (heir etaiting point in 
thirteen days iVom tlieir departare.* 

The csnee of this short aojonrn we do not know, but 
one night in the wiMs of that part of the oonntry oould 
have returned no in^rmation to the Oovernment as re- 
gards the Coos. They pri b itdy feared an Indian foe 
superior to their own numbern. 

The Government of N. H. did not give up on account 
ofthid iailure, hut Uie snnie 8ca<<on Ottpt. Peter Powers, 
Lieut Jae. Stevens, and Ensi|fn £. Hale, to(*k charge of a 
company to elTeet what had "hitherto been attempted in 
vain". The eompany oommenoed (heirnwrch on Saturday, 
. June 15th, 1754. 

In Rev. Grant Powers* "History of the Coos Oonntry" t 
ia published Capt. Peter Powers' journal, wJiich he kept 
during his tour: thirf journal is not entire, some of the 
pages of the returning of the expedition iDeiug lost. We 
take the liberty of giving this journal as he has it pub- 
liihrl

"Sundtty, June* Ifi. I'liia day tarried at Contoocook| 
and went to nieoting, and tarried here all this night." 

"Mouday, June 17. This morning fair weather, and we 
fixed our padcs, and trent and piii them on bmwd our 
caiiaeB, aboat nine of the cloek, nnd some of the men went 
iq the eiinoes and the test on the ehore. And to we 
mnrclicd up tlic river Merrimnck to the eroteh or parting 
thereof; tind then up the Pemigeiraseet about one mile end 
H half, and eamped above the carrylng-plaee; whioh carry - 
iug-plaoe is about one hundred rode long; and the whole 
of this day'.<« march ia thirteen milae.*^ 

''Tuesday, Juno IH. Thi.<i dny marched up the Pemige- 
waf>8ot River, about eight nillert to Smith's River, and 
then eaHt one hundred rods, and then north two hundred 
and twenty rods, to the long carrytng-plaee on Pomigo* 
tvassct River, i*nd there camped." 

"WediicHday, June V.i. We marched on our journey, 

and rarrted acrnsd the lon^' earrying-placo on PeniipfO- 
wassct River two mtlefl mn th which latui Imtti n jjrood 
quality of largo niattte. Frdin the place where wo put in 
the eanocB, we steered east, north east, up the river 
about one mile, and then wc stoored north e-wt one mile, 
and north bIx milos, up to Sawiicganct Falls, where wo 
carried by about four rods ; and from the falls we steered 
about north cast to Pemigowasset interval, two miles, and 
from the beginning of the internal we made good our course 
north four miles, and there camped on a narrow point of 
land. The last fiinr miles the river was extremely erooked." 
* 'Thursday, June 80. We steersd our course, one turn, 
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with anotlun , which wern groat turns, west, north west, 
about two miles and a liaH to the crotch, or parting ot the 
Pemigewasset River, at Baker's River mouth: tlieiuie from 
the month of liaker'g llivor, up Raid rivor nortii wont by 
wost aix milos. TUia liver ia uxccoiIin{;ly orookud and 
good iiitenral. Theooe up the river about two miloB norlih 
west and tlioro «e afaot a mooae, the ann about } an hour 
hij^k, and there camped.'* 

'*FHday, June 81. We steurod np the said Baker's 
River with our canoes about five mileSt aa the rivor run, 
which was extraordinary crooked. In the after part of 
this day theie was a great shower of *hail and rmn'% 
which prevented our prooeeding any further, and here we 
eamped ; and here loft our canoes for the water in the river 
was so 8hoal that we could not go with them further." 

"Saturday, June 22. This morning was durk and 
cloudy weather; hut after tm\ of the clock, it cleared otT 
hot and wo marched up the rivor near the In«Man oarry- 
in^-place, from Baker's River to Oonnectieut River, and 
there camped, and could not go any further hy reason of 
a great shower of rain which heid almost all tlr's nficrimda." 

"Sundtiy, Jur**j This morning dark ami cloudy 

weather, wo niarohed up this river about one mile, and 
came to the Indian carrying-plaoe, and by reason of die 
dark weather, we were obliged to Ibttow the marked way, 
that waj marked by Major Lorwelland Oaptatn Telford^ 
and othera from Baker*s Biver to Conneetient River. 
And this dayi inarch was abont six mika: and we 
camped between the two llret Baker'a Ponda. And it 
eanie on a prt^t storm of rain, which prevented out 
marohin;: any fnither. And on this days march wo saw 
a coMsidcrablo quantity of white pine timber, and found it 
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VM flotncthing lar^o, fit for thirty-inoli uastii, m wo 
jn<l<^e(!. Ktit before this day's maroh, wo saw no white 
pino timber thxf, was very hr^c, on this Brtker'a River, 
but a great quantity of ^innll whito pine, 6t for boards 
and h-maU mastg. And on this river there if' a great quan- 
tity of cxcellotit interval, from the Kofr??ntin«^ of it U) the 
place where wo left this river. And it laycth of a pretty 
equal |»r<>pf)rtion from one end to the other: and bnek of 
the interval, there are considerable many large mountains." 

''Monday, June 24. This morning it rained hard and 
all the D^ht pa!>t, and it held raining all thu day, tod 
we kept oar eamp, and beie ireitayed the night ouaaing, 
and It mined alnoit all night." 

''Tiofiiiday, Jnne S5. Fair weather, and we Bwonfi; our 
paelUk the son itboQt an boar high, and we marched ahont 
two nilM, and then steered onr oonrse north abnat twelve 
miles and came to that part of the Coos interval that is 
oallod Moose Meadow. And then steered ourooume np the 
river by the dde of the interval, about north east and 
eame to a large stream that came into the Interval, which 
is here about a mile wide. The stream oamc ont of the 
ofiRt, and we cmnpcd here this night. There are on this 
river tho bopt f.ills and oonvonionecs for all sorts of mills. 
These falls are nearly twenty feet pi rpendieular." 

•^Wednesday, Jtme 20. This nmrning fair weather, 
and wo mnrnhed up the interval to the great turn of clear 
interval on the westerly aide of Connecticut Hiver, and 
there came a great sliowcr of rain, whioh held almoi^t all 
this afternoon; and wo eamped bj the river on the eastern 
ly side above all the elear interval: and this day's march 
vras abont 16 miles and very eiooked." [It appears that 
the Little Ox Bow on the Haverhill side, and the Qreat 
Ox Bow on the Newhurj side of the Cbnnectlent Bivcrt 
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were cleared interval when ihe fivet settlers came in. 
Tiiey hftd been oleared and enltiyated to some asteni by 
Indians, and this is what tiw Joomsl alludes to.] 

^'Thursday, June 2t. This morning it was cloudy 
wenthor, and it began to rain, the sun about an hour hif^h, 
and we marched, notwithatanding, up the rivor to Amo- 
noosuck Riror,(now I^wor Amonoofluck River.) and our 
course wat> about north, distnnce about fivo miles; and we 
camped here, for the f?iv<^r Amonoosuck was so his^h we 
could not {^0 over xt w itliout u cnnoe; for it wns swift water 
and nearly twenty rode wide. This fiftoni ii>n It idoarcd 
off fair, and wo wont about our oiuioc, and partly huilL it. 
Some of our men went up the River Amonoosunk to soo 
wliat disROTeritii tlioy could make; and thoy dtacovarvtl 
eiooltent tand, and a condderable qnantitj of Iar<;c pines.*' 

"Friday, Jano S8. Thia morning fiiir weather, and wi» 
went about the canne« end eomplated the same by abont 
twelve of the olock this day, and i|ent over the river; 
and we concluded to let the men go down the river in the 
eanoe, who were not likely to p«-form the remaining part 
of the journey, by rcmRons ofppminft in the ankles, and 
weakness of body. They were four in number: and we 
steered our course for the groat interval abont eaat, north- 
oast: and we thia day marched, after we left the river, 
about ten milea. And the land was exceedinpfly frood 
Upliind, und Home quantity of white nine, but imt thick, 
but .some of them fit for masts." [The four num. referred 
to in the journnl, it wouhl seem, were abont tr» take thoir 
chances upon the river, returning by the way of "No 4."] 

*'Snturdiiy, Juno 29. Thismorninor whr cloudy, but %vc 
swung our parks, and btcered our cour-se about nortli-Wcst, 
ten miles, and c;ime to (kinnecticut River. There it came 
on rainy and wo camped by the side of the river, and it 
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miiwcl iill thin afternoon, and wo koptour oatnp Uiis night 
The Imid was, this day's march, very g^od, and it may be 
said, «a good as ever was aeoa by an j of iia. The oommon 
growth of woimI was beech and maple, and not thick at all. 
It hnth a great qnantity of email brooks. This day and 
the day past, tliere were about three brooks fit for corn 
mills; and th«>si! were the largsst of tlie brooks that we saw." 

[ It thnt the I.-v^t two dnvR march VFn* bctwoon 

llin Coiinecticut find Auionoostiek lliirerd upon tlio high- 
\ivv\s o'i'Wnih, r.yiihin and Littleton, N. II.. nod wc now 
fiml tliem campiuf^ it the southern part of Dalton, N. II.] 

•'Sunday, Juno 30. Thi.s morning excelling rainy 
wetitbcr, and it rnincd all the night past, and continued 
raining until twelve of the clock this day: and nfter that, it 
was fair weathor, and we marched along up Connecticut 
River; and our course wo made good this day was about 
five milcB, east by north, and there catne to a large stream 
which eaae from the south east. This river is about 
threo rods wide, and we called it 8kjarlf$ Kver, by reason 
Bnsigo John Stalk's being found by the Indians at the 
month of this rim. This RiTor ooraes into the Oonneo- 
tient at the foot of the upper interval, and thenoe we 
travelled up the interval about seren miles, and came to a 
large river which came Iron the vouth east; and it U about 
five rods wide. Here we oonoluded to go no further with 
a fall acout, by reason of our provisions being almost all 
spent ; and almost all oar men had worn out their shoes. 
This river we called Power's River, it being the camping 
place at the end of onr joTinif^y: ninl thfre wo camped hy 
the river." [U Reeni.s that John Htark ha<\ been taken 
by Indians while on one of his hunting expeditions along 
this stream, which run.s tliroiigh Dalton, N. 11., and is 
now calle'^ John's Uiver, because Stark's name was John 
perhaps; but wc think they had better have prwiorved the 
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original name, and tliis wouM have perpetuated a histori- 
otil fiust, and borne up a name that Ibe whole Town would 
duli^ht to dieriab among them; but who is to know 
whether this ie John 8tarfc*e River, or Bomo other John'a 
River? The river they ealled Powers' River 16 *i a Lan- 
easter* N. H., and is now called Taraera RiTor. This, too, 
we thiuk, ought to bear the name thejr gave it, instead of 
a wondering, ami perhaps a wortlileBS hunter; Captain 
l*owor8 was the firat man of English <]oHO(;nt. who evor 
viBifotl this section for diaoovury. He di*! it in imminent 
peril, and for the good of hia cuuntry. How much more 
gratifying it wnuM bo to the prenent inhahitantn of thnt 
town, and to all tuturo penpratioog of tlicirs, did they beur 
upon their river the name of the first man who vwr by 
authority discovered their tx>wn I There has been much 
wrong iu tliesc things in many of our towns- 

Our worthy anceators, who bore the toils and went 
through tlie perils of exploring and aettling onr fureeta* 
and of subduing then, riehly merited this cheap method 
of perpetuating a memorial of themselveii. There is no 
record iu the journal of any traneaetion on July tst. It was 
probably tipent in reeonnoitering and viewing the adjacent 
country, and it is more than likely that members of tliis 

company oroHsed the river into Guildhall.] 

"Tuoaday, July '2. Fair weathtr, and we thoupfht nrojMjr 
U) mend our bhoea, and return homewiurd; accordingly we 
went about the same; and wliitet the men wore this way 
engaged, the Captain and 2 men marched up tho river to 
flee what further discoveries they couM make, and they 
travelh^d ahout five miles, and there they dibcovered where 
the Indians had a large camping place, and had been mak- 
ing canoes, and had not h«en ^ono above 1 or 2 days at 
most; and so they returned to the rest of the in^iu again 
nbout twelve of tlio clock ; and then wo returned, and 
marched duwu the river to Stuik'a Uiver, and camped. 
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TliiH lillftmooii it iHiocd hwd, bnt wo were Ibmul to 
travel, for want of proviaionn. This interval is exoeecling- 
ly largp, and tho further up the liu|^. The general 

cntirae of this rivor from north oast bj east as fiir M the 
interval cstcnds." [The Captain and his two men pene- 
trated .18 far as Guildhall Fnlls. it would seom, and at 
th's place wcro over 150 miles from oirfllzcd habitntions. 
And hew fhfy first fell upon tlio trail of Indians, where 
they hfvl li t II proparing^ themselves canoes to enable 
thcin to descend upon ths frontier scttlomontf.] 

^•Wednesday, July 3. This oiorning cloudy weather, 
nnd thnnderetl; imd niter the sun an hour hij^h, it rained 
hard, and continued about an hour, and then we swung 
our packs, and steered our course west south west, aiming 
for AmoDOoniek EiTer ; and this day we iMrched iIkniI 
fourteen mike, and camped/' 

**Tbtireday, Jolj 4. Wemarehed on onroovneweat 
flottth weal, and thie day we mardwd aboni twenty milea 
and camped.'* 

**Friday, Joly 6. We marched about tbree mllee to 
iHir peeks mt Amonoo^^uck, the same oourae we had steered 
heretofore; and we afterward went over Oonneoticut River 
and looked up Wells River, and eampod a little .below 
Wells River this night " 

"Saturday, July 6. Marched down the Great River to 
Ororit Coop, nnd crn«pr»d tlir rivrr below the great turn 
aiirl clear interval, add tiierc lel't (In: great river, aud 
steered soutli by oast about three miles, nud camped. 
Here was the ht-Rt of u|)l!ind and Bomo large white pinns.** 

Here the journal .'itopa; the remaining padres cannot bo 
found. We may suppose that they returned the aams way 
th<:y cauic, with hostile Indians pressing hard in their rear; 
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lor we Icaru IVum iieikriap. that by the middle of August 
1164. the Indiana were committing their usual dopred*- 
tiooB at BakerHown, and YidDity. 
Prom 1164 to 1769 (Ihe yew Quebec foU into the 

poeaeaBioaofilMiBria8h,)n<»e<R»>^ ^ "^'^ 

cover or settle new territories; nor does it appear that 
»mcU was done towards sotaingr Hie northern Oonuectieut 
Valley in 1760; for our men were Still in Canada. But 

,u 1701 when the colon!., no longer feared the French and 
Indians, the spirit of emigration fmtn the older settle- 
ments revived and surpanaod all tlmt had been before 
witnessed. People from tU>nnecticut. MassuchufK^tts, and 
New Hampshire weiw now preparing to transplant thom 
selves into the then great western valley of th« Uimuocti- 
Cttt. ^ 

Gov. Benning Wentworth of N. 11., about this lime 
ordered u snrvey to be made of the Connecticut Kirer fiir 
sixty miles, and three tiers of townships to be laid out on 
each side; but further surveys were made on account of the 
numerous applications for grants, and in UUl, tho year 
iu which Guildhall was chartered, no 1cb8 than sixiy H)wn- 
ahips of six miles square were granted oii tho wo=»t ai.io o f 
the Connecticut River, alone. 

'ITitts have we tried iu thte chapter to give a brief sketch 
of early times* as well as the discovery of Guildhall; some 
people claim, however, that their fiiUiers were indebted 
for tho discovery of this part of tlie counti7 to Major 
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tlogc.rs' fumi»he() men, as tliey fled from the infuriated 

Indians of the St. Francis Tiibo in 1769. Possibly this 
may be the fad, but Oapt. Powers' jourmil of an earlier 
dftte by Bome yoani oon?iDCfla va thai the tmditiontiy 
tales which have to long existed, are all apootyphal. 

The truth !s, when Major Rogers disbanded his men for 
their greater safety, he appointed them to "rendezvous at 
the Upper Ooos,'' which coul l not have been done, if the 
place had not boon known. Some of Rogers' men, no 
doubt, made the Coos, and some passed tiirongh it, while 
others perished whose remaips were (bund by the esily set- 
tlers: tradition aho tells usthsl vshibles were hidden In tile 
ground by these poor perishing men, and it is fresh in the 
minds oFmany how the territory of soms of the meadows 
in the lower part of this Town, and vicinity, have been dug 
over — with what result? 

Maj. Rogers left Crown Point Sept. 12, 1^6^, with 
two hundred men to destroy the St Francis Indians. He 
came in sight of the ▼illsge on the evening of Oct. 4tht 
and leaving his men Co refreth themsatvesp he- dressed 
himself in the Indian garb and went forward to reconnoi- 
tre the town. He found the Indians engaged in a grand 
dance, without apprehensions of danger. At four o'clock 
the dance was cnrlod and the Indians retired, and at day- 
break the fatal blow was struck. The Indian method of 
slaoghter was adopted: they were determined to revenge 
the blood of their friends and relativeB and ipared no 
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paina, completely destroying the Tillftg^ nnd itfl in- 
habitantfl. Of the three hundred souIh, which tlic village 
oontained, two hundred wore slairi on tlie spot, and t^'. entY 
takon prisouers. The EIngliah loBt only one kiilui and 
six slightly wounded. 

Hftving rodaoed thfl ▼iUage, they set oat on their 
letnni with the five Beglbh OftptiToa retaken, and nieh 
artioles of ptimder ae th^ oonld eaeily earry away. To 
avoid his pnnuera he proceeded np the St. Francis River, 

« 

and directed his course toward the (VtnneeUcat l^yer. 

On his niaroh he was several times attacked in the rear 
and lost aeven men, but formin?!: an Hiiibuscado on his own 
track, he at length fell upon the enemy with such bucccss 
aa to put an end to further annoyance or pnrauit The 
men kept together until they had paaaed the easterly aide 
of Lake Memphr^magog. Their eniferinga now begao to 
be eerere, not only ft-om the exeeaaive fntignea they had 
endured, but finm hunger. Their proviaiona were ex* 
ponded, and they were a distance from any place of relief. 
Here Maj. Rogera divided hin Jjtachnient into Bmall 
companies, ordering them to "meet at the mouth of the 
Upper Amonoosuok/' 

In the meantime, Samuel Stevens and three others pro- 
ceeded up the Oonneoticnt BiTer with two canoes from 
*'No, 4" hiaded with provisions; they landed at the mouth 
of the Paaanmpsio River^ where "they encamped for the 
night;" Irat in the morning hearing the report of guns, 
and supposing it to be Indians, they reloaded and h&stcued 
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bnclc. About noon l{n;rnra Mriivc*! n1 I'lismimpsic Riv- 
er, ninl obici viiig a Ore on an island, iii:iUa a raftatid pass- 
ed over to it; but to his surprise Mid disappointment do 
provisions had been left; bis men were so dtshsarteosdbjr 
this disoovoiy that thirty six more died before the neit 
day. Sogers then gave up the Gommand of his men and 
fold them **to take earo of thomselTes." 

Some were tost in the woods, bnt Roj^crs and a few of 
his party, aflcr almost iucrediblo bartLihipa, succeeded io 
reaching "No. 4." 

Most authorities claim that Maj. Rogers and his whcU 
company struck the Connecticut River at Bamot, follow- 
ing down the Paasnmpirfo River ; hot wo should jvdge 
ftom thefiuits, that the only part of that river the larger 
part of his oompany saw, ie where tt enters thir Gonnecti- 
eat: the directten we etaim Rogers took from Lake Mem* 
phrema^og is this— >he followed the CKyde River to Bright* 
on, then tlio Nulhcgnn Rivor to tlic Connocticut, nnd thus 
down to whcro ho expected to find liis proviRionf*. Our 
reasons arc — 1st, this is tho uiost direct route to tl)o 
Connecticut, 2d» *'he told them to rendczTOUs at tho 
Upper Goob;'* whataedaon was then known as "Upper 
Goos?*' and again, he ordered th^i to ''meet at the monft 
of the Cj[>per Amonoosnek, 8d, vsrions articles have heen 
Ibond in this aeotion which must have been abandoned by 
these men aa they passed along, or, posaihly found, on the 
very spot» or near, where tlicy layod down to die. Mr. 
Wm. Hendrick linind the barrel of a musket on tlio side 
of the hill in his pasture near the river in town, which 
resembles pre<nBely those carried in this cKpodition. 
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Ifr. Jonatlian Orawford dao found on his meadow 

in town, the iron part of a musket, similar to that 
found by Mr. Ilondrick, and nmr which wub a 
small moand, but there is no proof of ito being the 
resting place of one of these brsTe men. 

We do not claim that none of the expedition went by 
the iray of the Paasampsio River, but that the larger 
part passed this way.

Guildhall, in Enaex Coankj, Ijrhig on the west aide o£ 
CaDiiecticut River, opposite Northamberland and Laq* 
caster in New Hampuhiro, it boundotl N. by MsidBtone, 
S. byLnfMnbargh, ftod W. by Graiiby; in UL 82' K.» 
and long. 5^ 14' K., and oonlaim 19,477 aerw. 

The soil is generally good, moreegpeomny on Ihe plaioa 
and intervals, and is eaailj cultivated; tlie hills aro better 
adapted to |j;razing, but newly cleared land produces ex- 
oelleut crups. Agricnlture is the main pursuit ; cattle, 
horses, sheep, swine and poaltrjf, wheat, eorn, rye, oata, 
buokwheat, pesa, beam, potatoes, mapln sugar, *e., ae.» 
are the prineipal prodneta. 

There is a viltage in the north'<eastor!y eomer of the 
town, eonteining the County BniMings, Congregational 
and Methodist Churches, Aeadeniy, Post Office, ▼arions 
StoroH, Public HouBcs, Fnctorica, Law Ollioes, Blaok- 
smith Rhnp, *o , and is coaneoted with NorthumhcilfiTid 
village, in N. U., by a toll bridge, which together with 
Guildhall villngo make quite a flourishiDg place: in Norlh- 
umberiaud Tillage are three Factories, two SioM, Poet 
Office, Blacksmith Shop, Wheelwright Shop, and the 
Qaildhall Station on the White Mountain Division of 
the Boston and LoweU Bailroad. 
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The market facilities are good by means of the R jstori 
& Lowell R. B., also the Qrand Trunk R. R.. which has 
* stetion St Oroveton ia Northumberlaod, N. H., about 
thrae mitsa distant. 

Thero an no streams that afford watar powar of vciy 
Biiioli note ezceptiDg the T'Onoeetiout River; hence the 
quantities of Inmber which this town and vicinity prodnc- 
ed have been drawn to the river and driven to find a 
market Bouth. There are many small etrcnms in town, 
upou which milli iiavoboon croctctl at variau-j times: Mill 
Brook, (formerly Spaulding's Brook ) rises in Qranby, 
and by a round abont way runs through a part of Maid- 
stonei and finslly amptiee into tl^e Connecticut, two milai 
below GuiUhsll VilUga; this brook took its present name 
from the fiMitthat the ftnt mills in town wore oonstifnctad 
upon it. Bunn^de Brook rieee back among the hUls In 
town, anil emptie d into tlio Connecticut about three quar- 
ters of a mile south ol Mill liruok; it probably received 
its name iVom the circumstance of a Mr. Burnsidc, one of 
, the early settlers of Northumberland, N. II., having at 
000 time resided on the river bank directly opposite its 
month; the high moantain, around whose base this brook 
courses, was also named "Bumiide Mountain." 

Gow Mountain stands near the Bumstde, and the two 
appear like twins: this mountain received its name in a 
rather queer way ; in early days there lived in tluit p irt of 
the town known as the "North Rond," a colored man 
oaUed Bacchus, or as be was more familiarly known, 
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"Olil liaccluis;" lu« hud rcHidcd there a Muitibcr of yearH. 
lie wn« n powerful man and fond of sport; usually very 
gttod ntittired, but iind a Bulfioif^nt amottut of temper when 
ofTeudod. At length, for some ttoknowD rewon ho broke 
up hoiiw>kop{)iiig. and veAired to tlie foresl upon tliii 
moantain ; he took with him, however, another man'e oow 
without leave, and for many days sustaieod himself in the 
woodfl, baffling hiii eeekeni, bat at length he was eaptttred 
and during \\U iinprisootnent, he died. 

SCENERY. 

To the lovers of natural aeonery, the valley of the 

Gonn<>cticut io this town cannot be surpiiased in loveliness. 
The braiitifu) meadows, the abrupt headlands, in tho 
di^tiiTifo the towcriiipj summits of the White Mountains, 
and the variety of timber land, all conspire ia rendering 
it a obanging scene and one of pecaliar interett. and 
beauty. A delightful view is to be aeon firom the bridge 
which leads to Northumberland; the broad river in the 
foreground, tlie charming meaduwi with here and there 
a tall o!m tree, then the terraces, and best of alt, those 
wonderful Percy Peaks in the background. So lovely 
a 8C0UC will scrircoly be observed any where else in the 
worl'1, and ou a pleasant dny, with the river fiinooth, 
which iurnishes the observer a large and perfect looking 
glass, the landscape and its refloction are beyond describe 
ing. We give dsewhere a sketch of the Conneetieut Valley 
two miles aonth of the Village. Many other views might 
be mentioned, bnt to gain a good idea of them requires a 
visit in person.

ANIMALS. Moo3B or Elk. TUiti aiiimul ia quite 
eztiuct in this rej^ion, the last uue killed near hero, being 
In Brighton about the year 1858. 

BiAB* The black bear ia quite eoininon id wime locali- 
lies near, doing oonaiderable damage at times, bot is addom 
•een in town. Ilia color is ^luning bhiek, long hair not 
ourledi and he preaonta aralherahnggy uppearanoo. 

Sometimes, when one is seen, the people tuni out in 

large numbers, an 1 frequently succeed in \U capture. We 

will mention ono be.ir hunt which occurred in t^)wn in 

1842. As Mr. iiicbard and Geo. S. Boyoe wore milking; 

their cows one morning, they hoard a commotiDti among 

(lie aheop in tho pasturo, and looking in Uiat direction aaw 

a very large bear, who was trying to cateh the aheep; 

Biehard auooeed^ in gutting hia shotgun in working order, 

while G«o. S. eouU^ntefl himaolf with a atake; they had a 

very apritely do^ which accompanied them in the hunt. 

They started up the hill, Rich;ir(l with tlie gun goinu; in 

one direction, and Goo. S. with thv utake going another; 

their plan was to go around tho bear and drive tiim down 

from the hiU to the meadow. When they got above htm, 

Geo. S. WM the neareat, and aa the bear was ascending 

the hill they must shortly eome in oontaet witii each other; 

aa his brother had the gun, he thought he would let the 

boar poM, so atcpping one aide he letliim go on nutil ho 
*lneliUMlflittittcm M. wo liava li>lk»«riKl riicMn]w:iu. 
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mot Richard, who fired at him, but. the «hot being Bmall, 
did not have mnch efibei; bot the dog g-avo ohaRo, and m 
other men and dogs cuda to the reaoue, they Bucoeeded in 
driving the bear to the meadow, when the/ fioal^ killed 
him. This bear wM one of the liigeaftcnrer Men in town. 

Wolf. Fermerl^ munaroiia, Imi now seldom wen* 
Id 188t and 18S8 they wwe voiy plenty. 

Den. ThiebenntiiU cieaCiire ie Ihet dlMppearlngt 
and the hnntin of them I* ooneidered rerj rare ■pott. Hon . 
H. A. Cutting girea tiic foUowiog in one of his valuable 
articles in the Vt. Qasettoer, and we take the libartj of 
presenting it. "In 1865, a joungAteri while bathing ia 
the Connecticut above Gnildhall Falla* saw a jonng deer 
trying to awim away fipom aome doga $ the young man 
lloaliy eaught him, and ho wan ao tired that ho oondnetod 
liim home without diflionI^« wbeit ho kept bin Ibr n tame 
and then aold him to the manager of a menagerie.** 

Fox. This Tory etinning, sly, and eautiovs animal is 
quite common ; tlui oolar ii generally dull red, wifcVi eomo- 
times a tendency to black; a black one in occaflionally Been, 
bat they are rare. Upon the female deTolves the entire 
oare of the yonng; they brand in April. There is no ani* 
mal whieh deeirea fteedom more, and firaqoontly when 
cangkt in a tmp». it will gnaw olF a fbot to eaoapOt and 
will refbso Ibod, and die in onptivityt rather than anbrnii 
• to reatnuntb 

Ltkz* Though much lar};er, it reaemblea tbooommon 
eat, bnt haa longer earn, and a ahortor Iril. It prowla 
nbont at night, and in very aharp sighted. 
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In Feb. 1867, Mr. Meecbam VHIed a lynt, or bob 

X cat, which was of tremendous size, standing as high as a 
table, aad was a very savage looking" animal. For a 
long time the iahabitanis had been greatly annoyed, and 
aerioi^s damftt^o had been done; besides other depredations, 
fifty sheep had been killed. Mr. Meecham, who then 
ilTed In the Tillage, kept an eye eat for him, and one day 
in the early part of the winter aaw its treeka within thirty 
rods ofbishooae. Ho fotlowel them at yarions timeo, 
and onoe saw msrka in the enow whore it had jtimped 
thirty five feet ; he finally set a bear trap in the *'Frye 
pasture," so called, and after leaving it tbero for a time, 
he was successful in catching the lynx. Mr. Hubbard 
WiUard told the writer that every wiuter one visits his 
paaliiraf and prowls around generally. 

Raooooh. Looks aomewhat like a fox, bnt is allied to 
the bear. Gray in oobr, with rows of bUick and white 
alternately, bnt most etrongly marked on the tall. They 
are very destmctiTe to property, as well aa treaohcrons. 

IIbdoeIIoo. Tlii*i very pcculi.ir creaLurc is still plenty 
in this reunion, Theii* defence is to roll up into a ball, 
and tlio sluirp quilk which grow on their buck aerve as 
a Very good fortress. 

WooDCnuCK. A very annoyin<T animal to (he farmers 
in town, destrDyinpf much of their crops; it necessitates 
almost constant trapping and shooting to keep them 
within bounds. 

Skonk. Too familiarly known to ueod iv.\y diJSoripHon, 
for itresidca in every locality in town in reality. We will 
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rolato what Vias to us Boeraoil a rnUicr oomical inoidont 
It was a warm sammor night, nnd all was quiet; my brother 
Charles and myaeif were ileeping in a room wiiieh ftonts 
on the itreel, and oppmito the Hethodlit pareonage, in 
whioli at the lime, Bev. 8. F. Oaehman and fiimily resided. 
It teeins that Mr. Sknnk wae rendering to Umeelf rery 
important service in tho parson's hennery; of conrfte the 
hens at once beg xn to cackle and make an unuaual noiso, 
which arotiscd tlie Hov. g'f>ntlem<^n nnH family; he at ooce 
attired hitnaelf in his loug dressing gowu,ftnd sallied forth 
In Me what was caneing the diatarbanoo. Upon his arrival 
attheaoeoe, itisneetlleeetoaayhe waaahoolcedl and it 
became very evident to him^ an he wae unarmed^ that he- 
must at onee retreat, which he inimediatdy did. In the 
meantime hts wife had dressed herself, and was going with 
a Ifimp to rm-ct her better-half, who. (she mistrusted by the 
FOtuida which were coming from him,) wtiS in trouble; 
they met in the shed ; he at once called for iirenrnis, bat 
aa tliey had nono in the Iioumj, what was to bo done 1 Hit 
eyesight was beginning to get poor at this time* or else 
the light was too strong for him* and grabbing a eanring 
knife and fork, be started hack; his wife pleaded with hint 
not to attempt entering the field of eonfiiet until reenferoe- 

monts oould be summoned. Frank, their son, was aent 
out upon that important aerrioe; he first atrnok fbr Bon* 
ton*s, but before anivtng at this plaoe, the B's. were 
aware of the trouble, and the one man and two boye, (alt 
of whom were more inquidtive than brare,) were starting 
for the parsonage. 
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Upon meeting young Oushman, who announced 
wliat peril hia ^'dad" waa in, they imaicdiately 
despatched him for Hod.* Qaicker than a flaah, the boy 
shot up the street; brawling at every step " a akttiik 
it kiUingnj huhiu** avdibr "lialpftt tba paiioiiAgei'' 
tlia TlUaga wm goDeraUywomed, and many at onoe bur* 
TMd Uudv slept to tlie afinvsaid plam. Wbib this was 
tnuMpifing tlio skank had gone from the henosry to a pile 
of wood whioh was in the yard. At length a oompany was 
formed and the order waa given, as the Commander drew 
tighter the atringH which wen* around hfs gown, to ad- 
vance 1 They went directly to the t-pot where the firbt 
skirmish had taken place, but found no enemy; their sense 
of smell told them where to direct their oonm. and as the 
brave ( ?) men pulled over the wood, the parson awaited 
Che ohanoe to renew the light, until at length we heard,— 
thflfe he ia-^uiek!! No sooner said than done; the fork 
wes thrust, and the poof, and atmeet defonoeleBs oreature 
was earved ! It is needless to say more, only permit us to 
add, that the ukunk waii not tho only thing buried. 

SaBLi. Sometimea called marton and belongs to tho 
weasel fiimilj; It is Ikst disappearing. Ite ibod ie princi- 
pally birde and mice, and nQmetlniss bares and partridges. 

Rabbit om Ham. These peentiar animals, varying in 

color from white in winter to reildish brown in 8umiucr, 
are numerous, but are fast decreasing in niuubcrs.

Sqi IK iKi There are several kinds, aiid arenuraorouH; 
they are sprightly, full of fun and frolio, and as quick in 
m ition as a bird. The grny sqairrel is much larger, and 
are not tao plenty in town as the others. The tedsqoirrel 
is tlie next in t&tB, and is a daring ibllow. The chip* 
mank, or ctriped sqnind is the moot nomeroast as . there 
are moro of them than all the rest eombined; thejr are 
very timid, and p(»8S08s the facnity of dodging a stone 
when one loallj believes it impossible. The flying pquirrel 
is frequ:)nt1y mot with, yet arc uot bo common as tiie 
other species. Thongh oslled ttio fljing equirrel, in re- 
ality it CAtinot ily, but has the power of spreading its body 
out tn Sttoh a manner as to form a parachnte, as it weie, 
whieh enables it to sail along through the air for a short 
distanee. All bnt the striped aqnirrel, which borrows in 
the gronnd, llvo io hollow trees, itumps, ae. 

iloLBS. These curious little ereatures are ao bnsy, thai 
they really pnt themselves in advance of their sins; they 
oonstruct long ii^llerieN In the gronnd, through whlcii 
they travel in search of food; as they seldom ▼entnre to 
the surfsfio during the day, they are not often aeen. 

Rat J. Are cvnmon, eflpetttntly »inoe the railroad was 

built in this locality, anlaret1iogreat<!Htpcab of any Animal 
whieh is found in town, wanting the best of everything 
the form affords. 

MiOB. There arc scvcrsil kinds. They were not 
common whcu Uio first sttttlers c;ime, but are now plenty. 
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Bin. . An namaraiu, and my annoying if thoy get 
into an oyening prayer mmting, orotlier nmilar gathering. 

BiAVBES. Almoft, if not quitn exiinet: the M ono 
lieanl of in thi« pari of tba oonatiy, was taken la (hia 
oounty, not many yeara ago. The rontatna of lh«lr work 
ii CO bo found ou many of our atreurns.

MuiKHAT. So called from thoir strong uiusiiy oilor; 
thoy aro quite plenty iu our streanM. 

Mink. Not outnmon, Ktili tbey rotiialn to aoiuo extent.

FISHES. The variety of ribhw iu OnildhaU is mil 
groat, neTeith«li» w« have almoat all the Tarietiet 
ttsnat iu the state, bat eome ate rare and eeldem aaeii.

salmon trout, pike or pickerel, eel, perch, troat, peat, 
Backer, riuI duoe. 

SERPENTS. They arc not ro numerous here rb in 
some parte of the state; we liave however, the striped) 
black, and gre«n snaken, and the adder.

AHPillBlOUS BEPTILES. Those meet eemmon are 
turtle or tortolee, two kiads, londa and ftoga* sis or 
mure varistiee, and lisards* 

INSECTS. These are so nonerotis that we cannot 
crtttiloguo or ilej<cribe tliorn all. Those most common aro 
the pjrasfl huppcr, potato bug, cricket, epidcr, ant, butter- 
fly, bumble boe, honey bee, beeUe, hornet^ wasp, firefly, 
biaitk Bj, moeqaito, snow flea* moth, and mnUitodes of 
buge and wonm. 

BOTANY. IVevieiie to asttlement, Chia pert ef tlio 
eonntrjr, like other parte of New Sngland, was one oon- 
tinualfireet, eonsistlngof lofljtvese intemingled with a 
great variety of shrubs and plants, and since clearing the 
country, many more bavo sprung up. We cannot, in this 
brief history, given liet of thorn. 

MINERALS. The mineral wealth of the town is vtry 
]imited| and the loeaiity is not one of the fields of natural 

depoeits of muoh Taloe; there is, however, a bed of iron

VALLhJy OP THE OONNEOTICUT. 
It may soom straQge toaoiuo to think that at ono timo 
tho low laniU iu town were ooverod by water to tho depth 
of 200 feet or more. It loeinB probable and doiibdeu waa 
tho fvA that at ono time tho Conneottoot RtTor run to 
Whitefieldt N. IL, aoroBS ponda, and intp the valley of 
the Lower AmonooBaek and ^ on until it roaohod its 
proMoot oouruo opposite Vfoih Rivor iu Nowhury. If thitt 
he. ihu ciisu, an the summit level is 230 fcut ubovo tho 
Oouuaoticut at Lunciibiirgh, and 228 ul (juildhiill, it 
must havo cuusotl a largo lako to bavu oxistcd in this re- 
gion; but finally, by souio moatia, by broaklng throogh iU 
banka at Lonquburgh, ehangoJ ita counM to the |iroaont 
one. WepreBont what was pobliaheJ in in the 
**Goology of Vermont" by Edward IJiteh04ick, andothora, 
touehing on tho aubjeot of the river's changing its coarse, 
but rccont sarreys more deurljr prove iliat what «o claim 
to 1)0 tho case, is true. 

»'Wo would hazard a coiijcctuni concerning tho cnuae 
of this dcficioiicy of torraccs and tormco inaturiulH uhmg 
this iutorvai, wiiile beluw, ut Wulia llivor, und above, ut 
Lununburgh (uppor part) and Uuildhall, they aro so 
abundant. Wo would oonjooture ttiat the Oimnoctiout 
formerly latt its present bod a little bolow Lancaiitor, N. 
11., then paBsed to Whitefield oirer tho aammit lovol, 
aerosB two ponds of water, into tho valley of the Lower 
AmonooBuek River to Littleton, and folhiwed tliat siroam 
down to the mouth of WellB River, where it entered its 
present bed. 
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Wc vould present tljo reaeons for this Injlicf: 
1st. It wouM he H m ire direct route for the Con- 
necticut than the prrsent. To be sure, rivers do not 
spotn to bo TCfy particalar m to the route thojr Uke in 
threading their way amoDg the bflls; haH, as for all Uie 
rest of itii course in Oonneetlcat, IfMsaohveetta and Ver- 
moot, it fe oompantivclj straight, there is eome reason to 
think that a straight course f<*r the rest of the way would 
have b^n the most natural. Thin straight course has 
generally been determined by the eastern limit of one of 
the rock formations, an easily decomposing rock. Now on 
its prc8oiit route (ho rork is diflToront inj^ its ( character, 
being tough breccia or talcoee sdiiet instead of calotferons 
miea schist. On the Anionoosuok mate the rook is main* 
ly granite, which is casior t» decompose than the tatcose 
aehtat.

ducer of the tenraoea above WoUi River, and that the 
Oonneotieut changed ite ootirbe so recently aa to have Utile 
effect upon the foi umiioa uf terraces there. 

8rd. Thiii Buppo»eU bed is on the rout.« of the proposed 
railroad fnun IJttluton, N. II., to Lan HStcr, N. 1\* 
Ita summit level is 0«')0 feet ubovo (Connecticut River, and 
if tliie meaanrement wiw taken from the mouth of Weils 
River, as we shouM auppoao, it will be only 880 ftet 
above tlie same river at Lunenburg h, and 197 Ihet above 
LttnoAster, N. II. This wonM not mnke this bed so high 
above the presont level of tbo river as others whioh we 
conRiJnr hs woU o^tabliahod ciiiieii."

In the year 1760, the Governor of Now Hampshire COin- 
niiMioued Joseph Blancbard, ol DuuBtaMe, in that State, 
to intikd a survey of the Ooonecticut Kiver uol•th^v u d 
from*'No. 4," now kuown ■■ Clmrlestown, N. H., and 
'«¥i*ry nx uUet lo mnak * tree, or not a boundary tiu anch 
tidenf tbArlvorlbratowiiii]ii|i. Thii mirvej wm mado 
on thi> tott, and oomplitad in HaroU of that jaar. extand- 
inK up tlw rivar at fiirat tha B. oonier of Newbury. 

Tlio nuxt >ear. 1761, a tnrvay of the mime Rort waa 
matle uivlur the Hauiti atithurity by HugVibastia Neel, 
from uhero Bl uichanl left oflf, to thu nurtU eud ♦>! the 
greut mettduwd then ouHod the Upper Ooos. 

Wefliid in the Maasiachu^eita Uidtorical OoUoction, 
pablbha-liAl8l6:-4iketehofLan<Maiter. N. H.— ' Previ- 
iMiBtu Uieir ineurpomiion, Ijiim«rtlor» Nortbnroborlaud 
and Stmtliirdi in N. H., and Lnnanbuigb^ Gaildhall and 
Mttidrit«>ne, in Yt.. all lying on tbo Connadicnt Bim, 
were deifignataci by the Indian name CooSt which aigni- 
lleb crooked, and was originally app lied to that part of tilO

The author of thia was undoubtedly mistaken in one 
ibingf and that ia, tbe region referred to was Upper Coos 
and not Ot^n^; for wo find iVoni gpfid authority that 
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the towns in tlio immediate vicinity of Newbary and 
Ilavcrhill \?cro first known as Coos. 

From these surveys a plan was made, and three tins 
ol townshipB laid oat on each aide of the rivor, and several 
of them chartered, trith no further aotnal snnrej on the 
gronnd. In 1761| there were applications for almost every 
township on iho rivoft end many baolt towns, so far as 
then snireyed. 

A charter was f^ranted for Guildhall in this year by 
Governor Bcnriing Wctitwortli of New ITampshirc, which 
h<!«rH (late of October 10, 1761, and reads as follows: —

Thoy held trequcnt meetings and passed sundry votes 
preparatory to occupying their lands, bat they did not 
nettle, or porhape not eren ▼ieit the tame, until men fVom 
another State (Maoraehnsette) had oecupiod portione 
tliereof. The first proprietory meeting was holdon at Now 
Haven, Conn., on the last Wednesday of Oetobor, 176t ; 
the first deeil was given by Johu Bbkeslee, Enos Todd, 
Oilcs Daytrm, Saml. Mix, David Thorp. Joshua Bay, 
Oershorm Todd, Titus Tuttle, and John MeClare to Jolin 
Hall, 5th, and dated November 2d. 1761. 
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By whoia Uie good name Guildhall was given to tlio 
towa is not known: it is the only town in tho world of 
this nwno; for our itotomont wo refer to ^'Lippinooti's 
QoMttoor of tho NVorid/' whioh is Authority. The lino 
betmen liiraenlmrg'h and OnildhsU was orii^nally sup- 
poBsd to b« ftirthor nortli, as well as the line bctwoon this 
town and tfaidstono, and we find that much difficulty wns 
citperienceJ in the betiluuieiit nf the matter with Maidstone 
pooplo. (Jen. ilamos Wliitolnw of IJyoguto, Surveyor 
(Jeneral for the Statu, aurvoycd tho tuun in 1785, Imt 
the uiattor was not settled until tho next year ITttG, whou 
£beo W. Judd surveyed the lino botwocn tho towns* Ho 
at first met with much opposition from tlie setdera, who 
were jealous of their riglits, and fearful lotft they should 
bo disturboil in tlicir h>tsj but the matter was finally 
arranged, and the siinrey aeoeptod.

During th(i Ftoiich and Indian war many ansucccftsful 
cxpcditi«ins to sub:lno Canad;i were planned and attemptod. 
In one of tJicac expeditions vrm connected a young luan 
by tlio iiainc of Kmmons Stock well, tn orphan, whono 
purentH died whou he was very yonng. Upon the failure 
of the expedition of which he was ft member they became 
diji>f]|^ntBttd and separated into small partiea, returning 
flit thoir own nocount. It was in liho winter aoaeon and 
their BufTcringi* proved so severe that many died by the 
way. It wafl the fortune oT young Stockwell and liia 
party however, to strike tho Connoctlcut River near it.s 
head waters, and ihcy followed this stream down until 
they reached Rottlementj^. As tlioy miule their journey 
through it, this pait of tho country attracted the atten- 
tion of Mr. Stockwell, and he, for a considerable timo 
after returning to his native town, tried to get together 
a party to eonimei\co a settlement upon tho banlrB of this 
huautiful river: fie was finally successfnt, and in the 
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spring of 1704 a party left Lancaster, Mass., to accoiuplish 
this object: it being composed of the following: — Davi d 
Pago, whose father was an Englishman and the firbi 
settler of UiDen burg, Mass., David Pa<^n, Jr., aged 18 
yetirs, Smmoos SUKikweU, now twenty three ywn old, 
Timothy Nash, and « Mr. Rioe. Some of tbene mon 
WQfO from the tovrn then known m Poterahem, Hms. 
They took with them 20 head of cettle and &omo borios, 
which were ootnpolled to ittb^Ut principally on bronae 
and the foHnge of trees. 

"W hen they sLarted from Mas^achiisolth their intention 
was to settle at Ooos on wiiat has oinco been known aa 
tbo Gieat Oz Bow in Newboryi but arriviog At thia plnoe 
tliey loand it already ooanpied and quite a aetUeuient; 
among the iohabitanta here vreie Kiebael Johnson and 
James Peltie, who settled in that plaee in 1761; the aame 
year Capt John Haaen went to Newbury, from Haver- 
hill, Mass., for the purpose of looking the locality over; 
and the next year 1702, (two years before the UuiUlhall 
settlcrB arrived) ho, with men and materials, returned to 
that place (Newbury) and built mills. 

After finding settlers at thia place they continaed their 
Journey northward, and April 10, It 64, croasitd the stream 
aineo known as the braels RItot in Lancaster, N. H. 
They pitched thdr oamps on both sides of the Oonnecti- 

cut, on laud now called the Stockwtjll riacc on the New 
Ilampshiro sid0| an<i on land now owned by Mr. Uonj. 
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Bonton ami Mn. Small, widow of the Ute Richard Small, 

on the Vermont side. 

They continaed to occupy these lands for Bome time, 
cettittg and clearing off, and planting com. The fint 
Tcar they planted aerateen acres, whieh waa the first 
prodnct of Indian com in this region: Mr. Stockwett 
described it as being fell of milk, atid standing twdve feet 
hi|»fi, the ears being as high as his ihonMen. Angast 27, 
tliia, their first 1)«autiful crop, was frozen through and 
complctoly ppoiled. 

Their stock of cattle almoat doabled daring the first 
aeason, and the first winter they lost all of them owing to 
the destruction of thcfr fodder. The next spring thej 
procared others Atim their native towns. 

Tlinir first housea were temporary cainps or cabins, hut 
tlin noxt yciir they built more substantial btructuros. 

Mr. StockwoU finally located on the Lancaster side of 
Che river, while Timothy Nash, who was more of a hunt- 
er and trapper, located on the land now owntil bj Mr. 
R. d. Freeman. George Wheeler commenced his labors 
on land near Fisks Pond, on the south side of 
which he pitched his tent. Mr. Rice also commenced 
upon the same meadow near Llie river. Mr. David Papro 
never, an (nr as wo cnn Icnrn, made a permanent 
restdcTicr at either of these places, but he did much 
toward the socucss and adFanccment of the new 
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settlement, passing buck and forth rie(|ucntly, and in tlio 
courso of iho sumiuer brought his dttugUter Uuth, then wo 
UcHove leTentoon yean of ngo. Not long^ tihor, sho 
bcciiine tlio wlfo of Mr. Kinmoiia Stock well. 

Mr. Milton Cutler in his sketch in Tlie "Voraiout 
Gazetteer" anys in regard t<> Mr. Stock wnll: "lie was 
said to be a man oi' iron constitution, weighing about 240 
pounds, and insensible to foar; Mrs. Stockwell was in all 
rcspooto qualiflod Ut ho a oompanion and lielpinoet saita- 
bio for him. In proof the following fact it arldnood ; 
Indians were quite naineroas in these puns and tlioy 
iruquontljr called in small parties at tlio lioiises of the 
sottloni to stay all night, and frequently toh>iv<Mi "drnik*' 
us tliey terniod it. Their phice of cnissiiiii; tlic; rivor was 
at tills settlement, and the L'rtnoes of the- uliiio lueti their 
means when traveling by land and then ccill thi; *'war« 
whoop'' not in hostility however. Many (inicd has Mrs. 
Stockvell on dark and rainy nights on hearing the Indian 
whoop, gono alone, with her firebrand for a light, taken 
the eanoo ovor and brought the sayages to her house. 
Thoir house was a general roMirt for the Indiana, with 
whom Mr. Stoekwell traded, purchasing their furs and 
giving various article-s in return ; but his nnthority or 
that ot Mw. Stoekwell they never disputed — the tapping 
of hi. foot n pen the floor being sufficient to quiet them 
when roost rude or riotous. 
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They raifled a family of fifteen ehildren, their third 
child beini^ their Oret eon, David Stookwell, who was the 
finL child horn in Qnildhall, and when the youngest of 
the fifteen hai) reached Iwonty one 3 nnr^, not a death had 

occurred in the fnmtly. Mra. StockwoU lived till lior 
80th yciir, nud wUp.n hIic died liof fainii).' could count 130 
of hur dcacundatita Uion living." 

The wxt addition to this settlement that we learn of 
was In the year 1776. Knoch Hall, Michael Amy, and 
Jnmcii Rofwbrook had adtancod as (hr north as (Vilebrook, 

N. II., but wlicn tlic Uovolutionary war broke out, tbey 
wore unci'i tain of tho future actions of the IihIuuib and 
Tories, and thoy concluded to return to their iiumca; tlioy 
followed down river until they roRchcd tho MSttlcmcnt 
at Guil IbaU, and Mr. Stookwell and otlier« prevailed on 
them to remain here, ami thev made choice of this town. 

In 1778, Klcnser Rcisebronk and Bamnei Page, and the 
next year, 1770, David Ilopkiiisou, Roubon Howe and 
Simon llowo joiiiod.thc sfltlemcnt. 

It wa^ abofit tliia timo that the propriotora proceeded 
* to look after their intercKta, and to have surveys made of 
the townsliip, by appointin;^ and sending some of their 

numbers to tbia locality; when tbcy entered this toxvn. 
they found thcne Bquatteis ^li > were jealous of their 
righiB, and rather rudo contention ensued.

Tho first aetflors of thi 4 town, being mostly froiii Lan- 
caster and Liuteaburg in Mass., they gave the samo 
names to the two towns lying an they intended upon op- 
poiiite aides of the Ooiraeotieut River. Aocording to their 
plans and as already previously stated Lunenbuig was to 
inolutle nearly all of what was afterwards found to bo the 
southern part of GuilUhall, while Unildball was supposed 
to ineludo what is now the southern portion of the ,town 
of Maidstone; so that in early records we find some 
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Maidstone moD figure u citizeii8 of Guildhall, and men of 
Guildhall as Lunenbnig people. For ft Dumber of yeaiB 
after tho first settlers started in there wove no roAds. aad 
no MttlsoieDl nearer than Newbmj. Aa tin aeareat 
milla were at that plaeet no grain was earried thens to 
bo gronnd, although grain was sometinai purchased 
ground and brought to (heir hmnoa; but most of their 
grinding wa& do no wltli pestles and mortara. It will bo 
interesting to nolo horo Uioao "grrirt miifa;" thoy woro 
manufaoturod from largo hard wood trocH, gut iotd short 
logs, which were sometimes two and throe feet in diftme- 
tor, and then hewed out to suit their deatiea* WJien eom- 
pleted thej piesented a sort ot one horse appearanee in 
eomparisoa with some of the complicated aflUra one may 
see in the Uirgo dtiea in this latter half of the nineteenth 
century: but they answered all purposes at that time, 
and they got along very niody in that way fur a number 
of years. 

If we ©Doroach upon any of our historians they will 
pardon us. Tliompson in his "Gazetteer of Vermont*' 
published in 1824, says in relation to OaildhttU, "The 
first setilerB snilbrsd serere privations and har«lshipe for a 
number of years. They brought their grain and provi* 
sions from NorUifleld In Mass., a distance of more than 
160 milea. During the Revolutionary war they were in 
continual alarm, and frequently annoyed by the Indians 
and Tories wlio kilkil tlit^ii cuttlu, pliiiidcrod thoir housttS 
and carried a number ot the inhabitants into captivity." 
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Thomtwon ie bj no neaoB the only one who olaims 
Chow &ct8, Ibr nuMt aketchei wnA hntorios of this aottlo- 
menttell the same storjr almovfc word for wcrdi if die read- 
er will take ihe trouble to look this up, they will find we 
are quite (MMrreot in our aaiertloDS. Theee '*]atter day" 
historians vndoabledly take Thompson for authority, bnt 
"Thompson's Guzetteer" is far from being right, not only 
in this but in otlicr cases ua well; if you will read Rev. 
Grant Powers' "History of the Cods Oountiy** yoo will 
sec tliat ho criticises him very sovorcly. 

We do not claim the early settlers hnd a "sofl time" or 
wars not annoyed, but they were only severely annoyed 
in tine or two individnal instances. They were of course 
now-eomors, and had to put np with the hardships of (he 
times and no more. Why did (hey bring their grain and 
provisiAnB from NorUilield« Mass., when, as we have 
shown to be the <nse, there wss a oomparatively old settle- 
ment at Nowbnry and Haverhill, where they had mills 
erected otel! The Proprietors coarse annoyed them to 
quite an extent, and aho the tnriee, but the Indians were 
nsnally friendly and committed no acts of hostility, and 
were only troablesiime in making pri^y free use of sot^ 
tiers' ImiisPR, Thoy inok rutlicr more lihoi ty in calling nt 
houses where the ni< ti woic nhflcnt, but authority of tho 
lady of tho honso was almost always acknowledged. 
ILowcYcr on (vno occnnion they beennic eo troublosoiiio 
while caUing on Mis. Eloaser Rotiobrook that mIio 
drove thorn from the house, bnt one squaw 
who at tlH-^ tim*^, was quite intoxicated appeared 
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oaAble to onore. Mm. Boiebrook congbt her bj liie hair 
of the head and diew her from the hoiue. Thie was too 
roii(^ handling for the oqaair, and reeoTinring hetMlf 
thraw her hateliet juat ea Mn. Boaebrook wee elooing the 
door, eoifeii^s off the wooden thmnb piece of Um ktcb: 
the next rooming after reoovering from her "dmnk," 
recollectiDg' her actions of the night beforo, sho returned 
to tho liouse uf Mrs. Rouebrouk and confessed her fault, 
ankud her pardon, and promised to behave bettor in tlie 
future. 

We find that a vorj peculiar circumstAnco took place 
daring the early settlement, and we insert the **CompIaint 
of Enoch Bartlctt," made in 1780, which wo take from 
the *«N. H. Town Papen/' and whieh expUina itaelf.

In theao revolutionary timos, white the inhabitants of 
these BcttlcraeutB wore to some extent annoyed by the 
lodianH und torics, mid uot knowing wliat inip^ht happen. 
Col. Ward Bailey and others ercctp 1 a Block House^ 
which in cascH of necessity was used as a defensive resort. 
This building was composed of white pine logs of large 
aiso, hewed square, and stood near where Mr. Gobb for- 
merly rw^ided and on limd now owned by Mrs. S. A. Hall: 
It was, for those iitnes, a fety strong £>rtifieatioii, and 
waa a grent protoctlon to the eottlemeni It waa after- 
ward used as die first jail of the county. 

\Vc takn fV in the New Tlauipshiro Town Papers a 
petition lor aoldiers; it shows how the men of this com- 
munity stood iti those drxyR. They meant to protect their 
families and property. Their jMitition Iwars date of July

We find that at a meeting held in 1807, it w«a ''voted 
that people actually going to attend leligioiie moetinge on 

tlie sabbath day, lectures and funerals on week days, 
Olergymen and likewise, school mafitera and scholars ac- 
tually going from lioinc to school or from school home and 
pertjoas uctu.dly goiuLf tn attend singing schools or singing 
meetings, are uli'^wud to pass the Bridge Toll freo.'' 

The first ToU House was bnilt in 1806, where it now 
standa and the som of $245. was paid for ita eonstruotiob. 

The flnt Bridge waabnilt in 1806, by Maj. William 
Hews ; ICr. Wm. Amj ifaaaueter workman, "voted that 
the proprietors return toHaj. Wm. Hews as undertaker, 
and Wm. Amy Esq. as master workman of said Bridge, 
their unfeigned thanks for their punctuality and nice work- 
mnnHhip in the above undertaking." This bridge Btood 
for 20 yoara, when it was taken down and the suuoud 
Bridgo erectod in 1826, which stood until 
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Tlicao wcro trestle bridgos, and wore not oovorod. TIio 
dd. bridge, bailt in 1M2 by a Mr. Paddleford, was » 
covered bridge with one pier and one troitle; U waa r 
good bridge and would have nndoabledij beott very uae- 
ful Tor a oamber of jean, bat in Deoember 1854, a terrible 
wind storm vtaited this place, ooinplefcely oarrfiiig awaj 
tbo bri'lgv; we shall give tnoro flilijr the particuhrs of this 
storm in a following chapter. In 1865 the 4th., and 
present bridge was bailt, ander the direction of Mr. Cbaa. 
Richnrdson, and is a very ^ood structuro. In 1879 and 
18.*^0 an cxpoiiso of $12i)0. was incurred in robuildiag 
tho abiitin^ntR, and in 1833 general rcpaira were made to 
tho cxtctit oT $lnOO.

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THE OUILDIIALL AQUEDUCT COMPANY. 

OrigioaUy the people of tbe Tillage tied to oontent 
themBolvee with welh fiem whioh to obtiln their w»tor* 
but fteqnenllj lome drew it ficom ditiineiit pteeee in bairels. 
This was « vety ineonTonioDt way, and the larger tho 

yillago grow, the more the neoeaaity pressed itadf upon 
the people to hare aome different method of obtaining 
thdr water. It was about the year 1841, that Allen 

Gould mid John S. Nelsou laid tho first aqueduct; thoir 
plans were to lay logs from the spring near tho Maidstone 
lino to tlio villain, but when it was Completed thoy found 
it would not work; owing to tho fact that tho spring itself 
was at about the aame nltitude as tho village. They did 
not give np, however, nlthoagh they had been to a heavy 
expenia, and tbe aame year laid loga firom a spring upon 
the hill oppoaite the vilUgo, In K. H. Vpoii lis oom- 
pletion they found it worked to grant aatiefikotion. This 
encoenfol aqnednci wnM laid aeroM the bridga^ and when 
the odd weather came, it froM up, and it was fimnd 
neoessary to devise some plan to snrmonnt this ohstaote, 
and the next spring they laid a pips aoroai the river lot- 
ting it roflt upon the t>ottotn of the stream. About 1850, 
Mr. Goo. Hubbard and Mr. Wm. Heywood got poBscs-siori 
of tho property and mfinagod it up to 1 >^r)7, at whifh time 
Mr. Nathaniel Shaw hncainn owner and run it up to Sop. 
1812, when Mr. Frank Hall and Mr. £. Q. Eichardsoa 
bought it and relaid the k>g8.

From ftn cnrly period of the sottlomcnt considerable 
aitontion was given to thf iiutmotioD of the children, IJia 
fujhook snpportsii » few monCbs in eaoh year bjaabocrip- 
tion or texntioti,; ibe first Mhool of which we oan learn, 
was in the year 1788, or 1789, kept in the Block House, 
(ofvhicb wehave alieady spoken,) by t Mr, Bnidlcy, 
who was afterwards known as '*o1d Haater Bradley.*' 

When tho town becamo bo far settled as to render it 
cxpo<liont, it wnB <Uviflf <1 into two diBtrict,s, and prhool;^ 
supported in each of these districts by taxation; ono 
district oompriBcd the village and northern portion of tho 
aottlemont, and the other Uiatriot tho aontheni portion. 

Abont the year 1790, a third district wa^ fbrmod of 
the west, or hill settlement, and the town made arrange- 
ments for leasing 150 acres of the sebool lands, vaiood at 
$2. per acre; rented per eent to be paid annually, and 
this arrangement continneM to the present day. 

Tho town ifl Tinw divided into 5 difltricta. and onn union 
district, taking in tho portion (tf tho town known ns the 
North Road, and tho veatcrlj portion of tho town of 
Maidstone. 
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No. 1. Is in tho south onstcrly oomor of the town, and 
extends from the Laooiiburg lino to, iitid tiidutUiig the 
nine Resebrook farm. 

No. it. Known u tho "middle diBtrict,*' (oko« in all 
that portion ol'the town on the river, extending to, and 
ineluding the |i1«ce owned by Geo. Witlard,

Oonnty Gramniar School. 

November tfth. 1805, the Essex County Grammar 
School was incorporated aod located in Guildhall. Tho 
fimi Academy Building WM wected at (be aooth part of 
tho town in 1806, on the veiy apot whete now Hands the 
honee in whioh the writer was born. Mr. John Caahnan 
waa tbo firat |weoeptor and a Mr Laland the aaoend. 

Tho people of tho town of Gonconl , boeame greatly 

oppoiiod to helping support an Academy so far awny 
from their towti, and at the October session of tho State 
L'^giHl;itnrc in the year 1823, they were succegsful in 
procmiiig a division of tho County school lands, by 
which that tjiiwn, (Concord) vjxs to have tho bonofit of 
rents accruing frnm ao much of said landa an were sihi- 
atcJ in their town, and those were the only landa 
IVimi which any fnnda had at that time been 
derived. 

Daring bow mnny years of tho intertening time. 

tUo AcJidf^niy bad been in actual (ipcntion wo are 
unable to ascertain, but between tho years 1^20 and 
1830, it waa at least a portion of the time aoatained 
under the inHtrnctioii of Bcv. John Fitdi and others. 
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While a term of achool was in oporttion, the fini 
Aoftdemy BoUding was destroyed bj Sre, and dio school 

waa temporarily removed to tho vlllago. Tho next yoar a 
second building wiis erected upo»» tho same location as tho 
first, but this too, Was bunied, utter whit ii bcUooI.h appear 
to Imvo been diiicontinuod until 1839, wheu ihoy were ro- 
vivod and baTe boon kept in operation moat of tho tinio 
sinoo. After tho Academy BuUdiogtt bad boon twice do- 
atroyed by firo, tlie location was pormanently ohangod to 
the viHago, The number ot terms in oaob year. vary from 
one to twOp and tba number of pupils at different tinos 
from 2D to 100. 

Of hkis yean, sinoe tho Grand Tmnlc Batlway has by 
its passing through the Oounty, made the land ia tho vi- 
dnltjof its route become of value, some County landa 
lying in Brighton and towns adjoining have yielded n 
small income ; but not enough to render it unuocessary to 
depend chiefly upon tuitiou thr supporting tho Bcliut*la.

The Ant remirkftbleevent in thii oonnootioD, wUchwe 
give was the&noaa BLAOK FRIDAY of 1T|10. 

The winter of 1779 mod IT80 wu • remarfceble acMon, 
sororal displays being freqnent, large spots appearing 
upon tlio lace of the Sun, the weather taking an unusual 
severity, and snow six foot deep remaining on the ground 
from the first of November to the middlo of the following 
April. A backward Bpring followed, and it was said that 
previous to the dark day there was a smell of eulphur in 
the air. May 19th., or Black Friday, WM marked by a 
isrriblu darknosst a broad belt of gloom extending Aom 
the iiortliern hatf of l^ennsjlvanist all over New England, 
and far into Canada. 

The morning of the day was orereast with otoilds 'and 
rainy. Before nine, the rain in • great measure ceased, 
the elouds appeared more agitated, and the air t^eg^n tn 
dartten. Ptvr several honm in the middle of the day the 
obscurity was so groat that those who had good eye-sight 
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Qould aoaroely see to read oommoo print. Tho birds and 
fowb in maay plaoes retired to thoir roocta, M though it 
had been actually night, and people weio obliged to light 
candles to dine. 

Rot. Bamuel Slovene, M. D., L. L. D., a well known 
Astronomer of the time, and a collator of the first annual 
almanac pnblislied in America, said : "It is niy opinion 
that that durkricBs was not caused by any eclipse, transit, 
or blazing star, but by an admirable condonsity of largo 
quantities of oxalted partieiea that oonsisted uf different 
qualitiea." 

Tho next ramarkablo ovoitt wag tho groat anow stonn 
of llf04 ; on Ootobor Sth., of that year, it being ojrtromoly 
oi>id» it snowed without intermiBsidn,' until over iwonty - 
inches had fallen. ' 

In the month of March 1807, there was another great 
snow storm. This storm was accompanied by a very 
high wind. On the first day of May of this year the 
anew in the woods was fully 4| ieefc doepi and extremely 
cold weather. 

1816 there was a largo amount of enow, and May 
83d., of that year 9 inchoa foil; this hite storm was lolluW' 
od by cold nights and wsrm .and pleasant days, which 
made a great run of maple sap; so great indsed was it that 

it is claimed to have been the greatest on record. 

The next year (l'^16,) ia notod as tho "COLl>KST - 
Y£AB-" Quo writer says in relation to it^ '•this 
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WMbofbrothediiwof ChafiiioiiMCen intUsngioaMid i( 
wts not aaeartaiiied liow oold It ntlOj wu, jal all wbo

froze so hard that vegetation was almost ruined; this freeM 
was followed by a drouth, and it was with the greatest 
efibrta that even a small lat*- harvest was secured, 

Tho year 1819, has been stylod the *'DARK YEAR," 
Ibr the mamy dark days daring the year. Among them 
we think that November 9th., was the darliest; althoagh 
prolwiily ootatdarlLMMay 19tii., 1780. During the 
•fterooon Bten wen Men tluwQgh tlie bveaka in the eloada. 

Oetober 18th., of tliltymr (1819,) timo was a imj 
fino display of ilio anrora lioreaiia* 

Tiie '« WARM TBAB/' waa 18S8; Ibr tint jear 
VMny rivora, BCmna and pondU dried np, and were 
not dosed by lee during die eoioiDg winter. Tliroagh 
the summer months there were some as warm days as were 
over horo oxporiencod. 

January 28th., 1837, there was another romf^rkable dis- 
play of the aurora; tho 8ic:ht is said to hfivo bcon wondor- 
fttl, and the finest ever witnessed in this section of the 
oonntry. 

THE TF^IUUBLE GALR OF 1854. 
On a night iu tho month of Docombor, 1864, which 

from all appearauoes, would h&vc turned out a pleasant one 

therewasthe moat terrifie wind storm which ever viaited 

Ihia plaoe ; it was beyond a proper desoriptioD firom ear pen. 
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Ai peftpto who passed throQgh that night related to the 
writer the seenea at the f imo» it made them shnditer i one 
man aaid, *'it waa terrible, and we thought iho end of the 
wcirid had anrely come." From the deaeription given us, 

we give the following brief account : — It was bstwoon 
10 aud 12 o'clock in the evi'iiing when tlio wiinl bej^aii to 
whi^stle (jiiito loudly, and soon this loriihle btorni, which 
camo from the Valley of the Upper Anionoosuc Uivcr, 
struck our viihigo; it carried nliiiost every tiling before it; 
trees, feucca, chinincyH, out-buildingn, etc. wcro as jack 
fitaws in the hands of a giant! The uoha yym like the 
sounds which would be hoard from ten thonaand cinnon, 
each firing a hundred rounda in ten aoconds) To say it 
was aufftdt would he mildly stating it. The loll brid^, 
which waa over 800 feet long, and sometliing like the 
present one, wb» taken from its settings and hurled into 
the rapids many rods betow. A shod 40 feet lung and 
18 feet wido, which stood noar where the Congregational 
parsonage is now located, and back of the old B^aex Hunk 
Building, was taken bodily and carried in a LH>uLlier]y di- 
rection over all the houses and landed upon the aiuuiiow 
just soutii of Mr. Geo. Hubbard's dwelling. Thus tho 
wind held sway, until it had satisfied itself, and it cleared 
oir calm 80 suddenly tliat the reality of passing through 
that night seemed like a dream. 

In June 1856 thore was a great hail storm which did 
much damage. They were frequent thut year. 

Tho winter of 1801 and 1862 was note^l for Uie groat 
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nmoniit of snow which foil ; tho rrnco.s were ont.irrly 
COYorcd, 80 that their sttaatioa in many cases couUl not 
be seen. Id the middle of March the snow was frooi 5 to 
7 feet deep; April it was 4 foci, and the track on the 
roads was nearlj as liigh as the fonoes. Oor oldest iii- 
hnlntants do not remember so rnaoh snow ia one winter. 
TUB YBLLOW DAT. 
The famous Black Friday of 17B0 will no longer stand 
alone in the history of New England, for September 6th., 
1881 was a phenomenal day which the jonthlbl people 
\r[\\ be likely to remember when they shall have bccotiio 
the ol<lc8t inhabitants, and one of which the old people 
not? Hvinp; in this ficctioa, in refreshing ihoir rfoollcctions, 
aro not. able to parallel in the reflpi'ct, iiaiiiolyf the extra- 
ordinary aspect of the earth and sky. 

Its glfMini <lid not ptriko snch terror into the henrte of 
the people as did thatof May 19th., 1780 ; but it found 
its way into timorous eoaU to a considerable extonti and 
Utoro were probably moro people fillod with wonder and 
dread than would lie willing to confess to the faot. 

The day was an uneonifiirbible one, aUhongh the mer- 
cury did not dimb to an extraordinary height,-the opprosi- 
ivcnesB arising from the extreme humidity of the atmos- 
phere combinofl with an ordinary suuimer tempemtnre. At 
an eavly hour in the morning a very peculiar appearance 
was perceived in the air. No fo^ or haze was perceptible, 
except when looking off toward the iiorizon from an eleva- 
ted position, itut the Sun was thormufhly obscured, and 
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the atnuMptMra wu ,p«rvaded with a jrallowish light, 
« whioh lent a alnnge appoafftnm to every ohjeet The 
otoude bed a treioharoiii look, end In the perfeot ■tillneai* 
of the AtnoephoM — loperflMttbat the leavee upon the 
telleel tieee did noi qiii?ii^-it wm diflieolt to reeiat the 
impittMioik Ifaet aooke frightfiil otttbraak of netore'a foroes 
was about to eDano. Somo timorons peoples' minds were 
directed by it to tho Scriptural prophecy conoemiug tho 
bruB^y appcurancti ot' tho Bky, whioh ie to be 006 of tho 
fciituroa of tho iuat day. In ovory placo whore thoro was 
graas or foliage, the greou hue of the leiweB was chaugod 
from its natural shade to something much moro vivid. 
Thoro was a weird luster to the surface of the streets and 
buildings. The interiors of the buildhigB grew dark as 
the day advaoood, and the ooter air, as viewed thioagh 
any opening, ■ o e mod to be pervaded with the lelleoted 
liglitftoniaomeTnateonflagmtion. Itbeoame neeessaiy 
to tight kunpa, and they omitted white iUme 'atrangly re- 
somUIogthe eieotrio light. Nothing onuraal wae observed 
■t the telegraph oAees, i q regard to the preeeoee of elactri- 
city in the air ; although aonie strongly affirmed thsj could 
feel it irx tho tips of their fingers. People wore surprisod 
and puzzled. Mauy uekod if t\m end of the world were 
not at hand. Somo, possibly, feared it might bo. 

The phenomenon became more marked in tho uilernoon 
tliau it was in the forenoon. As late as ono o'clock, it 
wsa possiblo fur a porson sitting in a window to see to 
lend or write withoat the aid of arttfioiiU light. But after 
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that liour tlio gloom doopencd rapidly, thn nVy grow Rlill 
inoro Itazy in appoaraiicc, and tho gloom was that of l.-U-o 
twiJight. Tho climax was reached at about three o'clock, 
and after that, light began gradually to return; although 
perfect daylight was not reatored. Before eight o'clock 
tho moon had oome out, the doiidB had disappeared, and 
the atmosphere rwumed its normal oonditlon. 

In regard to tlM> caoBO of the phonoiiieDOn» tmIoiib Ofnit^ 
ions were ftdranoed. A majority wera of the opinion 
that it WM the smoke from forest fires. Some people 
ha?e been hea^rd to advance t!io opinion that tho earth 
had bocume entangled in tho Comet's tall hat thie 
opiniun is only ebit of facet iousnaes. 

Prof. C; p. Bmerson, Professor of Natural Philosophy 
and ABtr6nomy at Dartmouth College, said: "It mnst bo 
something in tho atniopphoro which absorbs the shorter and 
lonj^r wavo leitpths, leaving; only tliDHO which pivo tho 
color of yellow ftuii green.'" He thought it might have 
been owing to the pollon from fir or pine trees, together 
with the Hinoko from tho forest fires in Canada. 

At Harvard Observatory, while disclaiming any pro- 
fu^Hioiiiil knowledge of the origin of the phenomenon, the 
ustronomorf are indined to Attribnto it to the Canadian 
files. They think the smoke may haTS been carried up and 
caught by tho upper eurrent of airl and that the darknees 
was intensified by the oxeossive moisture of the lower atmoe- 
phere.

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CALAMITIES. 
We tbiuk tho people of Guilrihall have been fortunate 
in the fact of ao few oahtiaities ; although at times events 
buvo taken place most ahocking, Vr hile otliLra Imvo been 
very sad, accidents which i^ui to have bf^en almost uo- 
oalled for. We shall not attempt to rehearse all the sad 
oventt which have transpired in town, and shall onl/ give 
those of nuMt note. The loaa of property by firei aHonuB, 
and aimilar caiuiea ken been very lights In eomparinon 
with oMwr towiui In thia vidnily; the lose of lift by aooi* 
denta and from oontagloiui diaeaie* liaa al«o been light. 
Ouildhall ia one of the healthy towns in the State; when 
we iwoBider the fact of bo few deaths from oontagion es- 
pooially in the villngo» we mast be inelincd to feel that it 
is a I'avorcd dpot; while ut Qrovetou, J^ncastcr aiul^othor 
placLh iiLar, large parts of, and iu aome in.staiicoa, whole 
families have been ti\kHu away by diphtheria and sirailur 
diseases, our village cdcapea with possibly a few light cases. 

This rule has held good in most cases, but one we must 
give way to a little, and in this instance wo understand 
that Guildhall village had fewer cases than neighboring 
towns. About the year 1824 this part of tlie oonntry 
was visited by a terrible disease in the form of dysentery, 
and the number of deaths was very great; it rsged for 
over two months. At this time Dr. John Dewey, who 
was then located in the village, was tho loniling physician 
in this section. Uq was constantl)' with the sick; for 
weeks at a tiuu: lid not take offhis clothes or lio down ior 
a nights eluup. It is due to hia groat ukill and extraordi- 
nary perseverance, tbat Hie diaease was stopped so soon. 
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At tim«s Qonsideiftble daomge Ima bflttn «z|Mriimeed by 
the wster In ihe ConmBliottfc Bivwi and mmtimes tho 
•.mMllMr Btresiu intown, oveiilQwiiig thdr baokfl* Fall 

fresbctB, though not as oomnKm and the volame of water 
not nearly ho great aro tho most destructive, from th« fact 
that mntiy iarmers have not harvcstod till their crops from 
their lower mea lnwa. 

The first frcshot wp will inc^Dtion is tho fall frcshct of 
1771. Most earl J settlers pitciicd their tents upon the 
meadows, with a view of making their rendeooes there, 
. bat th<^ were driven off by this freshet; some of their 
lields were buried in mnd to tho depth of 2 or 8 feet nnd 
they not only loet more or teat of their aropi ftr that jear 
but their anil Ibr a nmnber of 7«ara» - Some of thair habl- 
tailona were invaded and taken posseiaioo of by the walera. 

. The next greet fteehet waa in the year 1848, and it 
Imppened in n queer time of the year. Jnly 6th., thoro 
commenced a heavy rain storm which swelled the streams 
to a hcigliL seldom, if over, Itefnro that time known. Hap- 
pening as it did, at that Beason of tho year the damage 
wng !„'ie;it to the mills, roads and farmp. 

Wc now come to what probably was the greatest rise of 
water ever Icnown in this section. The Gonncotioai River 
wan BO high th^ the whole valley looked lilto a groat lake: 
Quildhall Vilbge was nearly surrounded by water, while 
oppoaiie in Northnmberlatid ViUige theatreetairere oovered 
m many plaoea to a eoneidMrable depth, and very heavy 
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iniuUMMS they irare goUed out ftom 15 to 80 feet deep. 
If ftnj tiiov^ht diat everytbiiig in the Tidiiitj of the fiftU** 
would mml/ be iwept »waj, isolttdiiiff lha toll bridga, 
MW and griat milla, |»aper millt atcaw ahed, and ooTeral 
dwdlings ; hat luckily, aa aoon as th« walen haJ passed 
the mark of Ite pferioaa higheat altitude, the gnat river 

' seemed to feel satisfied, and slowly the waters receded 
until the danger waa over. ThU was the great frOHhut uf 

^ the spring of 1876. 

*^ We next gi?e a very oxtraordinary ocourronoo, in the 
form of the "NORTHERN ARMY." 

This town, with others in the Connecticat Valloy^ had 
a queer visitation in the eumroer of 1770. It was an 
acmy of worma whieb extended firom towaa in thia inn 
inediate loonlitj to Nortiillatd, Haas. We give what 
Bev. Giant Poweii snya of Ihem la hia ^'Hlatory of the 
Coos Oonntey,'* althoagb graadj abbre^Uted. '*They 
began to appear during the latter part of Jnlj and oontinu' 
ed their ravagfls until September ; the inhabitanta deoomi- 
natod them the Northern Army, ae they seemed to ad- 
vance from the north. They were altogether innntnerablo 
for multitude. They weie seen BO thick thut wliolo UclJa 
would be covered, and a man oould nut put down his 
finger in a eiagla Bpot without placing it upon a worm. 
They were unlike aajthiag that the present generation 
has ever seen: there was a stripe upon the back liko black 
velvet, on either side a yellow Btrtpe lirom end to end, and 
tlie rest of the body was brown. They were sometimaa 
seen not Uiger than a pin, but in th^r maturity, they ware 
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as long ma mmi'.^ fmgor and proportionnbly largo in cir* 
oninloroiioe. They appoared lo bo in great haato oxcopt . 
whcin ihej halted to devour thoir food ; they filled the 
hoasoa of the inhabitants and entered their kneeding 
(rongbs as did the frogs in Egypt; th^ would go up the 
side of a house and over it in such a oompaet column 
that nothing of boards or shingles oonid bo sssn; thejr did 
not hoM of the pumpkin vine, pnas, potatoes or llaz, 
but wheat and corn disappeared before them as by magic: 
thoy would climb up tho Btallcsof whoat, out off tho sUlk 
juat bolow the head and almost as soon aw the head had 
fallen to tlie ground it wn 3 df^vntired To prevent this 
the men would draw the rope' aa they termed It, that is, 
two men would take a rope one at eaoh end and pulling 
from each other until it war nearly <(traiglitoncd, (hey 
would thon paen through their wheat fields and brush oflT 
tho worms, and by perpetual action they retarded destruc- 
tion, but it was dpomod finally. The inhabitants also dng 
trenchon around thoir fields a foot and | deep, hut this 
also failed, as they were soon Atlod and the roillious that 
woro in the rmir went over on the backs of their fellows in 
tho triMiHt and took possession of tho intordictcd food. 
About (lie I st., of September tho worms suddenly dinnp- 
pcarcd and whore thoy terminated their earthly career is 
unknown, for not the carcass nt" u worm wan mcu in 
jint 11 yoar.^. Afterward in 1781, tho same kind of a 
worm appeared again and the fears of the people i»cre 
much cxeiled, but they were oompnrativoly few in num- 
ber. They hare never boon seen sinoe." 
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This wM a terrible blow to ib« new settiement el Hub 
place, it it deetroyed kbe prinelpal gmios of thet year, 
end bed h not been Ibr the two loaroea open to tbom, they 
moat heTe desarted the town : one wee the extreordineiy 

orop of pumpkins ; the com baing ant off, the pumpkina 
remiUnad nntondied by the wonua, and thoy grow aaton- 
iMhiDgly. Tho other source of support opened to them was 
by Lho iinmonee nuinbcr of {/t^coiis whicli ctMua through 
this aeotioQ immediately upon tho disappoaranco of tho 
wortiis. Nothini; could equal their uunibur unluiig it was 
tho worms which har] precocded them. Ooe writur says 
that ^'tlicy were so thick that 8 men in 10 daya captured 
^00 dosea." 

Mr. Frod Smith proved the fact of their boia^ so very 
plenty when he wound up one of his pleasing storiea by 
aaying in aabatance. 'Thtj got the old gun which took 
a pound of powder and an equally large quantity of shot 
to load it, and went out into the field before daylight, 
hiding babind a Urge pine atnmp, propping the gun into 
portion iqwa iia top. At daybreak the pigeons began 
to come from all dlrectiona and congregate in tlio field; at 
the proper time a hat was throwu among thctn, which 
made them riao iu tho ftir and the gun wns did iuirgod I 
The reports was tremendouBl It took 15 mioutcB for thu 
smoke to clear away, and when the morning sun began to 
ahinc through tho breaics in the clouds of smoke they were 
0r«a^3^ surprised, astonished and dumbfounded to find 
that they had not killed a pigeoni I They had dohiyed 
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a little too long before flring the gaOi the plgoom had ' 
rieen a little too higli: bnt tbej pieked up 18 bwlioi bu> 
keta full of lege end toes." The reeder niiist tbemaelvee 
judge how inn^ of thie etorjr to belieTe ; thu ftet (lees re- 
mein, bowofer, that pigeons were very thiek at that time. 
STBAMBB ••MARION" DI8A8TBR. 
Wo now pass to that terrible disaster, which cast sack a 
gloom over this community, and took from our midat two 
of oarBmartost men: wo refor to the accident of May 28th., 
1878. For the better and cheaper trnnsportation of ma- 
terial Qsed in manufacturing the various artiolea pro- 
dnced bj the mills at the village, a oompany was formed 
and a small Bteaml>oat built, which together with a bargo 
80 foot long and 19 feet wide, was naed to aeeempliab the 
aferoMid object. Thej operated for one or two . leaeona 
below the folic { going down the river ecvml miles, leading 
Ifte barge and returning; this did not prowe to be a very 
eatiefeotory nndertaking, asthej went down stream nn- 
loadod and rotumcd loaded, and as the onrreai In the river 
io very strong just below the falls It took a long time to 
return. To overcome this obftacio they proposed to take 
tlio flfcnmcr and barge above tho falls. We give what 
the Eflflcx County Herald of May 8lst., 1873, 
eomcwhat changed, yet wo think it explains tho situation 
bettor than we aro able to. An accident, resulting in the 
death of Joseph Chn;<e, of thefirm of Robert Chase & Co.| 
and Benjamin F. Poole, son of Jonathan Poole, Jr., 
oecimed here aSont six o'clock, F. M., May S8th. 
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Mr. Chftiei tat the purpoao of moving hia hatgj^ fttwTe 
the dam, hed erected a oejisfcan on the N. K., Hide of the 
riveri oeer the end of the toll bHdgo, luid ntteehod the 
berge to iibye line. Tha oarront of the river is jetj 
rapid at this plaoe, the water lieing su^ientlj hi^ch to 
oover the dam, mailing no break where tt flows over. 
Upon this barge wore Mr. Joseph Ohaso, Mr. Bonj. F. 
Poole, Mr. K. 11. Stuart, Mr. Uollia lirowri and Mr. Wra. 
Voolo, and fastonud to tho tiurgo by a short lino woa a 
small HViff. Aa tlio bargo wns cast off from tho .nhoro, it 
was quickly CBrricd lo tho niiddle oi' the river \>y the force 
of tho current, and was slowly drawn up tho stream by 
winding up tho ropo around tho oapstin. As tho forward 
end reached tho dam the water broke over it; tho mon at 
tho time being on the rear end. Tlie foroo of tho cwrront 
immediately earriod it under, bnt not until Mr. Chase, 
forofleeing the aoddent, had time to cut the skiff loose. 

Wlien the barge went down tho ooenpanis won at onoe 
swept out, and all were struggling in tlio rapids. Mr. Ohaae 
unfbrtooatdy boosme entangled in a piooe of lino which 
was attached to the bargo. The men in ohurgo of tho cap- 
Btan, seeing the accident, lot go tho lino which held tlio 
barge, ami ullowocl it to float down the srroani. Ab soon 
us the strain on tho line on tho capstan was loosened tho 
barge floated, but it was filled with water. Mr, Chase 
was thon seen for the last time alive strngi^Iing in the water 
below tho barge, and an it floated down titrca:u it wont 
.over him and held by the lino in wiiioh ho was thus on- 
tanghid ho met his death. 
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In ih« moftDtlmo the othtn hid made for the AHt which 
io MHBO w»7 WM ospeiied md filled with walor* All 
aneceeded in reeehtng it with the eioeption of Bollin 
Drovn, he finding hiniaelfninkiog threw up hie amt. 
Stnert eooiDg the eign of dietraii, left the ahiff to^ which 
he was clinging and Went to hia aeaiatanoe; both went 
under onco, but rose again to the surface, when by great 
effort they reached the bout, to which thny clung as it 
floatod. Franklin Ponlo at the first sinking of the 
bargo went dowDf but coming up, saoceeded in reaching 
the Y>oat, but being seized with a fit of coughing, and 
doubtless strangled by the water, he fell from the boal 
and aanic to riae no mom ; his bodj remained in the rivor 
nntil the tOch.*, of Jnne, when it was found about two 
imiea below where the aooldont had taken plaoe, end the 
people here fidt greatly reliered as they thought the body 
would never be recovered; although eearohlng Ibr him 
was conatantly kept up. If r. Chaae was found under the 
liorge with a line wound aronod one leg below the knee, 
wltieh had been drawn HO tightly as to plainly uiark hia 
through his clothing. Every effort wdji made to ro- 
HUBcitato bin) but in vain; life wan extinct when ho was 
taken from the water, lie was under the water 10 to 16 
minutes, and had in aomo manner received a- bruise, the 
marks of which were plainly visible on bis forehead. Those 
who Bought aafety on tho skiff, with the exception of Poole, 
were reacaed aiW having drifted about 80 or 40 rods don n 
the etroam in the current. 
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' That any M» mrtA from die p«riloii6-pontio& it tii« 
chiiif 43Mua of wonAm, II ia genenlly belw?ocl by tboae 
who witiMMed the ■oeiie» tfaet but fiir the presence of 
aind end metilyellbrte of B. B. -8toert« BoUIn Brown 
mnti elao have been drowned. HmA ore^t is doe him 
for his noble oondnot, end the eonseiomineea of having 
BAved the Hie ofa fuUow mortal, is doubtless a sweet rowurd. 

' Mr. Chase's deatl I was a sad Idsa to our vilhii^o- Mr. 
Poole, though uot 80 genorall)' kiKJwn, nor so prominently 
connected with the businesii interests of the place, was 
equally missed by tho circle of bis frieods and acquaint^ 
anoeii en he was of a kind and obligiqg dispoBition, and 
had nnny warn frienda; Mr. Poole vaa in the 27th.j 
year of his age, and Mr. Chase in liia 41at., year. Botli 
weiv nmnarried*

Tlio ptopHotmii of the early tDwn wore mmIoiw in their 
endeavors to prmnote the eettlemmt of their Iwtds and from 
the record of a meeting heM March 18th., 1779, we find 

the following: "Whereas Mr. Abnor Osgood is building 
a grist mill in anid township, whieh we suppose will bo of 
great advantage to the mttlera, and to enoonn^ him in so 
good an nndertaking-Votod, that we will giro him, in ease 
he offbctsaitid work, one whole dividing right or ahnro of 
ttidi proprietor, mid that he havo liberty to lay out one 
hundred acres of naid right At the place whcro he bnildH 
the grist mill, to be in a sqtiaro piece, hnlf on one side of 
(he striMun and half on the other whcro !ip builds said mill; 
provided, he completes Bni<i mill lunl continues to keep it 
in good repair, and will hold tho tsame by and under the 
proprietors." Tius i ; from tho proprietors rccoids of the 
town <»f Majilstoiic, m they then Huppn od their town lino 
oxUnuled beyond this place; but the mills were bnilt in 
GnildJiall and nithongb Mr. Osgood lust what Maidstone 
priMMiHicd, our town more than made his loss good. 

This, the fint will hnilt in tliis county was erected upon 
tlie Klreani now known a« mill brook, and on the farm now 
on nod by Mr. Geo. fl. Boyee, in tho loeality known as the 
**Nor(h It lad. *' For want of suflieient water power it was 
not a very sucecaifal affair. The work as already stated 
was coninionecd as early as 1776 by Mr. Abner Osgood, 
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m 

tbAt 7«ir lio cotninenoed gottiog oa( aomo lai^e timbon, 
tta wdl M doing soaielliing townril itarting tke work on 
the dam, bat the next year he wiu waAM by Ool. VViird 
Bftiley, end these two uen with a few others completed 
the work. This mill wm in opentlon ttntil the year 1801 
when the mill etoniH were soM and taken to Stark, N. H. 
Thus making those mill stones about as historic any 
in lliiiJ country, for they were used in tiie first milU built 
ill tlio Ibllowing plttooa viz: Nurthorn N. IT., anJ N. K.Vt,, 
Coos Co., Essex Co., and tliy town.s of NorUiumbciliind, 
Guildhall and Sturk. iMr. 11. Wiliard took the writer 
to the spot where this mill was ereeted, and we found 
down in the water the old flumo tioibcm, preaenred in 
good condition to the preeeot day, remaining, aa they 
have, in the wacer nearly 110 yaara. There havo been 
two dmilar milla built on thle spot at diSiffent timee, and 
thia year,(18f6)Mr. Bylveater Uoody ia erecting one. 

It appears from a petition to the Legislature of N. H., 
that Mr. Enoch Bartlett of Haverhill. N. 11., built in 
Northumberland a grist mill and saw mill. These mills 
were probably built at least only one or two years prior to 
1780, Lioing constructed on the stream running into the 
Connecticut a little above Oaildhatl Falla, called Dean 
Brook, and were probably erected near the "place wliere 
the old Tannery Building now standa, nnd where B«ijai> 
min Bich ia to have liia Shinglo and Lath mill. 
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It fs hardly ptobftble tlMt thejr wera bnilt at tho falls on 
th« Connootiout,* as H required theco-opentlonorpiurtlos 

on both sides of the river to accomplish what was then 
the very hard task of building a dam across tho river, and 
it Beems that tho Guildhall people were not in harmony 
with this man's idea of building mills in this region, for aa 
has been already stated in his petition, which appears in a 
provioas chapter, in Sept. 1770, a party from the Ver- 
mont side of the nwWp went oyer to this mill and cut and 
deetroyed tho water wheels, shefts and otiier artidles in 
the mill and took when they returned all the iron work, 
mill stones and i^ear, also what boards were eonvenient to 
carry, and used them In the completion of their own mills. 

Most of our writers in Tarions sketches of diflhrsnt parts 

of this locality, claim that the Guildhall mill was the first 
built in this region: wo wish it were ^o, and in fact such 
may have been the case, but we have shown that mills 
were erected in Northumberland and tho materials there- 
from taken to complete a mill being built in Quildhall. 

Wo do not say that any one fnm Guildhall did those 
acts of itgostloe, in tearing down and destroying property 
in the Granite State bnt will lot others judge for thenselires;

eonatraotion ofttielr own mills, and ss tho Onildhall mill 
was llw only oilier ons built in this region fi>r joAra, it 
looks as if Mr. Bartlett's property was inutrumontil in tho 
advancemont of our to wn. Ou tho othor b'\>\o it was claiin iJ 
that the parties taking tins property awiiy had buught it 
and had a perfeot right to do as thoy did. Whether they 
ever paid for it, \a auothor tiling; uiid from tho ruct that 
tho Now Hampshire auihoritios novor took tho property 
bock by foroo, or in any other way, it rather looks as 
thoagh the Ouildhali * 'thieves and rubbers" wore not tbiit 
kind of pooplO} but did what bas been dono in town a 
gital many limes sinos, i s., bought property which tlioy 
did not pay for. Guildhall paoplo from tliat day to Iho 
prufMul time wars never known l<> steal to any gniat 
extent. 

In tho year 1786 the first mills were erected ;ii the 
falls on tlie Coimeoticut by Col. Ward Bailey ; thia was ii 
great blessing to this portion of the country, for up Ui 
that year tliera bad been no frnmod houses ^titcil, fur 
want of neoeasaiy material. Tlieso milln were of tho old 
stamp, and weve operated until about 1 844, 

In the neighborhood of I800| a Oardiog mill was huilt 
in the ▼fOagSt whioh run Ibr a number of years, and the 
owneia were Twy sueeeasful, as this was one of tlio first 
mills of this kind coastructed in this seotion. 
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There w«b alio «g early as 1800, a Distlllarfi and laler 
a Brick-jard ereoted, and both were looaCed infhepaBtaie 
now owned by Mr. Hubbard Willard; and also aererat 
Potash eatabltahmonta in town ; (his fa those days was 
qnite a pnnmit. There were two in Che village; one stood 
whoro in now Mr. H. E. riubbard's garden, and the othor 
on the meadow back of Mr. Geo. Hubbard's dwelling^. 

A queer incident took pUco in this latter one 
a grcnt many vonri^ n<ro. Ati old Tiig'<Tor died in town, 
find the doctors thought tiiey would diftnect hie body. Aa 
they wished to keep the matter quiet, thought they would 
go to this potash and boil the flesh from his bones: accord- 
ingly late one night they went to this place and started a 
rousing fire under the large kettle, which wsa partly Ailed 
with lye; tlioy put the nigger in and sal around the flre 
telling stories etc., iintiU as it wae getting very lat^ and 
fitorie« had given oat they partially fell asleep. While 
. they were fn this state the body beccnning swoUen and 
tho lyo boiling at a great rate in the kettle, all at onco, 
out ho came! right over on rome of them who were sleep- 
ing! I FTuntically they flew for the dour: out into tho 
cool air, of thnt beautiful night, thoy came to their scnHea 
and loolcine: <^!ich other in the face for a few n-iiniitca, 
ca'ih wonderinji which was tho greatest fool, when 
they muBtcrcd up courage and returned, replaced the 
unfortunate colored man to his place in the kettle, and 
completed tho Job they set out to do. 
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Mr. MUton Gdtler says earlj years, before oottoo 

had become the great article it now is, tow and-linon 

floiiribheJ tu (juitc an exUiiit utid piciniuiiiS) wmjio oftcicil 
by towDH to tho fiirnily (hat produced the groate&t number 
of yurda io any ono year, and dressed flax was an article 
of export." 

About tho year l'^20, titcro was a hdt factory near tho 
bridge, ia the vi]lago, and aftorwardt ooe in thu bouse 
now owned by Mr. 0. £. Benton. A ooinieal incidout 
happened in the first named factory many yoara ajeo. They 
URod to keep a littie ''spirit'* on hand most of the time, 
80 Luke Faraons an old bUckamith in town thought he 
wouUl take advantage of tho oceasiooi aa bo saw a bottkj 
behind the door and all the men wore in another room, to 
take a drink. He took up the bottle taking a good swi<;, 
but to his surprise it proved to be oil of vilrol! The doso 
wuo a auvere one, f'oi it fioarly killed hiui. A l.i ly in 
town at that time coniposud A fow lines about it; we aro 
unublc to give thoin in full, but some wcr,; told tho writer 
by one of the older citizens in town wlii(di wo. gWo, 
"I went into the TTattor's Rhopf 

And therc I took my dram : 
I took the oil of vitro) 

Which liked to ruined me. 
I scut lur a Physician 
Who eame in a great haeto 
Ton, my worthy Sodomite,* 
Take warning tlien by mo ; 
Never take a bitter pill 
For death t'will surely bo.** 
•GuUdlull VUlago was at one time nlek'nametl Sodom. 
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Ool. Henry lfa1l» Ibr a great many yoarn, ran an ex- 
tonsiTe harneee and saddle fiictory in the village. 

In the year 1^30 Gilbert B. Mann built a saw :nill on 

the Bumsitlo Mrook. nearly hulf a mile from tho river, 
wl»icl» did (•onsidcrable buBiiiGRB during high water. Mr. 
Kcjcs cotiJ^tnictcd a fiiniilar mill thrre Inter, nbout, the 
.sainf3 as Mr. Mann's rni]l; tho latter was taken down in 
1885, and remured to Mill Brook by Mr. Moody, to aid 
him in the oonrtnietioa of his miU at tliat plaoe. 

Sereral mills liave been ereeted on other streams at 
▼arious times, but some yean sinoe became extinct . 

Mr. James Hall and others built new mills at Onild- 
httll Fallfl, about tlie year 1845 ; tticj woro a Saw Mill, 
and Gri«t Mill. They have been at trarions times re> 
modofod nnd greatly improved. Mr. Hall ran the milln 
for n immbor of . years. Jnroh Rich purchased from Mr. 
Hall, «n'? MoHA. Moore & Chape, from Mr. Rich, in tho 
pprinp of IStJIv This firm not only operated the mills on 
the Vt. f<ido of tho river, but controlled all the mills at 
thi.s i»lace, on both sides <if tho Connecticut. In 1873 
they dissnlvHi partnership, Mr. Moore taking the Onild- 
bnll mille and Mess. R. Ohase A Co., those in Noithom- 
berland. In tA80, Mr. Mooro sold out to John B. Parker 
and Wm. II. Gray, who now operate these milts. Tlioy 
uianuraetoro from four to six million feet of lumber each 
year beside lar^e quanUtiee of laths, shingles and elap* 
board]!. 

The ▼illagc hay scales, which stood In the square near 
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the "EBmr House, wore in a long-time tbe'sUndard ecalee 
of this BectioDt Imt Uieie woe almost always dissatisCiet- 
ion regarding the figures whioh were g^yen and eUkimed 
to be tiie correct weight of the manj Tarioua things which 

were taken to these scales to be weighed. Seoiiig tlie 
necessity oi having in this lociliLy scales which would de- 
termine accurately the weight of iiny thing in this line, 
the firm of R. Chaee & Co., (who had had a bimilar pair 
near thoir mills in Northuiti)>crhinii, and tticsutoo being uf 
no value to them in the capacity of sculcs,) bought u new 
pair, a New York State make. Thu new acales were 
placed near their store, and soon after, the Qaildliall acalea 
were taken np and removed, for Mr. Oliaao bad put be- 
fore the people of this section scales which proved so clear- 
ly their snperioriiy ovet thine just miintioned tliat the 
new <MieB completely run out the others. The scales which 
were removed were Fairbanks scales, but were very old 
and the owner neglected to keep them in repair. 

liLACKtiMlTHS. 

Among some of the more prominent bLickauuLhs who 
have carried on buainess in town we Htid Mr. Oliver 
Haneock was the first mentioned blacksmith, and founder 
and in consideration of "his extraordinary ingenuity" he 
WSB voted 90 acres of land, '^provided he or any other 
person on the prvmisos, do baaineae 8 years." 

Ifr. John Boss was a bladcsmith in town for over 20 
' years} he had bis shop on land near wheie Frank llalPs 
storehouse is now situated. 
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Luke ParsonB was oM of OuildhalPt blMkmiiUiA, yean 
ago. Hr. Frootor wm a blaokamith and had erected a 
new sliop when Mr. Jonathfui Poolo bought him out, and 
carried on basinetn at that place (rtm 1858, until hie

TRADE. 

At one time (Tiiildhnll wns the chief town of this section 
as regards trade, as well as iu all other ways. There are 
at the present time two general merchandise atoree in 
town. Thej do a good business, yet the larger part of 
trading by the people of our town is done at Lanoaa- 
ter. 

Among the early traders wexe Then. H. Tillotmni and 
afterwards tlie firm of Tillotflon db CarliMle. 
Geo. fir. Holmes kept store in a building which stood 

on land botwcen the two stores now in the village. 

Kdwuid A. Webb traded in n ijuililinp: which stood 
where i\Ir, Geo. IInl)bard'9 dweiling is now iocs^fed. 

Grennlefir Webb for a frond many years had a Rh»ro in 
the old bank building, and afterwards the firm of Qrin- 
nell & Wohh trntb cl in the same place. 

About 1840, Allen Gould took this old store; he soon 
had a partner, and the firm of Gould & Nelson did a 
flourishing bnsiness for a number of years. ' 

John Burt had a store oo the first floor of the Essex 
House about 1842. In 1848 Geo. Hubbard bought out 
thia store) he continued his business in this bniMiug two 
years when he removed to the old eomer store, where he 
remained some seven years. 
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Finrwant of non and better rooms, ho bntU a new 
stoTO buildug, where ho remained some 16 yean. Mr. 
Hubbard aold his itore and bnsinetB at this time to Most. 

Hall & Oopp, who traded in this place for a wliile, but 
finally Mr. Hull bought Mr. Copp's interest, and he con- 
tinues business at this place to the present time. 

The other store now kept in tho village was originally 
built, and run by a Mr. Bli»dgett| and for a long time was 
kuowu AS the "Blodgett etoro." Mr. Darling kept Iture 
for a few years, idso Hon. Wm. II. Hurtohoru, and a Mr. 
Wood; in later yean Mr* Qeo. Hnbbard and his sons, 
ThoB. H. and Horace £. The latter now runs this store. 

HOTBba 

Although BOToral individnala at diffiirent limen and in 
different parts of tho town had kept a sort of public house, 
yet wo believe Mr. Nathan Casn was the first regular 

hotel keeper, for in the year 1800, ho obtained from the ' 
Oouiity Court a tavern license, and wo think ho had 
already kept tavern some year:i. but it eeeniB that otlicrs 
were abo keeping public plaec^3, for at the next term of 
Court in 1801, David Hopkinson, and John Dana also 
reoaived tavern licenses. 

We will not attempt giving a list of people who have 
kept publie houses at various times in town, for at one 
time, all through the country there was a tavern every 
few miles, but sinee the Railroads have been constructod 
throu|^ the valleys of this region, we find the hotels have 
d ropped off, until now we have only one, which is very 
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ptoaMiitly located in tho village. This ie ibo Eaacx 
Ifomw, which is one of the beet hoteli In thb teotion of 
Che State, and is very hoapitablj ran by Mr. (Siarles E. 
Harteliorn who ie liked hy alt who ohance to atop thete. 

To people who go to the conntcj to ipend the auninior 
raontha, we would especially raoommend this hoam; the 
snrroanrtinga cannot be beaten. It \a within a few honrs 
ride of Mount Wasliington, 15 miles to Brunswick Springs 
and 7 miles to MaidBtono T.ake. Although Beemingly 
forcif^n to t)io snhject of this History, wc cannot help flay- 
ing a few words aboat this beautiful lake, which ia located 
so near oar town. The lake is surrounded entirely by 
Ibre^ita of tho most beautiful pine, spruce and hemlock trees. 

It is throe miles long and one milelwide. iCa waters 
an clear, deep and silvery, oontaining a ^species of tront 
called Innge. It is one of the lordy and romantio spots 
of the State. Near the easterly side of the lake, and near 
the boeo of a hill is » oave, which is a most woodernit 
place. One can traverse U» snbtcrrancan passage far 
many hnmlred foot. 

We could tlovote a whole chapter in telling of the ad- 
vantiiges which this Town ftnd Hotel ofTor to those wish- 
ing ft pleasant iind bcantirtjl spot to spetid a few weeks in 
tho Bummcr, but will simplj say that when onco in this* 
the coming roaort of the county, you arc at a place where 
in one hour'.s time you can either ho in the wilds of tho 
Qreen Monntains, or climbing the steep hills of the 
White Mountain State.

It may aeem indeed strange 
to our people to think that there 
Lever was money enough in 
'Guildhall to run a bank, yet 
many of our older people, in 
reficshing their memory can 
'look bftck Rt the old hank on 
tho corner, which so llashingly pprang "p in the early 
part of this century, but faded out almost as quickly as 
it came. Very UtUe ia appaieuay known of this bank at 
the preient time, we may eay eepecially among the young- 
er people or even among those who are the acUve men of 
this generation. A» the most information we are able to 
obtain in regard to thiabankifl contained in a report to 
tiie Vermont State Legidatttie. we here puhliah the 
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"REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE UPON THE 
AFFAIRS OP THE ESSEX CO UNIT BANK. 
To tlio hononJ»le tho Qeneral Asaoiubljr of tho State of 

Vermont now in seasion: 

Your committee, appointed at tho .Inst Bcssion uf this 
General Assembly, 'to investigate the situation and con- 
cerns of the Bank ofEssox (bounty, etc. .'respcctFully report- 
That, in attending to the duties nssi<rned tliem, thoy 
havo availed thcmsolvuB of all the lii.'ht which tho bnol^H 
and papers ul tliu bunk nuw in iliu haiuU uf the receiver, 
and the testimony of tho president and onsliior, wonld 
throw ufion its iranaftOtionB, and they believe they cannot 
better enrry ont tlie views of the GeneriU Aascmbly, than 
by caving n history of the leading nets of the bank, from 
its organiiatioQ to the termination of its basineBs. 

The Essex Bank was chartered at the (October session 
of 1832, with a capital ofl^O.OOO. divided into 1000 Bliures 
of $40. each, subject to the provisions of t!io Bafoty fund 
act of 1831, requiring that hfty per cent of its capital stock 
should be paid in, previous to its wakiat; any dii>cuunt-s. 

The books were opened by the oonmiiiidionera, the stuck 
tiubuurihed in proper iorin, and the first boar l of iliroot^irs 
dnlyebotsd. On the Idth. day of April, 1831], one of 
the bank eommiBaionera cenifled tliat $20,000. Iiad licon 
paid in as eapital stock, agreeably to the re<intrenient8 of 
the ehartw. 

On the 16th day of April, 1833, the bank GommouDcd 
its operations, at which time tho cashier chargcil liimself 
with the capital stock, consisting of a certificate of a de- 
posit of specie in the Grafton Bank $10,000. current bill?* 
I'^.^a?. and S|Mitiio $1,4C3. umuititting in the whole to 
$20,000. 
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Ob the svno (lay |17»ti46. of tho oapitol elookplac«d in 
the bank as aforesaid^, and on the S2d., of the samo April 
$400. more of mid stock was tafcon ont of the bankf by 

some of the stockholdor?, siib»titiiting their private notes 
therefor, icavio"; only tho snm of 11,755. and the notes of 
the Btockholders for f Im sum of 8l^i2i5. to secure the 
ro^UfJiiptioii fif tlic hillH nf the bnnk, which wore thore- 
afterwartls to be put iu circulation. Of the above Bums 
taken from the bank* John Dewey rec<Hved $15,460. and 
ThoniflB CaTliBle rocchrod $1,500. they beiug tho principal 
owners of the stodc. 

Tho fim hilU of tho bank were prepared for emiaHon 
on the 6th day of May 1688, np to whioh time no loana 
or discounts were made to persons other than the stock- 
hoUturiH ill niitnncr nbovo dusoribod. 

In coHso'itiencc of the Ior-^ fhnt part of tho discount 
rojjjistor which contfiined tin' transactions of the bank up 
tf» duly l.So3, your couanittce tiro unable t^ s»<certain on 
what security tlie didcouutu to stockholders were luarle, 
but. from the statements of Greenliof Webb, one of the 
(lin^fttuiv. thoy ttro UmI to tlio uouoUision thai no security 
oUier than a pledge of the stock was roqutred. 

Yoorcotnmitteo would here rernnrk Umtfitom the man- 
ner of keeping tho books of the bank, they have been un- 
able to ascertain tho time uf tho paying of tlie above, or 
any utiior of tlio iintcR of the bank, except they find that 
John Dewey paid ^'2,00i). on his note above named, Aa^. 
1 1833, and they urethcrchy prochidod from ascertaining 
nil the liahiliiii'f* tiiid ro.spf»ti8ibiliLies nf tho officers of the 
brink at atiy f^iven time durinj^ ila exisLouco. 

It is worthy of remark, that for several years after the 
bank went into operation, it labored under coibarrass- 
menCs in tho rsdeniption of its bilk, and was frequently 
obliged U> obtain loatis in Boston and dsewhere, some- 
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times at a high rate <^ interest, and that many of ita 

individual loans were extravagantly large, considering 
the amount of ita capittit. In one inBtiineo thoy find a 
loan was made to John Dewey of $15,7L'0. This was 
Feb. 4, lb34, at a well-rcmoiubered time of scvuto oin- 
liarraflsnieata in the money market, and at a tiuje when 
the bank waa very miK^ embttrnMetL In Mmie iRiitsiiees 
large loans were made wUboal adequate security: two 
loans were made to Morton, Carlialo A Co. of Buffalo, 
Y.. of 18,800. which wero pioteatod Nov. 15, 188U. ami 
April 21), 1837, which an» still unpaid and nro probably 
wholly uiiooHeotablo. There was aldo loaned fur the bun* 
efit of persons residing in Portland, Maine, $5,100. wlueh 
was protested July 2i Ihiil^ aud passed into the Imnds of 
the reooiver, who cumproniisod with the endoniurs on the 
payment of twelve and ouo half per cent. 

Tiiu divideuti book of the bank exhibit the dividund.^ of 
the bank as follows: 



The last of the above dividends waa made on the stock 
as it was owned August 10, 1839, of which John Dewey 
received ^84T. and Thomas Carlisle $112. althouj^h said 
Carlisle, arf a nioinhar of tlio firm of Norton, Carlisle & 
Co., wad lliL'ii iiiJubled to tbu bank in the suni of $p3,300. 
and the note ot said tirm was ttien in the bank protoatud. 

It will be seen, that at the time of inakiug said li\at 
menUoned dividoid, the whole of the protested paper, 
above deeoribed, was in the bank and composed part of 
its assets; thsni was also a latge amount of suspended 
paper or bad notes then in the bftnk, and also eomposed a

The first board of directors was eompoeed of John 

Devey, Orocnliof Webb. Chapin K. Bioolm, Josiah B. 
Ilsll, and John S. Welb, who ssverallj lodged their re- 
speetS^e bonds with the Tressurer of the 8tate» for the 

sum of S'^.OOD. oaoh, with one surety to each bond, who 
were mostly irresponsible men; all the bonds snbseqiientiy 

exoniited, c.tcept a part of those in 1839, havo Bureties of 
un>loubtcd reBporiBiltility, John Dewey WS"* plecteH first 
prcsidnnt, mvl coiitiniie'l such until Sop. 17, 1838, when 
Grcciiliet Webb was 8tih8tituted. 

Yutir ronimittoo fiiiil that, w usual, tlinre were many 

tranKforR ofstoekt but the principnl porlinn of it fluctuated 
hetwpcn John Dcwoy, Grccnlief Webb, Thos. Carlisle, 
and Nort<iM, Cfttlislo & Co., of BuflTiilo, N. Y., altliou":!! 
"Ni»rt»»n, fjrirli??!^ ^. vipto h\i]o}ti(}<\ in tboi bank at tho 
iinio 111" (ho iriniHli r oftlioir sttn k, contrary to t)io provi> 
flions of the net of incorporation. 

In thesainmer of 1838, M Bi^dloy, Esq., of Burling- 
ton, who was then bank inspector, received information 
that B<»mc persons from the State of New York wore a^ 
t«niptiiig to purchase the stock of the Essex Bank. 

He immediately wont to Quildhall to attempt to pre- 
vent the sale, and received an assurance from John 
T>owcy, who owned most of the stocic, that no snoh sale 
should be made without his consent. 
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S<»iMtbna afierwaHs B. S* 1\iwii«'nd, of Pftlmjraf N. Y. 
caQed on Mr. Biadlejr with « letter of iDtrodimtion from Br* 
Dowo7« Townaoiid withed Dradlf^ to giro his ootieent in 

writing to a transfer of the stock to him by Dewey* bttt ho 
absolutely refiiB^l, and Townaend lofk, Mying bo ooutd 
liot obtain the stock. 

On the 17tli,, ofAup^tiHt, 1838, John Dcwcy transforrod 
to Thonjfts Ciulislo 7UU shares of the stock of said hiuik, 
who on tliu Ramo dny transferred 400 shares to Tijaac V. 
Mack, of liociioBtor, N. Y., and 400 sharoa to K. 8. 
'iWnsoud. In Mofdi 1889, Garllido tmualorrod to 
Heck 141 oddittonalebafea* which* with4 charcfl obtain^ 
ed from othor aonreaa, made Maok A Towaaend the own- 
era of tlio whole stoolc of the bank, eavo 66 ahaioa. For 
Boraral y«aia before the aboTo traaafor, and ever Blneo, 
aaid Carlialo bus buou roputod a bttiiknipt* and lioa not 
posdeased any visible ealate either real or penonal, and 
it was in proof boforo your oomniittco that Dowey nugoti- 
ated tho Balo to Muok & Towusend, and received the 
purcliiiLHc laoaoy of thorn for the sharea pretciuledl}' sold 
thorn by Carlisle, and your committco have yi t to leimi 
fiir what good purpose tiiid rouudabouc luothud vvus adopt- 
ed, foroonveylng the shares of Dewey to Mack &, Town- 
aend, bat thej Ibel oonatiained to aay that they;.can regard 
it in no other light than a oiere artifloe to prateet Dewey 
from liability^ and alto to avoid the imputation of having 
broken hia prouiae to Mr. Biadlej. 

Your oommittee are aatlsBed tiuit when Maok & Town- 
aend bought the stock, they knew that the notea and funds 
called capital stock were for tho most part of no value, 
and that the aseamed Bum of $18,820. sold them as oapi- 
tul was mostly flctitioas and false, and that they intondod 
at the time of purchasing said stoek, to raiso the credit of

riio barj^iiin between Dowoy and Maok & Townscnd 
wa8 privately made: noithor tho pnhlic, nor the oiHccrs of 
tho bank, nor any other person that your committeo havo 
bcon able to find, knew of the t«rms and conditions of the 
ttiki of said gfetidt until tho bonk bad wholly Mod lo fe- 
dfloro ite bilhi, which took plaoo Aug. 14, 1(189, 

The torms of the salo wore, as your eommilteo are woll 
natitfiod, that Haok & Townaond paid $80. for Moh sharo 
of $20. the ▼endoro to retain all icenmiilatad muplu, os- 
timaUng tho ontim debts of the bask as tdrent and col- 
lootablo.

wlitult, iu tl>c opiuion of your comuiilbeo, very little, if 
anything, can ever be realized. 

It is evident, from all tlie evidence in the case, that for 
015 shares of the nonunal valuu uf |IS,UOO. and ma le up 
niuslly of woi tlilos8 and protested paper, Macli k Town- 
send paid 928,350. in cash. This act and the eircunistuuces 
attending it, carry internal evidmeo of tho object of tbo 
pitrtiee: it was pregiianl witfi miediief, and alTardcd an 

atnpio opportunity for the perpetration of tho luost ont- 

rageous fi-uuds upon the public. 

Sept. 2;!, 1838, at a meeting* of the board of directors, 
composed of John Dewey, Greeidief Webb, and W. liey- 
wond, Jr., it w»B voted 'that John Dcivey bo alhiwed and 
paid $3,500. for his services as president of the bank from 
April 15, iH'da, to Aug. 17, 183fi, uud for tin." baliuiccs of 
interest on his depusitd up to the last date,' which suui 
waaaubBequontly alluwedtohim; and althuugh there ie no 
evidence that said Dewey bad previously received aiiy- 
thircj; for hi^ services, except w^htn abroad on business of 
the bank, your coininitttte are given tu uudetstand that 
the aboTf vote, together with tho dividend of Kerch 11, 
1839, were the means adopted to give the Bellors of tho 
stock the jM-etendedly accumulated surplus before men- 
tioned, in oompUance with the contract vtrith i^iack &, 
Townaend. On the 17tti, and ^MHh, of Ang. and l^tli, of 
Sept. 1838. the bank loaned Maok A Towtmend $3'2.(HK). 
about one half of which was loaned on tbc paper of ]Mack, 
Patterson & Co., a firm composed of Mack in Townscnd 
and one Thos, J. Patterson, who was then and still is a re- 
sponsible man. and the residue on the paper of Mack & 
'I'ownsend; tt part of tbe debt of Mack, Fattersdii it Co., 
ytdn atlerwards paid, and tlic remainder with the paper of 
lilauk ft Towuaend, was renewed, and afterwnrilii A»nnctl 
a part of their notes of $(10,440. heroinafter dcsoribe d. 
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It wns nf^rt«p<l botwocti tho r^lTif^orfl of tlic Imnk ftn«l 
M:ii k <fc TownRfMHl. at tlio tiuio. ot tho abovn loan, that

On the 25th. of August 1888, Ma«h A Towmend 
«xocutail n bond o< t20,000. to tho bank, to fleenre the 
bnufc for loans made or to be made to them, with eereral 
Buretics r<!BMing in the western part of the Slate of New 
York, who, Oierc is reason to belierei were wholly irro' 
sponsible at the time. 

On tho nuh. of Sept. 1838, the directors voted an as- 
scssuiciib ut 25. OH each Hharo of tho stock of the bank, 
and on the :24th. of tho same Sept. a like assessment was 
voted. 

Tho »>toek ledger shows a credit of $4,720. on account 
of the lliBt assessment, but no otiier entry appears on the 
btmks in relation to it, and no other mention is made of 
the seciind. 

Tim issne book shows that $101, 600.00 of bills had been 

prepared for emiaiion, $20,100.00 were prepared after tim 
Fiilo to i\Tiu k (.^ Townsend, from blanks furnished by tliem 
$28,2*2!). of whicli pas.ocd into the hands of the receiver* 
tearing $79,371 0(» in circulation. 

Tho bank was enjoined by tho chttnccll M , Oct, 12, 1839, 
and it? edt'CtB passed into the receiver's hands Nov. 4, '39. 

From a statciijent of the receiver it appears, <hafc when 
he took po-<8Cssion of the bunk, its outstanding bills were 
$79,371.*, of thai sum «3,000. had been pledged for tlio 
payment of a loan and have since been returned to the re- 
ceiver, and $«%770. hsve been delivered to him by 
Honghtons & Co., broken of the city of New York, 
uB redeemed bills» exhibiting an aetnal circulation of 
«70,601. 
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It was proved before your connuittco by the c ishier of 
the banki that the bank sent |10,UOO. to said Iloughtous 
& Co., After the aale to Maek & Townafnd, to redeem tlio 
bills of tlio bank, tliat he substeqaoiiUy ileinaiided tlio re- 
deeiaed money of them for tlie bank, but thuy rufueutl cu 
lot hiiu havti it, sayiug that they should soli it to }Miy tho 
Hahiiitiea of Mack <k Towiisund to thciu, and your com- 
inittcu ha?e strong rcuaoris to belivve that a largo amount 
of hWU prestiiitcd to the receiver by piotciided claituunta, 
have been rcilcoiuud with tlic funds of tlic hank, and it is 
clearly proved that a lurgu mnoiuit cjf tho bilU prcaoiitud 
tu thu ruudvor for puytnunu, were proaiiitud by pcriiouii 
otiier thau the real uwiiera, and yoiir committoe are not 
i>a(ia6<Ml that they wore tso presentMl fur any lionoat or 
honorable purpom. 

Olio of tlio ilougiitowi appoai'a:! Wuro your eotiimUtoi} 
and requested ti>be examined* but before the exauiiiiatioii 
elosed, he utterly refused to aoawor qnedtiona put him, 
calculated to uscertaiu tlic amount of money ru.Ioeuied by 
them with the funds of the bank, and how much ntoiioy 
thus redeemed, he had caused to be dopugitod with the 
rflceivcr ill the immea of other persoiis-imd said lie could 
not toll the nmount id" money redeemed by Ihcni, or tli.5 
an>ouut ui' funds rucoived by them tu redeem the billu 
with, within tho sum of trt.OOO. 

IIo however admitted tliat they had been cmpto) ed by 
Mack & Townaendto redeem the bilk, and that they had 
roceived.fnnds to a ooniiderable amoniit, both from Maeic 
<^ Townaand and the bank, and that when tliey luueived 
tito bills of the bank' that witQ not to bd put in eireuUtiou 
they punohoil a hole throng^h tbom.

Mack ft Townseiid'a notes mn In the hands of the r«- 
coiver to the amonnt oi $00,440.00 tU of which hear 
date Hareh 10» 1^39, excq|»t one note of |d,000. with no 
Misority wbnterer exeepi said iiO.OOO. bood, whieh also 
pa«sed into the hands of the leeeiver, has been eiied, jedg- 
mcQt obtained and Uie exeeation retntiied wuUa btma$ 
both as to principals and sureties. 

It is n remarkable fact that several of Ihu notes now in 
the hHn(!s of the receiver againpfc Mm k & Town«pnd, 
correspond exactly in amonnt with scvoral of the bills of 
eah (if B.iid stock, fn m C'nrliaic to Mack & TownsoiiJ. 

At the time the bank received the $2 ),000. bond, it 
was tt?companio.l by a certilicato of the caaiuer of the

tlie indebtndnees of the bank, m reported bj the eash< 
ler, other tlwa ne above staled, was |^8,840«89 which 
ecMsracfl fVom monajr borrowed by John Dewey* en the 
note;* of J'»hn Dctrej, Greenlief Webb and Wm.

Qnildhall, (though at the present time not favored witli. 
a newipaper,) has had at Tariooa timea throe papers. 

•'The OoUdhaU Ifslbodist,'* a religious paper, publish- 
edbylhaM. B. Cburoh, having for ita motto: '>Ad 
earnest Obristiaaitx, a dofloite Bzperienoe» and a dear 
Testimony/' was Issued in April 18t0. It waa prolwbty 
an ozporUneotal sheet, for only one edition waa puUiabed. 
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•*Tlio Giiildhatl Newa," ft snmll sheet iasnod in 1878, 
WM itlfld an oxpQrinioiitftl|Ni|)«r, and only 8 editions printed. 

*'The Essex (Tountj Herald/' oar county paper, has 
Arrived at tliiit point, where, (if it ever were m experi- 
mental undArtalcing^ all donbts are now remoTod as to ita 
being a sncccss, for it ccruiiily is a success, and as it is 
at the prcsniit time managed, agrent benefit to this section. 

It has hail its ''ups and downs;" at times prospcroiis, 
and f\t other times cerUinly a sheet which would hardly 
promote tho best interests of the county, which it<> motto 
p1cd<;n8 to do. 'Hie firv<t issao was Jannary It, 1873, 
with 11. 0. Bates as editor. O. B. Boyoe waa editor lor . 
a year or so. April 7, 18)7, N. A. Bamham got control 
of the paper, but as this man waa not - aaeoessfitl aa 
he wlahod to -lie, he finally withdrew rrom the State. 

Tho *^llerald,'* though published at Guildhall was not 
printed here until 1>^77, that part of the woHc b«ing rlone 
nt Lnncnator. Mr. Bamham, atVer running tho paper in 
Ciuildiiiiil a year or so. and wishing to he in a town whore 
he thonght ho could prohabfy comihand nioro advertising 
moved liinifii 11, and the papor, to Island Pond ViUugc in 
Brighton, wlicrc it is now printed. 

Mr. W* 11. Bishop, the present editor and proprietor, 
is to bo congratulated for placing before the county people 
the nice eleau ahoet ho does ; hia editorials aro sharp and 
▼ery able; bis news itema are alwaya the best and latest; 
his local items are nicely arranged and show that he has a 
select 5taff of correspondents. 
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ecclesiastical AfTairB—Congregationalist Church and Sooiety-' 
Methodist Episcopal Church — Sabbath Schools. 

The first aetUars of this town, while few and poory 
inanifiBited * gnat desire to Beoure for themaeWes and 
famiUee snob ieli|^tta firiTilegaa aa lliey had left fa the 
▼orioiiA older plaoaa from wbuh «h^7 had aevonlly emi- 
gratad ; and at an early date, pnt Ibrth the eorreqiondiiif^ 
endaaTom. In aoeordaDoe with the lawtf and nsagaa of 
that day, when they began to act aa a regniariy organised 
town, they also took in hand, by authority, the business 
of not ouly employing and j aying miDiBtcrs of their por^ 
suasion, but of building a meeting house for thoir ocou- 
pancy, and only ihOBQ who filod willi the town clerk an 
authentical teatimony that they belonged to another aeot, 
and protested against being taxed for the support of tliie, 
were legally eiempt from snob taxation.

80 it will be neen that as early as 1 7 B8, the people ot 
Quildhall oommenced to make exertions to procure the 
preaching of the Gofepal iu tliia town. 

July 25, 1789, a warning for a town mculiog was post- 
ed, and in it .waa the following; 
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**To tee wbat enoouinf^ment tho town will give towarde 
•eltling t mioittof of iho Qo«|>d tn ooojiiiiotioo with the 
towns of Lanoagter and Northnmbertancl." 

*'8d. To apfioini a committeo to meet and oonfer witli 

eommitteeM of the other towns respecting the Mtttleraont 
of a minister.'' 

"4th. To appoint a committeo trt petition the general^ 
tissvinblj to grant tho town liberty to join themselves into 
parish with the towoaof Lancaster and Northumberland.'* 

At the meeting to which this warning rofera, Ward 
Bailey, Benoni Cutler and Bleaser Boaebrook wore chosen 
as the eonmittiMi. 

In varions records we find :

These votes were often repeated, and in manj oases tho 
Bom of $40. was pledged for like pnrpoees. 

It appears that the Brat preaehera were misaionarie)*, 
and principally fton the State of Oonneetient, most of 
them being Oongrc^ationalists. The flist was a Mr. Boll, 
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who, aa has been ahowD* waa referred to at nveral meut- 
in|^ of the town; he waa uover permanently located in the 
towttt nor did he form a aooiety. Among other Ciingro* 
g'itionaliata were Mr. Ripley, Ifr. Kathaniel Waldo, Mr. 
Caleb Noble, during the earlier yours, and later Mr. Nott, 
Mr. Hart and Mr. Ainsworth, of N. il. Rev. Elij-.ili R. 
Siibiij was a traveling preacher, and formed a b.uui of 
Meliiodiiits us early as 1^01. For what lerigtii of timu 
each may liavo laborod in town we cauiiot give. 

There has always been a decided majoi ity of the pco- 
.plo of the town in faror of Oongregatioualism, and uf ihia 
aoet were thu firat prcachera. There haa beeu for many 
» yeari a large Boeiety of Maihodista and tlio ehnrch-gifuig 
people mtovn are moatly of either one or the other, yet 
now and then a periton will be found whose beliof u nut 
in aocordnoce with either, bat they are rarely niet with. 
THE OONQRfiGATIONAL 8001fiTT. 

The Congregational Chnrdi in Guildhall was the ilr«t 
regularly founded religious body in town, and ita organ- 
ization datci Itack to 1799. April 1st. that year 
through the instrumeutality of Rev. Sclilon Church, of 
Northumberland, and Joseph Willard of Lanca&tur, the 
society was formed: it oonsisted of 7 members, 3 innloA 
and 4 females: their names were, Benoui Cutler, Jciscph 
Beny, Samoel R. HiOl, Miabeth Hall, Sarah R. Berry, 
Mercy Howe, and Hannah Amy ; the first dorh being 
Mr. Hall. NoTOmber 84, ItiOa, is the date of the next 
record in whidi we fiad that Samnel R. Ilali and Joseph 
Berry ware the first chosen deaoona, and we find that n 
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oomniittoa wan ohoscn to uniat tho diMioonti in oxaininlng 
oandidatas for fellowship with tho church; their names 
were, llemsn BiiKrett, Daniol Dana and Wm. Cutler.

In 1805 Bf r. Waldo 

was called hy the town 

oun cnoROH. and church to settle, 
bat tho call was not oocepted, and 
j bnt 4 joined the jeor previoas. 

In 1807 Mr. Caleb Noble was called; not accepted. 

In 1801 the town made provision for building a charch 
and appointed Capt. Simon Howe, Wm. Cutler and Z. 
ForkitiH, cnmniiltcc for encb purpose; also Lcmncl Ilohnce, 
Wm. Amy and S. R. Hall to dmw tho plan. Tho phico 
chosen was tho centre lot in town, and Bituafod on tho 
hill ; the spot liasevor since been known &8 Meeting Houro 
Hill. The plooe woald now be considered yeiy much out 
of the way, but then it was central. 
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We find thai Lemuel Uolmes, Imsc Bandy and Semi. 
Howe formed a eommittee to tell pewa. 

The biiildii^ of the home wee to go to the men who 
would boOd it the eheupeit. Mr. Nethau Om bid tS400. 
and it was etniok off to him. lie furniehed meii and 
materialB and io 1805 it was oompletad* 

July 8, l^^OS, the church by a uiiauimous vote, gave 
Kcv. (Julob Burgi; '^u call to l>u iiistuUed over U8 in the 
lAitd." The cull WU8 acooptcd and on the liisl Wodnomluy 
of August following ho was ingtalled (Irdt pitatur of tlie 
church and aoricty, suataining that reiatiou with Buueci-s 
for a uumber of years. February 16th. ibi4, he was dis- 
missed, for want of adequate support, i*onseqnont upon 
the deaths of many, and the removals of manj otbeni, 
also the publio eslamities rseelting from the war witli 
Qiest Britsia, Number of now members while Mr. 
Burge WM with the dinrcb 99; 74 uniting inj 1010 ; 41 
in one day. ' 

From 1814 to 1822 th6 vsGords only show ooeaBionally 
a business meeting. 

In 1822-8, Rev. Andrew Rankin preached, and 45 new 
niem!>era were added. January 1823, they extended an 
invitation to him to Bcttlu, but he declined. 

From 1823 to 1^!'29, there was no regular preaching and 
daring that period only 5 joined tlic church. 

Itev. James Tisdalo was called and Soptoinbor 29, 1830, 
he was ordained pastor; he labored | of the time in (Juild- 
haliaud ^ in Granby ; 8i) were added through his preaching. 
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He WM diBNilsMd May 6th. 1680* Tbo following Rum- 
mor JosathftTi Blunehurd mppHed the dwk for a bbort 

time, 10 being added to the church. 

Next we find Rev. Win. £. Holmes, filling the pulpit 
fur a jcar. 

Oct<)ber 14, 1887, Francis P. Smith, formerly an attor- 
ney at law, was invited to become pastor; he remoTed his 
iiimily to town and continued preaching* without further 
aotion in rdation to his aetdemoot until September l^BB, 
when he was ordained pestor ; be continued his labors 
over 6 years with satiafiustion, 67 being added to the 
membership of the choreh $ bis dismission dates Uaj 1844. 

In earlier days when the old meeting honae was srocted 
on the hill, thoagb largo and remote, it was better Qilod 
tlieu most churches in this region at the present time; but 
at length it was clearly shown that a uow locality was de- 
siicd find the honse waa taken down and removed to the 
plain near thu school house in the middle district: this 
was about the year 1^=28. The town assiatod in defraying 
the expense, in consideration of oconpying it for town 
meetinjQB, andfora fewyears it was! the only place of 
worahip on the sabbath. 

Borne years previons to the remoTsl firom the hill, 
meetings were held at the village, and abont the time Mr. 
Smith camo, they were held ^ the time at that place in the 
Court House, and the other | at the meeting honse, but 
near the close of his labors-in 1843-the Methodists took 
advantage of an arrangtjnicnt to temporarily hold services 
18 at the old meeting-house during the summer months, tak- 
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ing poBsoasioii of the poort house, niid Jecliuod yicllin^ 
tlteretfter its ooeupoiicy any part of tho timo ; thiki it bo- 
cMue oeeesMry for the CongregatioiialliU to oitbor con- 
test titlei» or abandon the vUlaga altogi*ehor, or build a 
nev church, and Che Utter eonne was adopted.

While the Congregational iats were In this, aa wo may 
8'«y. imrtinlly dorninnt stato, the members rcsidiii;^ in ihe 
Routh part of the town, wanting to labor with people of 
tho same Bcct. m themselves, withdrew and attended 
charch at Laneastcr. N. II.. and in March 1866. most of 
the momhem I'^iding in tliat loeality, together with tho 
two doaeons, yirtnally seceded from tho Gaildhall church 
and united themaolTos with thechnroh at Lancaster, N. II. 

Tliln snecRidon was not ntW'impKiihod bj rohollion, httt 

peaceably and in nccordnnco with their own intorcntfl and 
^ooil senses. The people thus going from tho church and 
nt lliat particular time, almost struck a fatal blo?v to tho 
society, anti it was ycfirn bcforn it rcrovcrod. 

Thin 8tiit<! ofafltiire rather had a tendency to arouse tho 
members thus remaining, and in the early pnrt of 1857 
thoy made a now effort to socare Congregational preaeh* 
ing. They raised a subsoription-the largest for many 
years-and endeavored to And a good man to settle, hut 
were nnsuocessful. For • few weelcs at a time Revs. Mr, 
J^onis. Jr., Mr. Dustan. Mr. Dy6» Hr. Jenkins, Mr. 
PellowB, Mr. Blauvelt, Mr. Underwood and Mr. Beck* 
worth favored them. Their laborB were not in vatn, for 
32 were added Jone 37, lEd8, and 7 on June 19, 1859. 
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Tbo1feliiodiit6 appoar again» for ia the wlntorof 1859-60 
tiifly hflld meetings alternatelj in the ohnroh> and it was at 

this timo that Rov. Josiah Mono, M. D., coininoncod his 
labors with the society. llo waa pastor until li^G4. 

During the ycara IHCii 3 tiiore were no additions to the 
church, andthi^ has I ceu accounted for, b} Homo, for the 
reaeoQ of the great war ot tho roUclliou wbich was raging 
with all its fury during tiioso two ^oai-M, thtit tho subject 
of religion did not reotiivo tho atteutioo which in other 
years was devoted to U by tboae interested in its advanee- 
meot. 

BoT. 1J« Blake was pastor in the years 18G4-6; 
during thess two years 12 poisons were admitled to nioin- 
bersbipf and ol that oainber six are now members, tlie 
other six hafe either removed from town or dioil. 

October let 1864 Wm. D. Uosobrouk and Chas. Keith 
wore appointed deacons, for tho timo being. 

Rov. Janica Laird was |)uator from December 14, li^Db, 
until April 18, 1870. During this time 21 persons wore 
admitted to the church; of this number 1 aro now mcnj- 
bers, 14 haTiug either removed their connection to other 
ohurcbcB, or died. Rov. Mr. Laird was installed as pas- 
tor March 16, 1866. Josiah Morse and Gbas. Keith 
elected deaeons Ang. 81, 1866. Dr. Mono in place of 
Wm. D. Bosebvook wlio dedined to eervo. Bobert Chase 
was eleoted desoon Hay 1, 1868, in place of Josiah Morse, 
resigned. Deaeons Ohsso and Keith have oxcouted that 
office from than to the present time. (Jan. 1» 1866.) 

In the year 1866 the church and society built a parson- 
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ago at an ex(>cnso ofsomo $2,000. 

Mr. Theodore l\ Prudon, a Theologioal Student was 
acUng paBtor from Miireh 28, ]|>U, daring a part of tha 
year 1871. Thore warn no additions to tha olrai^ ffoni 
18T0 to 1876. Alter Mr. Prudan laft, the polpit waa noi 
lagttlarly filled vntil Nov. 1, 1879, when Bev. J. H. 
Tbyng was engaged aa aetlag pastor for one year. From 
Not. 1, 1873 to Aur 20, 1876, tha oharoh was without a 
pastor, bat was euppHod more or lesa by different persons 
among' whom were, Rev. Henry Farrar and Rev. Wm. 
.TobI}^^!!, but how long aoy of them supplied, the record 
doott not state. 

Rev. Josiah 0. Willis was engaged as pastor August 
20, 187G; was ordained Oct. l\, 1 and closed his 
labors with this ohurch Aug. 20, 1878. During this time 
8 persona were admtttid to the church, all of whom are 
atill Tmng, and are now membonL 

ItoT. Levi G. Chaao waa acting pastor for ono yasr 
from Not. 1, 1878. He was InTilad by the eharoh to be 
installed aa pastor, bat was obligod to decline on aooonnt 
of poor health. There were eight perBona admitted to the 
ohurch In 1871>, all of whom aro now members. 

During this year tho debt, which had been a burden on 
tho church and society from (ho year 186C, and which was 
occastoncd by building !i parRonngo, waa liquidated, and 
the charcb and society were relieved, having^ during 
the time, paid almost as large a sum for interest aa tho 
debt was at tho date it was contracted. 
BoT. Ssmoel W. Chspin wu aotiag peeler lirom Jane 
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1, 1880 to Jone 1881 ; be was omployod for nnothcr 

year but wai> obliged to givo up the work on uccount of 
Ilia hoalth being poor. During his nuniatry 2 pcr^ioim 
vren «dmittoii to tbo obarcb, and aro atill membors. 

The clinroli waa theo vithout a paalor iinUl May 1 * 
18>^2, when Rav. F. L. Small was oiigugod and com- 
menced bis labors as acting pastor, and was lustnllud as 
pastor over the church Juno 21, und coiitinuod liU* 
nliitioa of pastor until May 20, 1885, whoii ho was by a 
conncU duly dismissed from flirther servioe. During bis 
pastorate 17 porsotis were udmittcd the chuivii, nil tif 
whom aro still mombors. 

Bov. H. H. MoLeod baa bsen acting pastor from 
June 1886 to the present time (Jan. 1, 188G.) 

Wliile Kcv. h\ L. Small was patsLur, a auuiU debt, 
waa contracted, in repairing tho cdiurch, building a barn, 
and other repairs, in and about tho parsonngo, which 
by some» might be regarded as neodloss ; still nothing was 
expended lut what \taa needed to make the church 
building a convenient and Buitablo place for the pub- 
lic worship of God, and the parsonage buildings 
what the eburoh and society ought to have fiir tho 
use of wboeyer may have ocoaaion to occupy them 
as the pastor tor this church and society. 
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Among very many ploaauit thtngR contiQciod with tho 
history of this ehurch, it may not ho impropor to stato 
that in the joar His. JStiia J. Chasa of h«r own 
ftee will, prompted by the goodness of a large and g^ 
erowi heart, saw fit, and made the ohnvoh a present of a 
beantifiil sot of palpit fumitare, at an expense, which if 
Che officers of the ehnroh had made, they would hare 
been accused of cxtroraganoo, beyond tho means of such 
a church to indulge in. Another |,'i'vcr who ahouM bo rc- 
mcmbored with grateful tlunk:? is Mrn. -Tf^shua Lanikin 
of Chicago, Hi., who m.^ie tliu chnrch a prevcQt of a lar^ 
and GOsUy bound Bible for tho palpit. 

In eonelnsion, perhaps it should be said that some 
things have lia|iponed in the history of this ehnroh, which 
It would in a worldly view, havo been fiirtoimte, eonld 
they have been avoidinl; but has any one a right to ex- 
pect that every aet of tho offioere and members of thia 
church should liavo boon pcrfootf To such an one is ro- 
sportfully Mubinitted the Bii-^gustion : what might havo 
been the influence that would have given clmiactcr to 
this town from the yenr 1799 to the present time, hnd 
not this church been founded, sustaiMcil luid directed 
as all God loving people believe, by an ollwise provi> 
donee.

After a time, through tlie influence of a clearer li^ht, 
and the steady and sure advance uf liberui seatiiueut. this 
castom of uniting Chnioh and State^ was forsvrr abaudim- 
ed in this town: and the pmetioe of each indiyidnal volun^ 
tariJj sabsoribing or contributing for the support of tho 
Qospsl in aeoordanoe with his own particular views was 
estabiielied. 

The exact date of the formation of the ehnrch is not 

known, but it was not far from 1801. 

Tliid Bociety did not have a church cdifico uf their own

Rev. I^inard Anstin was appointed in 1812 and 1A43 
to Guildhall and Lunenburgli; be held a protmeted meet- 
ing in our town witli good suecess. a large number were 
eonrertod and joined the ehureh; it was through his inatrn- 
mentalities that tlio ohureh wan reor)2»nizo<l as it was at 
that time.

Ah early as 1816 efforts wore made fur eabbath echool 

iiistriictioii. Mn. Karrar of Lmeister commeiieod a 

aclifx»l in Itor home, {nvitiiig the people of Uie Bontii part 

of Gull iliall Join, whieli thoy mostly did. Attlic same 

time Mrs. Waldo wtto with herhnsband, Nathaniel Waldo 

were rcsidin}^ in (*nildh»1l, started a similar erliool in onr 
villnj^o. Ill I ^'2 1 n Rjililmtli fcliool was coniinoncOfl at tlio 
Kontii sclioul liuuBC, Htid cotititiucd Cui i\miv. a numlu^r uf 
yorirs. This Hf.hool was more of a meciin*!; for social, 
moral and religious iinprovemonf, as tlicy had no regular 
oiganixation or classification of later times. A competent 
person oonductod the meetings, who origitmted and pro- 
posed qucfktions, from whatever part of Scripture might 
have been uiidor oonteniplation ; these meetings were con- 
tinued until Rev. James Tisdale booame pastor of the Con- 
gregational GhartTh, and then a regulnt or|j(anisaUon was 
effected with Hon. R. W. Freeman as II mt superintendent; 
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this wM in 1880. TMb org»iiinition held its scliool in 
the charoh, which was then on the plain in the miUtlle dib- 
triet, as long «i meetings were oontinued in tlite honae. 

From that time there haa been oonneeled with the Con- 
gregational oborch a Sunday school wliicli lias been in 
operation whenever there have been scrvicesin the clmrch, 
and in many instances when there have not It is a flour* 
ishitig organization and holds its mooting'-i after thi: morn- 
ing HcrviccR. DcH. Robert Chase in .superintendent, which 
othcti be has helii fur a number of years. 

There hnn also \>ocn connected the M. lU. chnrcii a proa- 
perona Sabl)atii sc!h!o1 for many years. Arnl the f;i(tt of 
two good Sunday wciiouU being conciucted in t>ur town, 
gives ample opportunity to all, whu will, to buconie well 
inatractod in religious topics. Iloth edioob have good 
libraries; many rare books may be fonnd therop and the 
Boliolara have thereby gooil advantages to improve their 
niinde. 

One drenmatanoe in the history of both of these Sunday 
BchooISi as well as the churches at large; while tliose soei- 
etius not being able to purcliase the fine pipe organs that 
are in some other ohurohes, both have goo<I reed organs, 

which are as a general thing, well iiluyeJ. The organ in 
tlio OonG^regationa! church has been in use for something 
like twenty five yeurs, and is in good order at the present 
time ; it will be iiard to match it with some bo caUud im- 
[iroved organs of today. The Mcthodistii had for years un 
old pipe organ which as we understand, camo fnm Mont« 
jxdieri it at hiBt became so terribly out of onler that it was 
sold, and a new organ was pnrehaaed to talte its place. 
Today both ehurehea have guod l^atoy Organs, and their 
equal would bo a credit to any sodHy.

Tliere in an- 
other, more pleasantly located in the e>outli part of the 
town, nearly opposite the school house in school distnct 
Ho. 1. 

Ob referring to the town records, we fiod that the 
edeetmen of the town, laid out a Burjiag Gkoand, in 
the year 1797. This was the North Buiying Orontid. 

Their report, which may be interestttig to some, is 
given on the next page.

It therefore appears that the first Cemetery was laid 
out in 1797, jet wu find Ihat thi^rLi had l»eeu Uurialij tlioru 
bofore that date, for in this yard there is au old stouo 
bearing date uf 1795. 

The exact dato of the first death, or burial f ii town, is 
not known, but there are some old graves in both yanls. 

In July 18rt6 the Writer vent to the bnrying grounds 
retocred to io tkia eonnection, and It was a noticeable fact 
bow badlj the grave tlonei vere either sunken into tiie 
ground, brekeo in pleeet, or lUleo to. and lying flat on tlie 
gnmnd, or partially bnried under debris which lias 
aoeuBalaCed for years, and wbioh looka as if It seldom, if 
ever were eleared away, especially in tbu north bnrying 
ground. Is it rights men of Quildball? Yon may not 
Itnow ii; you may never have given it a thought, uud per- 
haps you do not care to. Many old graves have possibly 
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iin old Blatcftotio ftlnb At th« hcnd, and it mny hrak .and 
AABtn to bo wortfilees, but it marh the tpol vehm Uet <m 
M tender qf GwldkaXlt and thouJd he eetredfor.

A new iieltleuuuit was almo-it sure to l>e 
destroyed, and the inimbitants taken pridonnrs or killed on 
the spot. When they renieuibured the tiill uf Ueui field, 
Ma«8.,;[and Other Miniilar cironmataneoti, their dBarrra to 
settle new territory were put Hoinewhat in the baolc ground 
and tlitt eafety of themsolvuH and ramiliits talcou atmuftly 
ii.tu twneiUoration; hut when no iungvsr tho Fronoli nn 1

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Indinns in Cannda were feared, Bettlementa fcoon stai ted. 

The Indiana about here were not especially kostiU if 
th«y were not disturbed ; jret in some towns there were 
ftcto of violenee commiCtod. The neltlort wera friend- 
ly to the Indiana, which caused th« Indiana in this region 
to be friendly in retnm, and their infloenee vpon the Ca- 
nadian Indlsne did much ta heal up the deep wound 
which tfiey received in 1750. 

Thb minds of the new coloniets, who were no^ settling 
the lands of the Upper Coos, were greatly relieved when 
they felt that no linger the Oanadinnfl were lo he fffirod, 
for now all was one Gnverrimpnt ; not outoffear, however, 
for brnvor tneii and more »:ourugeou8 women never settled 
new'terntoriee than those who wore at that time in thene 
various towns. They were tired of war and willing to be 
poMceable di^iMiM if they eouM maintain f heir rights. 

Fur a lew yenra everything wnii peteeful enough, al- 
thonigh at times the Indiana who had a path from Lake 
Memphremagog fn Canada to the Penobjoot River in 
Maine* troubled them, but they eame more to stop over 
nigUtanJ to ''drinic/* than any other way.

After leavliif 
liHice MnmpbrwuiMniir. thev wonM take tbe (tljrd« lUver whiob wonla 
IwmI Ihimi t<i Iglaita Prntd. tlieti ti> the Kulhciiri^n Rlv<'r» rollowttin 
it to the OontiRrticut, t1iuiiC« to the Tpner Amnnnosnc. and upthia rlrer 
tosoiii« ixiitit ill tho piv3«nt t wii of Milan, N. H., where they croeaed 
to the AndroHCf^RKln, and followed Uiat ri oer Into Hatne.

Now oame a vital time to this new settlement, as a 
long and bloody war was ti ensue. This was the frontier, 
and tbey most take immediate steps toward their own 
protodaOD. The Canadians and Indians, (who were of 
course in lesgue with the British to put down the RtV(«;u- 
t i< I n,) were not the worst enemies to be feared, fur they 
hud in their very midst, and in fatct some of their nearest 
neighbors were Tories, and while seemingly, they were 
svmp itheLiu vN'ith the settlers, they were in reality the 
worst type of humanity, and peoplu whom itwouUl hardly 
seem would be blt)b6ed euuugii tu ever have the form uf a 
human being. They betrayed the setflcn, and iu every 
way they could worked in an under handed maimer to break

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down an lionofitfi^ovcrnitietit whksli wan tho'n in its inraney. 

Duriii«; this period tlie Indt«ti« rooofved Inrge ranw of 
money* tis bounty for eaish captive alive, or soalp that was 
taken by them. Ae the settlers oould get no aetistanoe 

fmm the government, llioy wore obliged to rely entirely 
upon their own rcsoarces for self-protection, and defence 
a«j;aiii8t tiieir various eucmiea. The inhabitants at Upper 
C'^os nnited for that purpo/?o, and chose a cimmittof! of 
safety. Tliey built tour forts: two in Northumberland, 
one of which was a* the mouth of the Upper Anttonoosnc 
River, tU<» other on the Earner farm ; one in Stratford, iu 
the north part of the toirn ; and the fourth, (whieh was to 
be used in case of nocaasity aa their hiat roaort,) was in 
GuiMhnll, and to which we have previously alhidcd in 
tliia book aa Col. Bailey*8 Block 'Houae. 

The Stratford fort was used almoat altogether as an 
outpoflt. The } oung and able-bodied men were sent as 
ncnnti^ tn tfm wooda to prevent anrpriao from tlie oncMny, 
and thoBo who wore not able to go to tho woods wore lull 
in charjjc of the lowor forts. 

Upon one of the high hills iu Stratford they woulil put 
largo piles of wood, which when it wiis necesflary were set 
on fire and thus the alarm would be given that tho enemy 
was coining; the women and children would flee to the 
lower forta^ while the men would meet at the Amonooeuc 
fort. 

Col. Ward Bailey was in command of the Kangera, or 
young men, and Capt. Jeromiah Eamea was in charge of 
the forts. 
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The odIj lut oi men who wm h*ndoJ together, which 
we have been able to procure, is the one wo have elreedjr 
given in* previous ohepter; we here give their nauios 
tat there were meny more who joined theui.

Guildhall was to tho south of three forts, conBei|tieutly 
very iittle fighting was done wttbin its limita; but in those 
days there were do town limits, peoplit living in South 
Guiiitliall wore ulnioet oonsideroJ near w^gbborstuStrat* 
Ibrd people. 

Alust acts of violenoo happened in tho towns of Mal-J- 

htOQu and Brunswick, and in tliis couuoclion, wn will 
y^ivo .sQoio of the interciitiu^ iuciiiuiitSi worthy of ruiiiciii- 
l< ranee.* 

One oi tlio forts in Northuinbcriait.l was near tlio hou^ 
of Mr. Caleb Marshall ; his young wife, alter seeing their 
hottso and all their household goods burned to the grutind, 
mounted a hoiss, with a ohild about two ye<ir» old. and an 
infant of three wedcs, and went widiout attendants to lier 
rehitives in Hsmpalead. N. H., over 160 miles tlmiugli 
the howling wiUeraties, with hardly a settlement from one 
day's end to another. The babe afterwards bcoamo the 
very hospitable wife of lion. Mooily Rich f>nuorly uf 
Miudstone. 

•Wc are link-btotl fur iimisl <•[ the Mai l.-l-me fui-U to lion. Mocxly 
itich'« sketch of Ibu towu ui UtkithAouo iu Urtt. Uumou way's UiucUMvr, 
wbieh alionid be in the handiior wtrr perann in chat town. 
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Col. Ward Bailey's netivity in supporting tho eaiiso of 
liberty rendered himparticotarly obno^ouB to the Britiiih, 
niid a large sum was ol^erod for him dead or alfre. as 
well as for many others wc might mention. A party of 

savai;c3 caino from Canada for the expreflfl purpose of 
cnpturinp Col. Hailnj, Mr. Hugh iind one ov two oJliors. 
Tiicy went to the liousc of Tlioniaa Woostcr and took 
iMr. WoostBr. his hired man John Smith, and Jas. Luther, 
xfho was visiting his bctrotlicd, They then proceeded 
ior Col. ILailcj, but found the Rangers prcpnred .to meet 
them. Tiiey then toolc what persons they had secured to 
Canada. The Rangers followed them up and tried in 
every way to rcscne their friends, hut they were unsnecess* 
ful as the Indian fnreo was very strong. Tlie snfierings 
of the p irty whi<di was tiiat night taken eaptive were in- 
tc'Me, piiriicnlarly from hanger. It is related that when 
Lho Indians Ktoppud to cat their menis, Mr. LuLiier would 
sit down ami watch Uieni; thny wouhl now and then throw 
hin !V hit, sayin;^, "You all oiio U.ig, take tliat.'' 

A Mr. Chapin, who lived in the north part of ftliiid« 
stuui'f \rhilo at work uhtipping woad near hie house was 
most cruolly niurd*ired by Indians who came upon him by 
surprise. Uh raithi'ul wife, after Rocing his head split in 
two, one half falling upon either side, took her ft childmn 
and fled to the woods. One of the children was a young 
babe, which she pnt to t;he breast, expecting every mo- 
ment it wonhl cry and discloss lier place of eonoeahnent. 
She heard the sava^^cs go to the house and tmitste her 
hu.4band*s voice, 8aying-"Coms Holly, come baelt, Molly, 
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the IndianB gone; oome." She did not eomo, und they 
went itwaj. Who can for one instant imagine the suflTeiv 

in^a of that brave wife ami mother at that timo. ITcr 
uuiirost ueiglibord lived on tho iip]>ositp ei'io of tlio river, 
an*} yhc crossed by wading through, ciirryiug one child, 
thou returning for another uiUil all were safely over. 

John P'rencli was accreted in a hay.Htiick for weolcs at a 
timOf his wife carrying foud to hiiu at iiight; thcru WU3 n 
large ^uln oiTerod for hiin and the ludiaus were dut«n'Miiiied 
to get him dead •)r alivo, bat did not suocecd. 

A Mr. Ca«well was driving a pair of oxen, attached to 
a load of hay, and coming to a ati^ep hill oxeu rofii>>ed 
to draw the bad aj>. Mr. C. becaiuo extrainoty wrathy, 
and nnhitchiog tho oxen, set tiro tu the hay. It made a 
great blase and as a result was supposed by the settlors to 
be an alarm that Indians were ooniing, which (•auhod 
much excitement, all the men ruahing to defend thetn- 
Bclvcs. As there were no ladiauo to be fiuiil, Mr. C. 
was tried for ruLaing a faUo alarm, found guilty, und 
ticvorely punislted. 

Major Whitooro))'*' the great tnippur and huutor of this 
seetion, was ono of tho must daring and conrsgcous men 
that ever lived in the country, lie was very friendly 
with tho Indians. Onoo ho found an Indian in the winter 
timo alone, and etarviog, lib gun being liroken ; Whit- 
comb took him to bis camp, fed him and gave hini a now 
gan. The Indian reuiainod with hiio Hovoral wooks, luid 
when he went away Whiteemb gave laim food enough to 
last him until he oould reach home.

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til tlio old French wnr Maj. Whiteomb ierved under 
Patnnm. lie was alio a scout at Ticoitdorojga; the coTnm«n> 
dfr of the fort received a circular from Gen. WMsliington 
8«ying ho wished to ref-tliate upon the British officers for 
the massacres of women and children by the B'-itiah Indi- 
ans. He offered any American soldier who irould go into 
Cunadannd iihoot a firitiah General, a Majorca eommiB^ion. 
Whiteomb ami two others volanteefod $ ono desertod bo- 
fore reaching the line. When Whiteomb and his com- 
panion got into Canada Ihey aseertainad that a brigade 
of Britisht and aome Indiana were moving toward the line; 
and the night before they arrived. WbitcomVe aaeociate 
also deeerCed, gt)ing to the British nod informing them of 
Wliitcoinb's plans, which ffrcatly annoyed and vexed him, 
but he dill tint ^rive up. He went ncurcr the British 
c:tTnp and Rrlcctod the place for his ambuscade where a 

sm dl rivor made a turn and camo noar the road. His 
poMit.ioti Wits ixt fhf root of a lar;;c upturned pinetroo, and 
thicdi aiders were all around for many rods, and hin Holec- 
tion was a good one. It was afternoon before tho oneraj 
oame in sight and pmiaed elowly along. Sowral offioera 
passed, hot none of the grade he was looking for; finally 
a mounted olBcer riohly drespod «te., together with several 
RtniF OIUcoTs came along ; it wae Gen. Gordon: Whitoomb 
tooh aim and f^red ! Tho officer foil back dead. The In- 
dians dashed into the woods after him, and supposing he 
would run hacki did not look for him as he was hid under 
the tree. As soon as thoy had passed he crawled alonnj 
side of the tree into the r ivine, and down under the bridge 
into the river ami up it in the water under thf» thick alders, 
lie had proceeded but about a half inilo wlmn he hoard 
blood hounds boo on his track, but he bciUlel them. 
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IIo pitthed forth with nil his enerj^ea nntil he reached 
Royalton, Vt., wh«re he found fHends. While eiicaping. 
hh iiiifroriiiga weru intense, his shoes wcro entirely worn 
out luid lie Imil nothing to cat for live days. 

A tboiiBasi J crowiid wcro offered for his head, anil two 
thousand crowns tor luui Uolivcrod alive at tiny IJritisli 
pojit; und the Indians hunted for him along tho lake, and 
even to the walls uf Ticondcroga. 

Whitoonib shortly ntWjuiuod tho Run/{i:rd at U|>|iQr 
Cuoe ihiiikiiig lie would uot bo diacovurcd or kiMwu io 
this part of the State* bat nnfortiinately one day he vns 
suddenly nisisod from behind, and hunidly CHiTU!>d into 
Cnimdtt down tiio St. Fniiiciii Ulvfu'. TJio liwt night 
beforo renching the British post tlicy cnmped npon an 
island. Wbiteoinb's ibet and handi wore tied to a stalte, 
and to roake &nre, two Indians wuro bound to him: escape 
seemed imposBible. About two o'clock lie was arouticil l»v 
gentle tups upon tlio lips. His bouilsj wero cut, IIo was 
silently directed to arise and Ibllow, whioli ho did to tiia 
river. Tho Indian whom tic had funuurly uided wtian 
starving, turned to him and Imndcd hiin his (lun, powdor 
horn, ball-pouch, knife and a bag of parched oorn, ro> 
minding Whitcomb of his former kindaesi to htm, said 
*'I DOW pay you:go, go." Whitooab slipped into a ceRoe 
and pushed out into the river. The Indian gave him a 
fitrewell satute, and returned to the eump. Whiteomb 
pushed bacif and ent a hole in the remaining eanoes, then 
immediatdy crossed to tlie opposite shore, cut a hole in 
his canoe, pushed it off into the stream uud ran for his 
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Hie. AV»ut 4 »*ctock tie Itcniil the ImliaHs* <Uetntit whoop 

of iiiann, rood followed the whoop of (lisnppolntiiicnt 
wlioa tlicj ibuiid tlicii canoes fiono. ^^'hitco!ab puslieJ 
on t\ \y ■.Mul n'jrht, iK>t Rtooping until he luul rjachcd tho 
homoof iii.-^ c'iiil lhuoJ in 'Ini^R., when; lio rernained dur- 
ing tlic Wiir. Id i'.iuj '\mo lio received Ids Mtyor'd 
eoniRiiRRion, and in tiiH old Ago receivud a Aiajoi peusioii. 
Hm gwid friend, the Indian, he never nguiii htMuduf aftor 
their pariittj? on the Mlaodl. 

It shoald be rcmombentd that tho firat aettlen eame to 
Gaildball April 19, 1764 and that it w«8 eleven ymint 
fVom that date to tho bnuikiiig out <*f the war of the Rev' 

ohition ; the ballhi nf L<»xingtoii ocnarring on the 19th of 
April IT".*), and it is no wonder that tho cidly sett]cr.-i 
lived ill ll-jir .li!riM«i this i-ve.'itrul porio 1, being left (ns tiio 
nccoswity of tho case conipclled tho Kcvoliitionnrj Gov- 
orninent Ui leave them*) to tuki; care of tUumsilves as best 
iht«y I'oiil.!. It wa* not poHftiidu or for th<' uitoroste of the 
RiiToliitioiii^te to Ht4ifion a force Bo far from tho oonten 
of importance to thcin in the etruggte for Indepetidonee, 
to proteid^ a'fow ectlleni m .for away and It would indeod 
here lieon strange if th«iio eettlere should not have receive 
od tho news that the war was over and that the times of 
peril and danger wero pass jd, with joy, and that they 
oottld now go on in doing tlieir part in making U]>pcr 
Coos whiit it is nt the present time, one of tho most pleas- 
lint and pro^pcrnuR commuoitica anywhere to be found in 
northern New Eup;laiid.

We eobo the aajinga of llr« Rioh, in liii ^eteh of 
Maidstone, when he ia{d: "It well becomes those who tit 

Bijcurcly by their heurthstonos with tlioir children gatluireii 
about thorn, fcariug no stealthy attack from an insiduous 
foe, U thankfully acknowMge that their lines have fklleo 
inplaaaaut plaoea; and also to oherish with tonderost 
feelings of veneration and respect, the mcinorA- of ances- 
tors, who, amidst perils and privations, prepared the 
way for all they now enjoy." 

WAR OF 1812. 
In 1790 the popnlntion of GniMhAll was ubout 150; in 
1791 it was 158; in 1810 it waa 541, being tlio largest 
number at any time till the year P (i;i, This larpe ^a\n 
firora 1700 to 1810 ehows a prosperoua couditioii ior the 
filturo impruvoment and ndvancetnent of all the interests 
of the town, and everything seeiueii to work for the wel> 
fare and general good of the town. It Ih not to be oon- 
adored very atouigei to every candid, likir and impai-tial 
mind, thai the leading desire of the inhabitants was to 
keep on in the way they bad been doing ailer the elose 
of the war of the RoTolntion, and the fact 3 is that 
the news of the deelaration of war by Con- 
gress was receiT<Hl with as great a degree of 
sadness by a very largo majority of the inhobitants, 
Qs the novra of peace had caused theui juy only 
u lew years bcfi)ro. This may bo accounted for IVotn 
the fact that being so far away from thoso who 
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wcri) iinincdintcl;^' ;i:n1 pficmiiarily in the policy of thn 
GoTerfimcnt, in iu resistance to tho ftBSUinption and 
figgrcmivo itiAs of (lie Brttiuli Govonimentt the peculiar 
soiiRitiTo oxcitcment which bvgete n fighting spirit was 
not broQght into aetion, be the caitao whftt it nay have 
been. The war policy of the Government wa« not popn- 
lar with the mtijoritjr. and those who were in favor of eii»- 
tnfninp: tho vrnr were evidently willin'; to do it with thcfr 
inontliH only, (lf)nbtlo5?3 claiming th ) t th;i( was lioinp all 
tliiif oiiijlit to ho. <'X|>('(^teil of flioui, US very fnw onlistod 
find wont into tho Bci vine. It has boon claimoil tlint the 
town WU3 (hirly represented at the battle of Plattsburf^; if 
no, tho records nro not correct, as no list of nanion of 
tboHo w!iQ ontiifterl in tho war of 1812 from Guildhall is to 
1)0 found among tho roenrds of the town, and noUiin<; in * 
relntion to volnutoers going from tho town to resist Che 
invasion by tho British army which was defeated at tho 
buttle of Plattabnrg. It is a fact however, that Gen. Seth 
•Owhman, who had receivod a military erlueatlon, entered 
the army and Jtw a Pay Master General. Others havo 
drawn pensions on account of service in tho war of 
1.S12, but tbo biatone, Mr. David Kent died Sept. Ist. 
18 1. 

Tt is to be bopod Hint tbo bitter fcclinpia and bntrod 
wtiicb were goiicmU'd by tbe war of 181*2 may iiftvcr 
be witnessed in tbis community again, and to show that 
thU is no fancy sketch, a friend who is well informed as 
to tlie feeling which existed at that time, has kindly 
famished ns the following sk^h. 
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Goildliall, in 1813, was • prosperous oitnitniiDUv and 
like nSKilj til New England towns was opponed to Mr. 
Hndison's adbninistrmtton and his war policy ; they be- 
lioved war unneoeasary and the sympathy of the leading 
men was on the eiile of the British. Beef, cattle and 
Bupplie:* for thcii uvmy in Cana'la were g-ithcreij here and 
taken to Cunadu regafillesii of ihe rruclaitiattou of llio 
President jigainst it. To prcv»;rit tliis in snu\c measnro, 
tliu Gdvuniuiutit placed an extra lorou of CuKluuti^ ofiicuni 
all along iho frouticr. Party spirit raii liigli and bitusr- 
ne^B sprang up batwoen neighbots who had tbrmerly boon 
friottda. 

An nnbnppy aiBiir took phioe at Canaan. Lieiii. Den- 
nett was a special Custonia officer: Saroaol Beach was a 
well to do farmer at Canaan: he owned land jnat over the 
line in Canada, and carried on farming there as he did in 
Canaan; be would take oxen over for the pretended pur- 
pose of worlcing them, but always soon sold tlienif when 
he would take over another pair. Thi;s thinj^ went on for 
some time wUcn ho^waa rciuonstrited with by tlleCu^u>nlS 
officera who claimed that Beacli's ctmrsi; ^as contrary to 
law and agaiusit the Government. Beach perHisted in hi:i 
course, and one day while atfckmpting to drive a pair uf 
oxen over the line he was shot and killed hy Lieut. Deu« 
nett. Great excitement ran all through the county. 
Dennett was arrested on cliaige of murder and conllncil in 
Gttildball jail. Beach's friends claiming thai his being 
killc«l was a cruel, cowardly act ; tliat he oould have been 
arreated by the Customs officers at any lime liad they 
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■Qon fit tn dtf so. Jndgo Dana was jnihr; he hml »jnipii- 
tbjr for Doiineti, ati4 UBcd tci let him oul for oxorcito mid 
to do «oiiic chores sbottt the hoiue; Donnett promisiog 
that he would not ran awav.

('atiaiui. Aflor a sliort stay he took some prrjvisioti? ruid 
went through the woode tn Avcrill pond where be huilt a 
catupt aiul kiiaicd himaelf making basket*. 

His whereabcmts were soon found ont; a Ibree of 10 
or 12 of hia enemies enriMised him b/ shooting htm 
through the hfps while ho wan standing on a log chop- 
ping ; he ws« tlten taken to Canaan, and plaood in a 
two tinrmi wagon, on the bare boanla. and hurried back 
U} Guildhall, a distance of nearly 40 mites over very 
rou;2;h roade, wlure he died in greut aj;ony that niglit in 
• jeil. 

No one of (he party cnr;ii|rcd in the Khootiii;; und c.ip- 
turo of Lictit. Dennett m-mq ever proffeentedt it being 
claimed by tliem and their frieiuis that tbej were acting 
nndcr autliority of law and oitdcr the directions of a Bhcr> 
tlT; on the other side it wan sii^ertod with great bittornesa. 
tliat 10 or Id men welt arme*l were not obliged to ahoot 
and mortally wnnnd ono man in order to enptarn htm, 
and that the whole gnni; waa a cowardly set of traitors, 
rondy at all times to give aid to the enemy, and 
op)>oKe the GoTerumcnt in the proBCcution of the 
war.

IWty spirit was feut aside and cvcryojio 
was a Uiiiou man, uaJ thia fact is conclucjivolv n!iovvii 
from tho fact that at thu clecdou m Septeiul»or Itidi every 
Toto was cuBt for Gov. (lolbrook, the War* or Uuion 
candidate for Goveriior, tiad ihcra tfjii no diOeronce of 
opinion lelatang to tho dntj of eTery one to sustain tiio 
Govomnieut at anjr time daring tho coiitinoauco of die 
waf , althoogh some were not renarkabl/ well pltuued 
when the Bmaneipation Proelaination wan issued, having 
never had aoj great anaouot of Ioto for the abolitionists, 
sod regarding the Proclamation as an interlereiioe with 
State Rights which was net intended at the comiiiHiicc- 
mcut uf tho war and ought not to hava b^oji rcjuiij.l to,

waa phicd. But at no tifn-i was there u»y opposi- 
tion to tlie Governiiieut ^Itown, und all cuD.s fur 
men were prouiptly fiUod.

The first mnn who went to the war from Guildhall, 
Wft8 JoHftph Benway, who enlisletl in April IBOJ, at 
Lancaster, N. H., in the Ist. N« H. Regt., and eeryed 
during tho war, until 1866. If there oouM be any such 
place as a "I^ost of Honor" among the bravo mou who 
served fhe town of GnildhalU and their Country in Its 
groat |ieril, it would eoem that he ie fsirty entitled Ui it.

Now Yoric, however, cuuute-I it ainoug Us potseBsions, 
in the year above iiamod, and in 1770 that State iacladcd 
tbia territory in their Oioncester County. 

The people of Vermont declared tlieniselvia indepttiid- 
eot in the year 1777, and two yeani from that time divid- 
ed the State into two ConotieB; Eeaez was then within 
the limits of Cumberland County. In 17 HI this County 
waa divided into 8 Counties, Orange among tliemi and 
Efltez was in that County. In 1796 Oaledonia County 
waa incorporated and that Ooiinty includeil all the nortli- 
eastern part of the State, therehy {ncliiding E<<8ex. 

However, in the your 180U K.^aux (<uui)ty was uigani/.ed, 
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»nd at the October »e»ton of tho Loglalatttro of tliat year 

the Cotint}' Officers were appointed. 

The County is about Ifi miles long ftnd 23 wide. It 
lies between Lnt. 4 t ^ 20'an.l 45«=, and Lon. 4 - 51' 
and 5 ^ east iVom W:vshti)ji,Uin. 

Guildhall was soon nin io its shire and thus far it hns 
remainodttnohanged, although there have been repeated 
atteinpta to accomplieh this object, but at yet the people 
of the County are satisfie«l that all In all Galldball is the 
point whore the people of the irhole County are most coin 
veniently aceomodated, and it is the best plaoe for tho 
ehire town.

•Toaeph Watt of Brnnswtck. Sheriff^ ilaynoe French of 
Maidnt»ne, Clerk. Ambrus Grow was admitted to tho 
bar as an attorney, and seven ct»«eR were entered for 
jm V trial ; the arsi v-isa was John Hugh and Anna Hugh 
V8.

He 
a40ii<to<( in tho c«>uHtructi"n (tf t)ie first mills on tho Mill 
Br<>.)1t. ami lifor built tlvo flrfit rnilla at tho villajfO on the 
Coii!iectictJt. Ho a}.-*o er(»j;tod th» celebrated "block 
hont'c" already re '"erred to. How long Col. Bailey re- 
mained in tlio ti)wn we do not knovr; but hf> wus succeed- 
ed iti the ownership of bin lands by Hon. £ben W. Judd. 

Dnrini; t.ho Bi^volotimiary War Cel. Bailey was proba- 
bly the most notivo wan among the settlers ; he did mueh 
toward tlio proloction of the peopte and profierty, a*id was 
also Commander of the '^Rangers'* whioh we have 
]/rev{oottly dcserilied. 
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EDWARD BUOKNAM, ESQ. 

Eaqnire Buekniin wmodo of the 18 first aetUen: he 
wae one of a eommittee eppoiDlBd to mimj the town into 
lots, and he and Mr. Thonat Darling performed tliat im- 
portnnt service In the year 1767. There aro prohablj no 
deaeendante of his Ui the town now. 

COL. JONAH OHOUT. 

Waa one of the 1$ firat iettier8» hat we do not know in 
juBt what yoar he came to town: he was a man of aomo 
nuto aiiiOii[; the penpla of those times, but we are unahle 
to learn vury much of him. The recorda bay thut a "dis- 
pute" arose between him and the proprietors; what it was 
about tho records do not state. There are no doacendanta 
of his in the town at thfs t\me. 

REUBEN HOWE. 

Mr. Howe, aettled in town in the year 1779; we are un- 
able to learn mnehof him. He at one tine oeenpiod the 
Plinj Boaahrook Jnrm. 

SIMON HOWB. 

Settled in town in 17Y9 ; he waa a anhitantial and inde- 
pendent fhrmer and one of the pillars of the Chui ch. Ho 
hud quite a numbor of Bond hiil Limy Iiu mk wo believe, 
all removed woat. One of hie daughterb was llie witc of 
the late Mr, Anson Fislc, formerly of this town. 

SAMUEL HOWE. 

Settled in town about 1780. Ilia wife watt the daughter 
of Gapt. Eteazer Rosebrooki they had a large family and 
both lived to a good old age. He waa for many yeara 
one of the moat reapactable* aubatantialand active citiaena 
of the pUee. Mr. Howe died in April 1842.

CALEB AMY. 

Known as Maj. Araj was one of the most active militia 
offieors of those dajs, and a man of the greatest integ^it j. 
He married Rebeeoa, daughter of Benoni Cntlsr; they 
lived ia town over 61 yeui aad removad to N. Y. State. 
JAMBS BOSBBROOK. 

Mr. Roaebrook joined the settlement in tbe year 1775 
aad remuned in losrn as long as he lived. 

He attained qaite a prominent position In the bosineis 
affairs of the town, being entrusted with many ofiices of 
importanoe. 
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CAPT. BLEAZEB ROSEBROOK. 
Chipt« RoMbvook WM one of the oarly Mtllen, lomiing 
in I7t8, nod ftni resided on tlio needow of tho Jf»bii P. 
Dennfson farm, and aflerwerds Hred on wliat bao efnce 

boca kuowa as the James Perkins farm. Durlnir tliL' iui- 
ter part of the Reyolutionary War, he was a scout and 
ranger. At one tiuie lio, with a party, went into Canada 
on a reconnoitering cxpoditioo; but they were suspected 
of being spies, and upon learning this fact they at onee 
vaoirted. They were cloHuly followod »ud obliged to lo- 
aorl to nsnDs to deoeiTo their puraaers. Gomiog to « 
stntmnenrthe hmd wntsfn of the Coitneetieut, thej 
Imilt a iMriik fire, and then extingoisbed it with watOTf 
then stepped into the straan end followed It for a mile or 
so, and bf so doing left no tnoes by whioh the Canndiaoa 
eoeld follow them, aloo making h appear ae thongb they 
had been gone some time. The enemy coneluded upon 
rcacliing lliis spot that it rrati uaclcsa to conttnuo tho chaBo 
Hiul 80 returned. "Capt. Kle»zor Rusehrook luade tliu 
tirat settlemeot at the site of the FabynD Houhc in 1792. 
He opened there in 1808 the first house for summer visit- 
ors ever kf'pt in the White Mountains. Ilis son-in-law, 
Abel Crawford, long known as the * Patriarch of the 
Honotaios,' ssMled at Bemis Station in 179d. Tho let- 
ter's aon, Btbin Allen Crawford, the most fomoos of the 
monntain pioneers, took Bosehrook'a house in 1817. Iq 
ISIO he opened the firat foot-paih up Mount Waaliington. 
Hie brollier, Thomas J. Orawford, opened tlie first bridle- 
path to the summit in 1840, and bis fother, then 75 years 
old rode the first horse that ever dimbed the mountain."

HON. WILLIAM HEYWOOD.

N. H. His inoilier camo from ilardwick, Jlaaa., her 
maiden namo was M&rj Kgeoy. His father was a farmer 
and Mr. Hey wood U?od with him until he was 21, labor- 
ing on the farm, oxoept that he wont Co an Aeadomy five 
fkll Coma, end kept a diatriot aohool three vintera. After 
he waa 10 jeara old thej nafded aaoat of the lime in i'ion- 
oord. He began to atady law with Hon. Obarlea Davia 
ia Walerlbid, in the fall of 1898. Mr. Davia moved to 
Danville In 1888 and he went and atadled with him there. 

In the fhll of 18S0 Mr. Heywood went to Detroit, Mich., 
and lived thero about fi year, and while thoro kept a win- 
ter school and studied law fi few mouths with Tlon. Sam'l 
A. Fletcher; roturoing to t Concord he was admitted to the 
bar at Ouildball September Term 1831. 

Mr. Haywood begaa the practice of law at Lunen* 
burg aiid remained there some four yeara, and moved to 
Ouildball in the winter of 1886 and took the pUoe of 
John 8. Walla» who then moved to Bangor, Me. 
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He was married to Suian IXibbiird Mftrcli 18, I6ti4, nnil 
■he died March 10, 1891. Ilil two living ehildron are 
Henry and leabel Hejwood ; one child died in in&ncj 
nnd Francis died in the army in the late war. Mr. Ilej- 

wood practiced lair and kept an office at Guildhall about 
twenty years. He removorl to Lanrastcr, in tl»e spring of 
1856 and has boen in practice thoro ever Biiice. 

While he resided in Essex County he was Sitite'H Att'y 
for 18 years, Senator for Essex County in 1837 and 1838, 
was a mmiber of the Conatitational Convention in Vt., in 
1851, when oondderabhi altefations were nade in the 
Constitution of the State. Aboal the time^'of Pieree'a 
administration he waa a candidate ibr Re|>re8entatiTe in 
Co(i;.rit)M and only failed of an election from the laet that 
the party to which ho helongcd t)o!ng in the tiiinority, 
E'deii Sabin was elected against him. 

Both in Vermont and New Hampshire he h-Ts been 
ptishoil by some friends as a candidn^e for the Supreme 
ilourt Uc'udi, but since he went to N. IT., he has wottght 
no office. Ue is esteemed n very sound, thorough and 
highly respectable lawyer nnd lins an extensive practtee. 
WILLIAM T. BARRON. 

Although not long one of onr townsmen, Mr. Barron 
was a smart. e1ear*headed attorney; he] praetieed at the 
bar of oar Conrt from 1^45 to 1848, and was a prcoiiiing 
yonog lawyer, bat to him the field seemed hardly large 
enouzh nnd lie retwdired to Chicago, 111., where be rose to 
the position of Judge; but very unfortunately, about 1800 
he was killed in a railroad accident. 
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ZEPHANIAH K. WASHBUBH. 
Born May SO, 1800 at OHmiwieh Kiiaa. Fathei^siMine 
DantelWasbbiini, who died aiGuildhftllMuy 27, mi, 
ftgod 71 years 10 monihe.

er Watihbuiri who died at Guildhall, July 14, 1852, aged 
78 yeare 5moathe. He cann^ to Guil lliall witU Wis par- 
ents March if^M, and htia ever B*mce redided iu town and 
has pursued the occupiition.of furwer and lumberman. 
For ft niunber of yearn ho owned nnd operated thu ' ' Waah- 
burn saw niU" (ao ooUed) aitoated on the north road in 
Maiditone, and haa alwaya been a hard workiug, boneiit 
Mid worthy ciiiaeo, respected 1^ every one; and when ho 
ahalt hare paised the dark rWor to that laiid of rest whom 
he oan be relieved from the oareii and embaraannonta that 
have been ao oonateiitly prcaeot with him ia bia bng life 
of toil and industry, he will be able to do what but few 
meu can do in this or any other ooinmunity — leave a pure, 
BpotleiiS and irropr<>auliubU) autiio. ilu id tbo oUe«t person 
in town, and the oldest member of the Con^^rcgatioiial 
Church of Guildhall living. He mom twi«$e married ; his 
first wife's naoie wan Susan Cutlt3r, by whom he hud three 
children; she was born at Guildhall in 1804 and died 
Januai^^M), 1882, aged 88 yeara. Hh second wife's 
nuBO was Harriet Waahburo who was born at Springfield, 
Vt, in Not. l»04,and died at Guildhall April 18.

80 yoara. They wero married in l.Si^O ; hud 11 ohildren 
7 boys and 1 girls, of whoiu I 8on and 8 dnughteiB are 
now living. Mr. Washburn has followed the hosinest of 
fannar and Inmbcnnsn, unttt rooontljr, when on aeoount of 
his tdvaticed «jp> he was obliged to mrrenderand give up 
the l^imber businoss, which he had Inilq^triously followed 
winters for a lon^ nnmlmr of jreani ; he has probably band- 
led (I greater nnnibcr of pine trees and pine lo»3 in his

Ife is 84 yeera 
old, and while his brother Z. K. is only two years older 
and is very deaf and almost blind, he is as athletio and

OB tht ohwob roootdfl as oao of Ibo sevon who drat fbraiad 
tbo organliatfoii of tbo oboteb la 1799, and in 1808 bo was 
aDeaeOD. He was Cblof Judge of tbo Court in 1822, a 
membor of tbo Ooveroor's Oouncil 1819, 1830, 1821. 
ISlt'J, 1823 and 1824, ^tato'a Attomoy 1811. 1812. ibl5. 
1816. 1817. 1818, 1821, 182B and 1824, 'and roprescQtod 
tbe town la 1816. He removed with bis famity tu New- 
bury, where be praotloed law for a numbsr of years whan 
bo temOfid to Iowa, where he died. 

HON. JOHN 8. WELLS. 

Beimea tbt jeavf 1887 and <46, Mr. Wetis was an 
odoroey at tba Goonij Ooart, and most of tbo time Qaild* 
ball was bis plaee of abode] bo finally removed to New 
Hampflbifs, and was at ooo tbne a pfomlneot polltieiao. 
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JUDGE DANIEL DANA. 

After tho foundatiou has been Itiid and till made rendy, 
then iho corner Rtoue is to be laid, and JaJgo Dutia can 
fitly bo called tho cornor stono of Guildhall and tho 
County of Essex. He was the great man of the times, 
coining from the 8tnto of Connecticut to Onildhall aboat 
179:'». Ho was the tirat Jadgo of the K^tex. County 
Court, and fillad that important office for olo^an years in 
all; he wae olao Judge of Probate for 10 years and 
eentod the town in tho State Legislature 8 years; ho held 
mnny other prosiinent town and county offices* 

Ho united with the Oongrcgational Ohureh in 1808, end 
was chosen Deacon in 1818. He had a nnmorous familj- 
nonc of whom are residents of this vicinity at the present 
time. lie finally moved to New York State in 1810 and 
dic<l Jihoiit 1837 in tlic town of Pembroke, some 8 miles 
from Batnvia, Genessce County, and his death took from 
the world a man who had once been one of Gaildliall's most 
nnblo citizens. Ofbia p'and children living are Mrs. 
Mary C. Dewey, widow of tho lata John Dowey^ and Mrs. 
David H. Beattte ; a grandson Hon. Charlee A. Dana 
has boon very prominently eonneoted with natioDal affsirs, 
and the laciKe daily papora of New York Ciiy, and is now 
proprietor of the flunooa **New York Sun." 

COL. E. H. WEBB. 

While in Guildhall he lived on the farm now occupied 
by A. A. Gray and wa.s a good J">irmer, industrious man 
and good citizen.

Was one of the remarfcable men of Essex County. Ha 
was horn at llunover, N. H.,Deo. 6, 1794. He received 
his education in hie proi'easion mainly under the taftion 
of Dr. Nathan Stnith; and bis medical degree from Dart- 
mouth College. He commenced hia profesaioD very young 
in Canada, remsiiiing there till he was attacked with a 
diaeaito in hia ^m, whieh for m time tlmntaned him with 
blindnew. RoeoTering firom thin ioflietioo, heeitobliihed 
himself ei Hill, N. H., and nbont tm cm toGmldh^l. 
For nearlj twenty yean he was the leading phyaietan In 
thi« aeotlon. Here be beearae a praditioiMr of large 
experiem^ and great aklM and judgment. No nan waa 
more relied upon in caae of difficulty and dnnger. 

lie gave up hia profession as a buainosB about 1840, 
tipua becoming invotvci iu business of other kinds. He 
marrieJ Mary P. Carlisle, Feb. 1882. In l'^41 be moved 
to a beautiful farm in MaidatAne. Here be and his wife 
kept a moat hoapttable home; and many have been the 
timea that aoqualntanoes iar and near hate membhwl 
there to enjoy aaeh entertainment as no one else oonld 
dispenie,~for the Doetor besides hia liberalityt had tha 
manners of an aooompliahed gentleman } and he waa also a 
man of 6ne proportions and preaenee. The stranger aiao 
from city or country who might disoee to Itop in the 
neighborhood was sure to be invited to partake of their 
li( Rpitalitieii. Atv\ there was no obsteutation in thia, but

nppoinUnofito from the Legiiilatora, such fts dirtctorof tha 
litata prison, eto. The Doctor was able in dabata, and 
naajr of hia spaoohaa would be. a ctadit to any debater 
and worthy of any lagislnti^a body. 

Dr. Dewey entered into the snppori of the government 
with zeal (o pat down the rebeUton, and lout every aid in 

hia power to that cud. 

Oa a BUmmor evening he rode to tiu) houae of u icughbor 
where in course of a talk upon political affairs ho became 
excited, not from opposition (for in political opinion they 
did not diifor,) nod on his way home he was attacked by 
a paraly^ of the facnin, and whan he arrived home he wan 
fnssnsiUa, and was carried into the honae and died the 
next morning, which was July 11, 1868, and no man 
in ail the oommvnity ooold havo been more widely missed.

Wm bora In Branswiek, Aogmt S6, IfiSf , »nd mum to

Mr. Schoff ia one of the lending men of the town and 
county; ho hnn at various times Blled to the gr&Ht credit 
oniiiiiscU auU the people of this town« manj important 
offioes. 

SAMUEL R. HALL. 
Mr. Hall was an early settler and a prominent man; he 

came from Cornish, N. H-, ttud was ioog known as "Dea- 
con Hall ho was a practical surveyor a!id wns much 
cn»pluyod insurvoying rn uls. etc. Ho rnmovod from town 
about 1812 and became a preaohor at Rumfordf Maine. 

Ho had several sons and dnaghters iMroaght ap here. 

JOSIAll B. eon uf S. R. Hall was a smart farmer, but 

he ramnved with his family to Ohio in 1884 where his 

children wore educated. 

COL. HENRY HALL. 
Was an early settler. For many yeais he oarried on a 

very oxtenaiTe saddle and harness bnsiness. He wss qnite 

prominent in town and military affiurs. He represented 

the town in the State Legislatore for the year 1884. 

FRANK HALL. 
Col. Henry Hall's grandson and oldest son of the Iste 

Henry S. Hall formerly of Northnmberland; waa born 

Aug. 1814. He came to Guildhall when he waa 8 years 
old and hae made this town his home moat of the time since. 
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For quite a ntiinber of youra he has had a atore in the vU^ 

doing an extensive businoss. He is an Influential citi- 
zen and ib I'ust-mabtor for the Guildhall office. Jan. iJ^To 
he married Sarah A. Russell; they havo 2 hoya living, 
Fred N<, and Haiiie S., and out) sou diud iu iiildnuy. 
DAVID KKNT, JR. 

Was born in Cantorbury, N. U., Sept. 28» 1795, and 
when he wat» 22 yean old he went to Stewartbtowo, N.Q. 

He came to Gaildhall in 
1$67 and lived here until hta death Sop. 1st, 1882. lie 
waa 8 timea married, and &thar of 4 ohildren.

Born at Hayerhill, N. II., ia 1850; was educated at 
llie connmon schoolBiu tiiat town and at the Acaiiuiaius 
at Plymouth, N. U., where ho led his class. He then 
went into Dr, S. P. Carbio's offico ut Haverhill. He took 
hiK first course ot' icetures at liurlingtun in 1881; wu8 
President of class in 1883 and ranked among the very first 
in the elasa. He looatad ui town in 1884, and has been 
very raooeMfol in the practice of bis profeasiont and it ia 
hoped lhat.be will eee fit to make GttildhitU hia permaa- 
ent reeidenoe. 

REV. CALEB BUR6B, A. M. 

The Rev. Caleb Biirge,firBt peatorof iheCongregatlooal 
Choroh of Guildhall, was bom in Springfield, edueatcd at 
Middlebnry and oame to Guildhall when he was ubout 
the age ot 30 in the year 1808, and was in-ialled ijuaiur of 
said church ou tiie last Wednesday ot August of that year. 
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He was of the Cdrttnislto ichool, and was llie fbnndsr 

of the cliurch in Guildhnll, being the suthor of their creed 
end articles of faith. His labors wcro to cBtablish the 
church \n the eoimJeet ortlio<]()xy ; belioving' it indippenf- 
ablc that a ciiurch should bo firmly grounded in the Faith. 

U was daring his initiietry the greatest roviyal ever in 
town, or at it is termed the "great revival" occurred, 
and in the year 1810 OTor 70 joined tlie ehnroh, 41 boing 
admitted on one day. His Isbots with the chutdi wvra 
Te>7 eiteaoftifiil and the Iom was a heavy one to the place 
when he was diemiseedp (he reasons for whteh we have 
given ; this was Feb. 16, 1^14; he went fton here to 
BraHleboro, from there to 6laetenbQry»0»in., then to N. 
Y. Stnte. We learn that while retarning from a fVineral 
at whicli ho had preached the sermon, ho was thrown 
from IiIr carriage and instantly Idlled, aivl what is h nin- 
gulur tiling his text wa?-"Be yo also ready, for in such an 
hoar ns JO think not, the Son of Man cometh." 

In person, Mr. Bur^e was tall and poworfal, and while 
be resided in town he not only preached, bat owned and 
ooenpied a farm. He piodnced a work entitled **Bnfgs 
on the Atonement," which was at that early date oonsid- 
ered equal if not superior to any that had been written 
upon the suhjeet. 

. BEV. JAMES TISDALB. 

Seeond pastor of the Congregational Church, was from 
Taunton, Masn. He graduated at Brown University in 
1821 ; studied theolOj!:y with Rev. A. Cobb, of Taunton. 

His first labors in this part of New Eoglaod were in the 
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ttpadty of A niMioiiaiy, proMluiig in Bmfce, Grmnby and 
olte plaow about a jow. Tlio Gtiildlion dmroh gave 
bim a eall and Sep. S9, 1^80 ba was ordained paator. and 
conliaQed tbat relation nntil May 5, 1886. 

He wae oooeiderad « Ikithful pastor end vet Very eno- 
ceesful; duriug hia inloistry, 28 were added to the church. 
He went to N. H., from there to III. He died Feb.28.1803. 
REV. FRANCIS P. SMITH. 

I'bird pastor of liio Cuugru>jatioiiui Church; a imtivo uf 
GilinantoD, N. H., was eduouted ut Dartmouth, uud wue 
in his jfoanger daya a lawyer. He finally became a lio- 
enied preacbor and ibr two years supplied the polpit at 
fipiom, N. H.J be eame to OaUdbalt Oetobar 1887, and 
remained in town ooonpying tlie sauie position nntil May 
1844, Mr Smitb waa one of thooe men while a Uwyer, 
eonld truthftiUy bo ealled an ''booest lawyer/' remarkable 
for bis oprightuees aed integrity ; as a inati artleas, ami- 
able, social and friondlj, as a Ohristian pastor, meek and 
zealoasly engaged iu proinuting the bpirituul auJ tompurul 
interestB of the church and people. lie was itiestraincnta! 
io advancing all interests of oducatiun, and whatuvor 
would servo th« welfare of Che people wae his delight. 

"He in iono degree fell a pray to the maUcH of some 
wboee enon and enmity bis seal and faithfulneaa oorrected 
or reproved, and in bis moral cbaraetiar was most TiUain- 
onsty tradnoed and greWoosly wronged.** The ehuroh 
did not upbold and auetaln biui as it abould havo done, 
and it is a noUoeable faot tbat from tbat day to tbis, it ban 
not ei^oyod 0113^^^ like its Ibmer prosi}ority. 
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AlW kftving lieni ho w«tit to Maine whore ho wm en- 
gaged hj ihe Maine Mivnonerj Society for yc«r«. 

Says Iheeoundl, in dismiwing Mr. Smith, "We lejoiee 
that, among the reawnB assigned why brother Smith's 
pestoral relntion should be diesolved, nothing wee present- 
ed dnrngiiUtry to his Ciirixtinn oharacter, or hifl standing 
ns n minister cf the Uoapcl; nm\ could cheerfully rccom- 
mond himto the ohurohes of Christ as a faithful, devout 

»ui worthy niiiiistpr. " Hy his labors 07 were aUdeU. 
REV. IRA RKARIX 
Came as pastor of the McthofliBt ctmrcli iu 1844, which 

wtif! tIior» in its infanuy; hla charge extended from Lan- 
caster bridgo to Hcriford, Canada. They had no church 
then, and meetings wcro hold in tlio old court house* 

Mr. Board had a wifo and one ehild at that time, and 
hie reeeipto all told for the first jesr were $108.; he wrote 
in a recent letter* ''Rather small paj, the bojs of thri 
prevent daj vould think, Init, Ol if I oontd only strip off 
nij coat now and put into the work as I oonld then bow 
qniclilj I would do it, pay or no pay." 

GOV. GEORGE N. DALE. 

The subject of this eketeh wu born mi Fetrihz, Feb. 10, 

1884, ntid tived in WAitafieid,ftomMzmottth«to81 jenta 
of age- He was dncated ecantily in the common Msheols 
and attended Thetford Academy f or 8 years, daring

18^1- In Jutie of the same year he wus appuiutijci Depu- 
ty Culiector uf Customa and took charge of the Port of 
Island Pond which poaition he held until 1866 when he 
wis eleoted to the State Senate to whiob he was re-elect- 
ed in 1867, 1868 and 1809. In the jear IBIO he was 
eleoted Lieut Governor and in 1871 he waa reappointed 
Deputy Collector of the Port of leland Pond, whidi posi- 
tion ha resigned in 1(82. In November 18^ 5 bo was 
elected President of the Vermont Bar Aaaociation. 

On the election of Judge Steele in 1866, Gov. Date waa 
Kubdtitulo i for JuJge Steflo in the firm of Steelo & Rob- 
inson under the uaiiie ul Dale & Ri liinMiii, h a inf^ an 
office at Derby Line, ami Bnrtoii.

Mr. Small, uU(ioii;^h i)rc'l a funncr, k^-ot acoiititry ctore 
about five y&irs ia Limingtou, huJ nftri w u i Ih nljout four 
yearh at a place called Scarboro Coi ner, iti Wnk 0«iu>tj. 
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Id March 1845, Mr. Small and his father-in-law, the lato 
Mr. Alexander Joee of Buxton, purchased the General 
Seth Cushman farm Id Uuildliall, nearly opposite the vii< 
lage of Lancaster, N. H.^ and removed there the same 
month, going from Buxton to Guildhall, through the 
White Moaataitt Notch. Mr. Small wad hie familjf tftT- ' 
elled the eotire jonro^j in one of the, » ealtod, CpBcotd 
ftftge ooaohee of the olden time. Ha wu jnitly Kgaided 
as n loading eiUien of the town and eoniity. He. repre- 
sented Onlldhall in the Vermont Legialainre for the 
year 1855. 116 was also assistant judge of tho E83f»x; Co. 
Court in ISG7 and 1^*08. At different tiracs he worthily 
held nearly every imporiAnt olllco his fellow town's-tnon 
could bcatow. Judge and Mrs. Small united with the 
Congregational Church in Lsncaeter, soon afier moviDg 
to Guildhall, and he oontinaed' one of iti most tetive, 
fatthfa! and devoted members to the end of his lift. He 
wee a thoroughly upright and chrlstiitn goiitleinen» high- 
ly eskeemod by e large otrole of relntiveet neighbors end 
friends. In politics, Mr. Smell was e vlilgt in early llfb, 
and afterwards joined the rcpuhlioan party, when it was 
organized, to which ho remained thoroughly attached un- 
til he died. No kinder henrted man or better neighbor 
ever lived than Richard Small. 

Ho died Augupt 28th, IS82, leaving- his estimable 
widow, his daughters Mrs. Snllie Burnside Ray wifo of 
Hon. Otisian Ray, and Mrs. Abbie S, Porter of Lancaelflr 
and his sons Dr. Horatio N. Small and John C. Small of 
Portland, Maine, to lament the loss of an afiectioqate 
huaband and father.

Mr. Rowell tn wtuij jwn^ bad «h«t waa tbea 
caltod tbe **weatoro feier/* and when be sold bie Ibno It 
waa witbtbeexpeetatioQofgoingweit; but it seema be 
got over it.

In 
the spring of lHt3 they disposed of their ij>teie»t in tho 
inillB on tho Vt. siiie cd the river and took the peg mill 
and paper mill on tho N. M. side, which bu^siuc^^i they 
carried on in company tilt tho death uClua brother Joseph, 
and frtim (bat dalo bo carHod on tho basincsa iiiusie, till 
ho took his son Clias. D. in aa a p«rtiior in lt>77. Ilo 
haa» nnce he took the milla on the N. H. aide, tebailt tho 
paper mill, and repaired the peg iniil, ao that they are 
two uf the finoiit and best equipped mills of their kind and 
Hizc iu New England.

peraooB ought to. He left a good example for the inhnbi- 
tants to follow, with one oxooption, whiJi wad that in his 
willihgnosa to asisist others be was deceived and betrayed 
in the confidence he ha^ in those he nasiste 1 hy the UbO of 
his name, by which ra ans he last hi^ property and left 
town a poor but honest man, and it will be a long time

IIo was alieriff of the eonnty for a 
nnuibor of years and the maat ooted and offlctont one that 
ilip county hiul ever had up to his term of ofBce. He was

Bat the 
cuHtnrn of truRtin!; out goodd to any and every body prov- 
ed di«iaBtn>n8 in his case, and be was obliged to fail, for 
tho rrft.<»o»> that thoRo he owed wanted and were determin- 
ed to have their pay, whiln thoso who ha»! received credit 
at M.s hands did not seem to care whftt l ecatne of him, 
prnvide<l tlioy could cvnde the payment <'f" the olaiois he 
had iif^ainnt ihoni; aflcrwardH he kept a iiotci at LtinenbiiTg 
Corner till it, with the out buildings wore burned; this 
won about . He went to Northumberland Plalhi and 
kept a hotel for a few yeen; then he removed to Maidstone 
and carried on a ISirm till 186!^ when he eame to Guildhall 
and bnilt a honae in the ▼illage, where he lived till the 
timeof hie death Dec. 8, i8T8.

There is an elm troe on the Wilder fimn In this town, 
which, if it could tell its own stoty might relate a Twy 

wonderful nnd remarkable experience. By the stern and 
irrevocable law of gravitation when a troo falls, there it 
mmt lio, if not roinovcl by some other force acting upon 
it, and yot there isovideooe that this tree fell and ii now 
standing. The facts scem to bo as follows : about a quar- 
ter of n pontury since It was standing and was a fair tree; 
it was ahout twelve inches in diameter. On evil day 
there came a florae and irresistible wind and prostrated it 
to the earth. Here it remained for several months, when 
an ol^ f^tleman who was In sesfeh of aksd of Ihel to 
replenish his fire, (and what shonid be mote allmlQg fhnn 
the long and straight brsnobes of the prostrate e]m») with 
his aso cut the tnte ai^nnder, leaving abont twen^ feet 
oonneetod with the root8» whicb, in the pnistnlton ef the 
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Ife0| lurntd up a quastitj of etrftli. Wbea the spring came 
tii4dietB0ir«id froit melted away. Mold, the tree arose 
aodaiiiuiMdAiiiipiiglikpaeition whieii U hm» mainUiaed 
ever ainoe, and tbo marks of Mr. Binitt' axo whoro ho out 
the top away furnish iocontestible evi'lence of tho facts 
above stated.
